Feeney Keeps Charles 
River Safe For Fourth

Last year at the Fourth of July concert 
and fireworks display on the Esplande in 
Boston, boats Choking the Charles River 
buzzed dangerously close to the fireworks 
barge and in the mad rush to leave, cut six 
canoes in half. 

Every year on the Fourth of July, there 
has been at least one drowning. 

This year. Metropolitan District Com¬ 
mission Police (’apt Richard Feeney was 
determined to prevent such chaos. 

Feeney, a Winchester native and 
Nelson st. resident who heads the newly 
formed MDC Marine Divison. spent 
months preparing for the Fourth of July 
festivities, and on the day itself was on du¬ 
ty at 5 a.m. fora shift that would last un¬ 
til 4 a.m the next day 
. "As 1 si| here talking to you. I’ve got 
a thousand things on my mind.’’ said the 
54-year-old Feeney as he sat in the 
wheelhouse of his command boat "If 


we’ve got sufficient men at the locks to get 
everybody through, how many boats are 
going through, protection of the barges 
with the fireworks, assigning the boats in 
the river." 

Not only did he have to deal with boat 
traffic on the Charles Unit made a Friday 
evening’s jam-up on the expressway seem 
like clear sailing, he had to police the 
boats flocking into Boston Harbor to see 
the turn-around of the U S S Constitution 
and supervise the transportation of the 
fireworks to the barge anchored in the 
Charles. 

"We had 1.2(H) boats at the parade of 
the Constitution." noted Feeney on the 
afternoon of the Fourth " When you have 
l.2(Hi boats trying to get in. get close 
enough to take pictures, and the rest, you 
have a problem 

“When you combine the two the 
Charles River festivities and the turn¬ 


around you have a very busy day," he 
added. 

“Busy" isn’t a strong enough word to 
describe the Charles River the day of the 
Fourth. 

By 7 a.m., there were already :uxi boats 
anchored in the i iver By 11 a m . Feeney 
and his crew of nine boats and two am¬ 
phibious vehicles had been forced to rush 
to the rescue of the crew of one boat which 
exploded, burning one passenger and 
sending three others into the river 

"And at the same time, there was a 
wedding taking place at the Charles River 
boathouse, believe it or not," added 
Feeney. 

During all that time. Feeney also had 
to coordinate the eight MDC patrol boats 
clearing the way lor the Constitution turn 
around. The operation went so 
successfully, Feeney won a personal com

The Winchester Chamber of Com¬ 
merce’s Board of Directors has asked for 
the resignation of Chamber Executive 
Vice President Rita Spence. 

The call for Spence’s resignation 
comes at a time when the membership has 
dropped, funds are tight, and members 
have been critical of some recent 
activities. 

The reasons for the vote are known on¬ 
ly to the members of the board of direc¬ 
tors who attended a private meeting last 
Wednesday. Most of the directors refus¬ 
ed to discuss the reasons, as did Spence. 
When reasons were given, they were often 
contradictory. 

All agree, however, that the the call for 
Spence’s resignation does not mean the 
Chamber is dead, pointing to many on¬ 
going activities and plans. 

What it does mean, judging from com¬ 
ments from Chamber officials and 
members, is that the board of directors is 
looking for a new direction for the 
Chamber, going back to the basics of 
organizing the membership and running 
Chamber programs. 

Most Chamber directors, members 
and those involved in the downtown 
business scene agree Spence has been in¬ 
valuable in setting up committees and 
working with government officials. 

“Rita and the Chamber have been of 
great support to me, they really have," 
commented Economic Development Coor¬ 
dinator John Connery. “In the first year, 
she provided me with a lot of access to the 
business people, setting up meetings and 
giving me a lot of credibility with the 
business people. As we got into the 
revitalization process, she set up sub¬ 
groups to look into the different programs 
and get support." 

But committee meetings and sessions 
with officials kept Spence away from the 
nittv-gritty details of running the 
Chamber - watching the budget and 
drumming up new members. 

And it was a shortage of funds, stem¬ 
ming from a lack of membership, that led 
to the call for Spence’s resignation. 

Spence refused to talk about her 
resignation, noting “I haven’t presented 
the Chamber with anything yet. I don’t 
feel I can talk to anybody outside the 
organization until I clarify some things in¬ 
side the organization." 

Chamber president Henry Quill said in 
an interview that the position is being cut 
to save money. 

"The decision was purely a financial 
one," said Quill, a local attorney. "Like 
all organizations today that depend on 
voluntary contribution from members, the 
Chamber is finding it difficult to meet our 
budget." 

Yet Robert Nickerson, a Chamber

director and president of the Winchester 
Savings Bank, said that although money 
is tight, that isn’t the sole reason behind 
the call for resignation. Once Spence 
resigned, he said, a new executive direc¬ 
tor would be hired. 

"I personally think that in order to be 
effective, the Chamber needs a full-time 
executive," said Nickerson. "The 
Chamber has always had funds to do that, 
and has continued to have the funds to do 
that. 

“I’m concerned about this talk of 
money problems." said Nickerson. 
“We’ve always had that problem to some 
degree, and it’s always worked out." 

Nickerson said that the Chamber had 
asked Spence to resign in order to “give 
her an opportunity to seek out and pursue 
other career goals. 

“It’s not a parting of the ways as far 
as being bitter," said Nickerson. "Rita 
has been very effective, in her own way." 

Spence was most effective, according 
to Chamber members and those involved 
with the Winchester business community, 
in the area of economic development and 
the efforts to get a rate change for 
businesses from New England Telephone 

But at the same time, other members 
say Spence has ignored the day-to-day 
workings of the Chamber, such as pushing 
for membership. They also cite Spence’s 
tardiness in publishing a Chamber direc¬ 
tory, due out last fall but still not publish 
ed, even though ads were sold and money 
collected. 

Chamber member Marcia Saltmarsh 
summed up both attitudes when she noted. 
"In the last few years, the Chamber of 
Commerce put downtown Winchester on 
the ma, But there are some more things 


that they’ve taken on that need to be 
pursued." 

Nickerson hinted that the Chamber 
directors are looking for a person with 
more organizational talents. 

"At its inception, the Chamber needed 
a person like Barbara Crowell (the first 
director) who could organize the Chamber 
aggressively and create various pro¬ 
grams," said Nickerson. 

"Rita Spence brought with her an abili 
ty to work with many details concerning 
committee work, such as, for example, the 
telephone study committee." Nickerson 
continued. 

“As I see it, we now need a person with 
those combined abilities to go forward 
with membership development as an em¬ 
phasis as well as programs for members." 

Those two items are at the heart of the 
Chamber’s membership crisis, a crisis 
which Quill said led to the budget pro¬ 
blems that led to the call for Spence's 
resignation. 

"Our financial situation is very dif¬ 
ficult because we did not get the member 
ship we hoped to have at this time." said 
Quill. Asked if getting members was 
Spence’s task. Quill acknowledged she 
was in charge of overseeing membership, 
but added that "it’s every member’s job 
to encourage people to get their dues in." 

According to Salvador Porras. who 
recently look over the Chamber’s 
membership committee, the Chamber’s 
ranks have dropped from 250 last year to 
under 2 (H) Nor has the Chamber been able 
to tap the industrial business on the north 
side of town for membership 

"We have 6(H) viable, ongoing business 
firms in Winchester," said I’orras. "I cer 
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School Staff Cuts Won’t Be As 
Great As Feared This Spring

It appears that all but seven of the Win¬ 
chester teachers who were sent layoff 
notices last spring won’t have to be look¬ 
ing for a new job this summer. 

According to school Personnel Direc¬ 
tor Alexander Tennant, “there is a good 
chance" all but seven of the 39 teachers 
scheduled to be laid off will be hired back 
this fall 

Included in the group of rehired 
teachers would be every one of the 
elementary teachers and all but one of the 
tenured teachers slated to lose their jobs, 
he said. 

Tennant noted that he can’t be ab¬ 
solutely sure all 32 teachers will lx? back 
until late August, when state grants are 
approved. Several of the teachers on the 
lay-off list are paid through grants or were 
laid off to make room for teachers on 
grants. 

But the School Committee ensured that 
at least 14 of the 39 teachers will be back, 
when they voted tenure for five third-year 
teachers on the lay-off list and voted to 
recall nine others. 

The 39 teachers became candidates to 
be laid off in March and April when the 
School Committee sent out its annual lay¬ 
off notices. 

State law and the teachers’ contract re¬ 
quire that any teacher who might be laid 
off receive the notice, even if there is a 
chance they would be rehired. 

Thirteen tenured teachers and 26 first-, 
second- and third-year teachers received 
the lay-off notices. 

The third-year teachers were included 
in the list because they must either be 
given tenure or be released, again accor¬ 
ding to state law.

Eight third-year teachers — Barbara 
Gagel, Donna Gildersleeve, Holladay 
Handlin, Gerard Skinder, John F. 
Squelglia, Bette Tsoutsouras, Mary Pat 
Walker and Lois A. Walsh — were includ¬ 
ed in the lay-off notices, and five receiv¬ 
ed tenure last week. 

The teachers earning tenure were 
Gagel, an elementary art teacher; 
Handlin, a McCall English teacher; 
Skinder, a high school English teacher; 
Tsoutsouras. a high school English 
teacher; and Walsh, a high school math 
teacher. 

"I feel these teachers are in the 
outstanding category," noted School Com¬ 
mittee member Catherine Alexander 
"With tenure being given more and more 
infrequently, we should consider it an 
honor to be giving them tenure. I think 
they have done an outstanding job " 

School Committee member Mary Jean 
Weylman noted that with tighter budgets, 
"unless the teachers are outstanding, the 
School Committee doesn’t feel it can af 
ford to grant tenure." 

The nine other teachers recalled by the 
School Committee came from the first- 


and second-year ranks 

Second-year teachers recalled were 
WHS business teacher Dolores Cordeiro. 
McCall language teachers Philip Day and 
Kathleen Egan, WHS English teachers 
Maureen Hanawalt and Jane Waldman, 
and WHS foreign language teacher Ro 
seann Innes. 

First-year teachers given a job last 
week were McCall computer teacher 
Irene Halstrom and WHS English 
teachers Cheryl Howard and Margaret 
Mulkerin. 

Of the 12 first , second- and third-year 
teachers not recalled or given tenure, five 
teach special education programs under 
state grants. They are Gildersleeve, 
Walker, Ellen Arvanitis, Patricia Kaplon. 
and Sheryl Norris. 

The remaining seven teachers are 
third-year McCall math teacher Squeglia. 
second-year WHS social studies teacher 
(’aria Saunders, and first-year teachers 
Elaine Kane, Ronnie Lacroute. Jane 
McIntosh, Barta Nevel and Margaret 
Ross Kane, McIntosh and Ross are 
English teachers, Nevel teaches music to 
elementary students, and Lacroute is a 
foreign language teacher

A breed apart. 
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Summer Job Seekers Aided 
By Pair Of Local Programs 


By LIZ WILLKN 

The term “summer vacation” is often 
used to describe the months in between 
school ending in May or June and 
starting up again in September. 

For both high school students in 
Winchester and those returning home for 
the summer after college, the months in 
between are often an opportunity to work 
hnd earn money as opposed to a 
vacation. 

If they are lucky enough to find a job. 

This year. Winchester has two new 
programs designed to help students do 
just that. Both Create-A-Job, organized 
by the Youth Resources of Greater 
Winchester-Woburn. and the Job Bank, 
operated by the Recreation Dept., offer 
services designed to match the com¬ 
munity’s needs with those of job seeking 
youths. 

For Paul Ferullo of Myrtle terr.. the 
Job Bank led him to his “perfect” 
summer job. “I heard about the Job 
Bank from a friend who works in the 
Recreation Dept..” he said. “1 went 
down and signed up. and had an in¬ 
terview three days later with College Pro 
Painting. If I don’t get the job. I already 
have another painting job lined up 
through the Job Bank next week. 

“I tried to find a job on my own but I 
know I have a much better chance 
through the Job Bank. Also. I can accept 
work when there is work, as opposed to 
being tied down all summer every day," 
he says. 

The Job Bank has also proved helpful 
to local residents who want some 
painting, yardwork or housework done. 

“I read about the Job Bank in The 
Winchester Star.” said Evelyn Obard, a 
Canterbury rd. resident. “1 now have a 
delightful girl for light housekeeping and 
she’s doing a fabulous job. If it wasn’t for 
the Job Bank. I probably wouldn’t have 
gotten the help. It’s just made my life 
much more cheerful and I think it’s a 
terrific idea." 

Job Bank Coordinator Karen Buckley 
explained the origin of the Job Bank. “It 
Started at the Jenks Senior Center one 
year ago. and the Recreation Dept, 
decided it would be beneficial to the 
entire community. We began here at the 
end of May. There are many similar 
programs in other towns," she added. 

According to Buckley, who begins 
college in the fall, youths interested in

finding a job come to see her in town hall 
where they fill out an application. 
Employers who are interested in filling 
jobs also come down and fill out an ap¬ 
plication. Names are kept on file to be 
matched up with employers’ needs. 

“At the moment, there are at least 
twice as many kids as there are jobs I’d 
like to find every kid a job at the end of 
summer," she said. 

Buckley knows her task isn't an easy 
one. “There are so many kids who are 
looking for something to do, or not doing 
much of anything,’’ she said. 
“Businesses, however, often don’t want 
to hire people just for summer. I would 
like to see a better response from the 
business people in town." 

The Job Bank also offers an out-of- 
town referral service. But Buckley is 
most interested in matching up the 
resources of the youths in town with the 
community. Although she says that 
many businesses and residents request 
someone older, the Job Bank is open to 
anyone from the ages of 12 to 18. 

“There is a lot of yardwork. 
babysitting, etc," said Buckley. "A lot of 
it is just one lawn job. for example. But 
we’ve been getting good feedback from 
both kids and employers. I’m happy to 
see residents using it and I feel like it’s a 
success as we’re having responses from 
both ends.” 

The Youth Resources of Greater 
Winchester-Woburn also offers a job 
sharing program known as Create-a-Job. 
The program is sponsored by Mahoney’s 
Rocky Ledge Farm on Cambridge st. 

“We’ve been trying to implement the 
program by having students go door to 
door in the community and distribute 
“magic grip" can openers for the pur- 


Ryerson Questions 
Constable Appointee 


Ardley rd. resident William Ryerson 
considers the constables of Winchester an 
honor society — one his family has belong¬ 
ed to for 50 years. 

Before the Board of Selectmen last 
.week, Ryerson defended the sanctity of 
the society against out-of-towners and too 
many members 

Ryerson complained to selectmen last 
week about Town I\ inager Thomas 
Groux’s appointment of Richard Boyle of 
Arlington as a constable. 

Ryerson said that the appointment of 
an out-of-town resident was against the 
town by-laws, as was increasing the 
number of constables without the select¬ 
men's permission. 

“My father served 30 years as a con¬ 
stable, and I’ve been a constable of the 
town of Winchester for 20 years," said 
Ryerson. “After 50 years of being in my 
family, this is something I hold dear and 
I wanted to bring this to your attention." 

The by-laws, Ryerson said, stated con¬ 
stables “shall be residents of the town" 
and be “in such number as the Board of 
Selectmen deem necessary." The select¬ 
men, he said, had deemed four — himself, 
Police Chief John McHugh, Police Lt. 
Andrew Crawford and resident Earl 
Jordan — enough for a number of years. 
Constables deliver court summonses. 

The appointment of Boyle, Ryerson 
continued, was “an appointment of a fifth 
constable who is an out-of-town resident. 
I'd like to request his dismissal, as he is 
not eligible." 


Gro'iix respohded that as soon as he 
found out about the residency requirement 
a week before Ryerson came before the 
selectmen, he wrote Boyle a letter stating 
he should not act as a constable. 

“I think the reason I didn’t think of the 
residency requirement was that Mr. Ryer¬ 
son holds a constable's position in Arl¬ 
ington," Groux said 

He detended the increase in the 
number of constables by noting the 
number had varied from four to five over 
the years. 

Ryerson also complained that when he 
tried to be reappointed as a constable this 
year, he was required to submit letters of 
reference from 10 citizens. Groux said the 
letters were required by state law, but 
Ryerson said they hadn’t been requested 
in the past, except for a first-time 
appointmment. 

Ryerson also noted that the notice 
adverting the opening of a constable’s 
posit.on was not posted in Town Hall. 

He said the notice wasn’t posted on the 
Town Hall bulletin board, and Town Clerk 
Carolyn Ward had no record of it. The 
bulletin was finally found on Assistant 
Town Manager Richard White’s desk, he 
said. 

Selectman Michael Saraco also noted 
that the Board of Selectmen had receiv¬ 
ed no notice of either the opening for a con¬ 
stable or the appointment of Boyle.

pose ot explaining our program. " said 
Paul Shields, the director of the Create- 
A-Job program. 

According to Shields, residents who 
want to participate in the Create-A-Job 
program agree to hire a youth for one or 
two hours a week after school or during 
vacations, for yardwork. housekeeping 
or any other required task. 

The Youth Resources program 
directors coordinate the youths to work 
at 10 to 20 of those one-or two-hour per 
week jobs, adding up to part time em¬ 
ployment for the youth. 

The youths going from door to door 
with the grippers attempt to explain the 
program and ask for a donation. 25 
percent of which goes to the youths for 
their recruitment work, and the 
remainder going towards the program. 

“Students can create their own work 
at these times by asking for it." said 
Shields “The Job Bank program is very 
similar in that their program is like 


‘rent-a-kid ’ However, we have found 
initially that there is a little reluctance 
among kids to actually go door-to-door 
asking for work. For some reason it 
seems to work better in Woburn. 
Perhaps it's because those kids are from 
working families and are more 
motivated to go out and seek work." 

Jimmy O’Brien of Squire rd. is an 
example of one of the luckier young job 
seekers in Winchester. “Every summer 
I’ve had a different job." said the 
University of Maine junior. "But I’ve 
had very good luck. Last summer I 
worked at Winchester Hardware, and 
before that I was a busboy. This summer 
I do delivery for Medford Office Sup¬ 
pliers. a job 1 got through answering an 
ad in The Winchester Star. But my 
friends have found it harder than ever to 
find a job. The situation is getting much 
worse." 

For youths in Winchester who are 
having trouble, and can’t seem to find a 
summer job despite persistent pavement 
pounding, both the Job Bank and the 
Create-A-Job program are worth looking 
into Perhaps they can make this 
summer “vacation" a profitable one.

Professor Arthur J. Kerman, a 
Rangeley rd. resident, has been named as 
director of the Laboratory for Nuclear 
Science at the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology. 

Kerman, who will move on from his 
post as director of MIT’s Center for 
Theoretical Physics, is a theoretical 
physicist who has made significant con¬ 
tributions to a broad range of problems in 
nuclear physics. 

MIT School of Science Dean John M. 
Deutch commented that, ‘Professor 
Kerman has had an important impact on 
the development of nuclear physics, not 
only because of his research, but also 
through his interaction with experimen¬ 
talists throughout the world and through 
his advice to the scientific management 


of the national laboratories including 
Brookhaven, Argonne, Los Alamos and 
Berkeley.” 

Kerman’s most recent research has 
been concerned with the quantum theory 
of dissipation for nuclear collisions and 
with the statistical theory of multistep 
compound and direct nuclear reactions.

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A Brotherly Rivalry On The Upper Mystic 

Bowers Brothers Are The Best On The Boats

Jimmy Bowers is often the first to 
cross the mark at the end of a sailing com¬ 
petition on the upper Mystic Lakes. The 
14-year-old Franklin rd. resident is used 
to coming out ahead. 

Jimmy Bowers is also used to looking 
back and discovering his closest competi¬ 
tion, his 13-year-old brother Michael, right 
behind him. 

“I’ve won enough so that I don’t mind 
if 1 lose,” says Jimmy, who has establish¬ 
ed himself as one of the finest young 
sailors in New England. 

' I do like to beat him because he’s 
always beating me,” explains Michael. 
“But we both just want to do the best we 
can.” 

That best has led both brothers to com¬ 
pile an impressive amount of awards and 
wins. Together (with Michael crewing for 
Jimmy) they’ve won Winchester-Medford 
Boat Club Junior Snipe Championships, 
the Woods trophy for the Yacht Racing 
Union Of Massachusetts Bay, and 
numerous local and regional regattas. 
Michael was the national n-10 tournabout 
champion for midget (ages 13 and under) 
last summer. They have won many in¬ 
dividual awards for sailing, as well as both 
being named the Most Valuable Swimmer 
at the Winchester Boat Club in past 
summers. 

While both brothers share the talent 
and drive, that foster their achievements, 
their physical characteristics are so strik¬ 
ingly different that it is difficult to believe 
that they are brothers. Jimmy is 5 feet-7 
inches tall with short light blonde hair. 

O'Leary Selected 


Michael is only 5 feet with a mop of brown 
hair. 

The similarity exists in their modest 
demeanor, in the praise they give one 
another when describing their respective 
accomplishments. 

“It’s really good to talk about our races 
together,” says Michael. “We learn a lot 
from each other." 

Jimmy likes to attribute their success 
to their earlier role models, another 
brother duo from the Winchester Boat 
Club. 

“Although we’d been sailing since we 
were 9 years old, we didn’t really start to 
excel until Fred and Charlie Hagerdorn 
took us out to crew for them,” explains 
Jimmy. “We traveled as far as Florida 
and Illinois with them to races. They ask¬ 
ed us to crew for them because we were 
both young and .light and showed promise. 
I really think we learned almost 
everything we '*now from them ." 

Fred Hageruvrn, who coached both 
brothers at the club for the past three sum¬ 
mers, speaks in glowing terms of the 
Bowers’ abilities. 

“Michael and Jimmy Bowers have 
proven themselves to be two of the finest 
young sailors in Massachusetts. There is 
hardly a day when they don’t practice. 
They have the talent to dedicate 
themselves totally to sailing. Their in¬ 
stincts are superb, and they really have 
a feel for the boat." 

Hagerdorn also pointed out the 
cooperation between the brothers “They 
handle their success very well and help to 
keep each other humble. It can be difficult 
when two brothers are so involved with the 


same thing, but they have a common goal 
of being good. They’ve made beating each 
other into a constructive and character 
building process. They’re also happy to 
share their knowledge." 

The Bowers’ current sailing coach also 
mentioned their willingness to share what 
they have learned. According to coach 
Michelle Adams. “Jimmy can relate as 
a teacher because he understands what 
the younger kids don't understand and can 
explain it And Michael is the youngest 
Junior Sailing Instructor at the club. The 
kids here have really accepted them, and 
that’s hard to do when they keep 
winning.” 

Adams also explains, “It’s all in their 
attitude. I’ve known them for years and 
watched an incredible development. Their 
friends respect them because they are 
helpful and they don't brag." 

Jimmy adds. “We like to help out the 
instructors with the younger kids. I real¬ 
ly enjoy the teaching. Anything to keep 
around boats." 

In the summer, the Bowers have no 
problem keeping around boats. They rare¬ 
ly have time for anything else. “We’re 
down here every day from 8 in the morn¬ 
ing till 9 at night ." says Michael. “We on¬ 
ly go home to eat dinner." 

Jimmy explains. “We practically live 
here in the summer. My parents are really 
great about it. though. “James Bowers, 
himself a competitive sailor, is the club 
commodore And Sophie Bowers works on 
the race committee, and is a vocal 
member of Michael and Jimmy’s cheer¬ 
ing section at each race. 

“Our parents really cheer us on and go 


crazy," says Michael. “My father spends 
a lot of time working on the boats. They 
also give us money to travel with the 
races. They’re really great about it,” adds 
Jimmy. 

On a recent windy day, Jimmy was 
anxious to lx i out on the water. “You work 
really hard on a windy day like this,” he 
explains. “You have to be in better shape 
to sail than most people think I think to 
be a good sailor it takes strength, agility, 
stamina and concentration. It's also a lot 
of time and practice." 

“Enjoyable hard work,” offers 
Michael. “And sportsmanship." 

That same day, the two efficiently rigg¬ 
ed a boat and set out to brave the strong, 
constantly shifting Mystic Lake Winds. 

"I love being out on the water,” said 
Michael. “Every day is different with 
sailing.” 

When tile Bowers brothers are not sail¬ 
ing the snipes, lasers or n-10 turnabout 
vessels that they race in, their thoughts 
are still consumed by sailing. Michael, 
who will be in eighth grade at McCall 
Junior High School this fall, says he reads 
sailing magazines all winter. 

Jimmy, who will enter the ninth grade 
at Winchester High, says. “I do think a lot 
about sailing during the winter. All my 
English compositions are on sailing. Also 
I’m building a model sailboat." 

Both boys keep up with their swimm¬ 
ing throughout the winter by working out 
at Medford High School, and Jimmy will 
join the Winchester High School swim 
team this fall. Both profess sailing as their 
first love, however.

Charles N. Tseckaraes AI \. of 
Highland ave., a principal with the Boston 
architectural firm CBT-Childs Bertman 
Tseckares & Casendino Inc., was a 
featured speaker at the Mill Works Con¬ 
ference held recently at the Boston Park 
Plaza Hotel. Sponsored by the National 
Trust for Historic Preservation, the con¬ 
ference addressed issues concerning the 
adaptive re-use of historic mill complexes 
for industrial use. 

Tseckares focused his remarks on the 
unique problems of rehabilitating historic 
industrial buildings such as: site planning 
for truck dock and trucking turn arounds 
which require large areas of land; 
meeting code requirements such as struc¬ 
tural loads relative to the existing strue 
tural system, and fire separations; design 
of the core which includes needed egress, 
but also elevator, truck dock, and loading 
relationships; acoustics problem for 
research spaces; energy conservation 
measures. The rejuvenation of mills into 
industrial facilities also means creation of 
jobs in central business districts. 

CBT is presently completing the 
renovation of the Manchester • N il ' Uy 
ing and Finishing Mill for use as a high 
tech, light industrial plant. The firm has 
completed similar mill reuse projects in 
Lowell and Lawrence, and in Manchester. 
N.H. 

A graduate of Dartmouth College and 
the University of Pennsylvania School of 
Architecture. Tseckares was awarded a 
Fullbright Fellowship for study at the 


University o! Home. His involvement at 
Society Hill in Philadelphia, one of the 
first urban renewal projects in America 
to deal with the reuse of a historic district, 
established his interest in the reuse of the 
existing environment. His Fulbright thesis 
explored the reuse trends of other coun¬ 
tries and their potentials for application 
in the United Stales. 

For the past If* years, Tseckares’ firm 
has done extensive work in the area of 
adaptive reuse, receiving numerous 
awards for such projects as ()ne Winthrop 
Square: the Exeter Street Theater: the 


Ames Webster Mansion in the Back Ba\ 

• which houses their offices i; the Bangor 
House in Bangor, Maine, and the 
Academy Building in Fall River. In I‘I7G. 
they were the recipients of a Special 
Award for Outstanding Achievement from 
the National Trust for Historic 
Preservation. 

Over the last 10 years, CBT has Incus¬ 
ed on the adaptive reuse of mill structures 
in the South and here in the Northeast for 
industrial, and research and development 
use. as well as for housing and commer¬ 
cial office use.

Checks Boost Hospital's 
Expansion Fund By $7K 


Two checks, totaling $7,000, recently 
boosted the coffers of Winchester

Old Things Are Like Friends

I’m sitting on my front porch today, watching the paint start to 
crack and peel beneath the hot gaze of another summer’s sun. 

The boards of the porch feel warm against my skin, but the stone 
steps, spotted here and there with paint drips of long ago, are still 
cool with last night’s dew. My friend the wasp is hard at work this 
morning, building an addition to the papery modular condo he’s been 
constructing under the rusty overhang of the wrought-iron banister. 

It occurs to me, sitting here, that I’ve never perched on any porch 
of any house I’ve lived in that didn’t look pretty much like this one 
that didn’t have smooth worn floorboards, peeling slightly along their 
edges; and paint-remembering stone steps, and wrought iron 
banisters that wore with a kind of dignity, like age-spots on the hands 
of the family elder, a liberal speckling of rust. 

As far as I’m concerned, that’s how a front porch should look: well 
marked by rain and sun, and by the footsteps of inhabitants and 
travellers It should look used, and venerable; it should look old. 

I prefer old things; I guess that’s what I’m getting at here.. 

When I was young and newly married, we had about $30 between 
us, and no more business marrying than the family dog, so poor were 
we and so freshly graduated. But marry we did. And we started fur 
nishing that first apartment with the cullings of our families’ attics, 
pieces of furniture roughly as old as the century, with some dating 
back to the presidency of Cleveland. 

Beyond these starter items, we were delighted to acquire an old 
drop-leaf table that had been left in the apartment’s kitchen, aban¬ 
doned by the former tenants, judged too junky by them, evidently, 
to merit their moving it. But we gave little dinner parties on it, and 
had cozy suppers for two. It didn’t bother us that one leaf, when ex¬ 
tended, sloped dangerously downward, so that the person sitting 
before it ate at a rather jaunty angle, in the same way someone might 
have eaten in the grand dining room of the Titanic during her final 
moments. We thought it was swell. 

And we fleshed out the rest of our decor, in that year as well in 
the years that followed, with wonderful finds from places like Fred¬ 
die’s Used Furniture and Second Hand Haven, tables and buffets that 
I would reglue and refinish, chairs and even sofas that I’d restuff and 
reupholster. 


Even now, I still buy old things, long after the era of newly wed 
poverty. You couldn’t pay me to walk into a department store, in fact, 
and order up a new dining room set, say. 

And the house that I live in is old too. It’s close to a hundred, we 
reckon, with creaky stairs and unexplained drafts, and great airy 
hallways impossible to heat. I wouldn’t dream of living any place 
younger, in a house built in the Fifties, or even in the Thirties, much 
less in a house just completed, one built for me, so to speak. 

Live in a place that had known only the sounds of a carpenter’s 
portable radio? That had been lunched in or whistled in by a mere 
dozen workmen, all passing through? No thanks. 

I’ll take a place with windows affording views long cherished by 
people now dead; a place with rooms where folks got born, or at least 
got conceived; a place where they died even; at the very least, a place 
where people stayed up late, talking in the dark like we do now, strug¬ 
gling to understand the meaning and direction of their lives. 

I like a house with well-worn stairs. I like a house that has made 
its peace with gravity and site, a house that has done most of its set¬ 
tling already. I like a house whose soul is worn to a rich patina by 
the buff of human habitation. 

Give me an old place anytime, and fill it with old things. 

You expect less from an old thing, and paradoxically you get more, 
especially in today’s era of sleazy construction 

If time has nibbled a bit at its original square corners, and round¬ 
ed some of its sharper angles, then so be it. You can accept the older 
thing more easily and forgive it for its imperfections. 

An old thing is like an old frjend in that way: cherished in its en¬ 
tirety, knicks and flaws duly noted and known, the knicks and flaws 
acting as a spur to further cherishing, rather than a barrier 

For your old friend goes way back, as your old house does. That 
which is long beloved, be it a home or a human, grows smooth and 
warm as these porch floorboards have done, beneath the gaze, not 
of the sun in this case, but of steadfast affection.

POLLING HOURS ( 11(5542)

bursement of any additional costs 
imposed by the bill. The amend¬ 
ment would exempt cities and 
towns with populations under 
20 , 000 . 

Amendment supporters 
argued longer voting hours do not 
increase voter turnout and noted 
the amendment would exempt 
many communities and save the 
state money. 

Amendment opponents said it 
exempts 276 communities and 
would essentially kill the bill. 
They argued that uniform and 
longer hours are needed to allow 
working people to vote. 

A “Yea” vote is for the 
amendment exempting com¬ 
munities under 20,000. A “Nay” 
vote is against the amendment.

UNDERSECRETARIES 
(115871)House approved 123-27, a 
bill allowing the Secretary of En¬ 
vironmental Affairs and the 
Secretary of Public Safety to 
each appoint an undersecretary 
at a salary approved by the 
governor.

CUSTODY (S 1079) Senate 


30-5, refused to table a bill pro¬ 
viding that primary considera¬ 
tion by the courts in awarding 
custody of children after a 
divorce, be given to both parents 
jointly. 

Supporters of the bill said it 
does not prohibit one parent 
custody but simply tells courts to 
consider joint custody before con¬ 
sidering giving custody to one 
parent. 

Opponents said the legislature 
should not get involved in this 
issue and claimed the bill hinders 
the discretion of judges and will 
also make children the pawns of 
divorced parents. 

A “Yea” vote is for tabling the 
bill. A “Nay” vote is against 
tabbing the bill. 

Sen. Richard Kraus voted no. 

LOTTERY (S 1982) Senate 
23-13, refused to table a bill 
changing the current law which 
prohibits federal, county, state, 
and municipal employees and 
their immediate families from 
being issued a license to sell lot¬ 
tery tickets. The bill would only 
prohibit employees of the lottery 
commission and their immediate 
families from obtaining a license 
to sell tickets. 

Bill supporters argued the 
current restrictions are too broad 
and said they saw no reason to 
prohibit all those people from 
selling tickets. 

Opponents said the restric¬ 
tions were established years ago 
and have worked well to avoid 
any favoritism and conflict of 
interest. 

“Yea” vote is for tabling the 
bill. A “Nay” vote is against tabl¬ 
ing the bill. 

Kraus voted no. 

INSURANCE (S 2098) Sena te 
approved 32-1, a bill making ma¬ 
jor changes in the Massachusetts 
auto insurance system. The 
measure replaces the present 
high risk pool facility with A new 
Joint Underwriting Assn, and 
provides that only bad drivers in 
the association will pay higher 
rates. It repeals a current law re¬ 
quiring insurance companies to 
sell all coverages to every driver, 
even ones with poor records. 
Another key section defines poor 
and unsafe drivers, sets higher 
rates for them, and uses the ad¬ 
ditional money to reduce the 
rates good drivers pay. 

Supporters argued the 
measure is a major reform 


package which will reward good 
drivers, punish bad ones, and 
generate millions in savings the 
first year. 

Opponents said the package is 
a bandaid approach which does 
not address many problems in¬ 
cluding the rate structure and the 
70,000 unregistered cars in the 
state. 

A “Yea” vote is for the bill. A 
“Nay” Mote is against it. 

Kraus voted yes. 

REAP (II6044) House first re¬ 
jected one version 85-69, then ap¬ 
proved 84-66 a second version of 
a conference committee’s report 
of the Revenue Enforcement and 
Protection package (REAP). The 
Senate did not vote on the first 
version and passed the second 
version 22-12. The two packages 
differed slightly. Both include a 5 
cent hike in the cigarette excise 
tax; a hike in the capital gains 
tax from 4.3 percent to 5.375 per¬ 
cent ; a .2 percent payroll tax hike 
on employers; extension of many 
federal tax breaks to 
Massachusetts taxpayers by link¬ 
ing the state tax code to the 
federal one; tougher penalties for 
tax evaders; and expanded tax 
collecting powers for the Depart¬ 
ment of Revenue. 

After the House defeated the 
first package, four changes were 
made. The second package 
eliminates a $40,000 income ceil¬ 
ing and allows all taxpayers to 
take the federal child care deduc¬ 
tion on their state income taxes; 
eliminates a 1() percent excise tax 
on the wholesale cost of tobacco 
products other than cigarettes; 
eliminates a $25,000 fee for any 
bank or trust company to change 
its charter; and changes the 
dates several sections would 
become effective. 

Supporters argued the 
package is absolutely necessary 
to generate almost $100 millioin 
in revenue needed to pay for 
items in the $7 billion state 
budget. They argued the pro¬ 
gram was a fair and reasonable 
one which prevents the need for 
cuts in vital programs or a broad 
based tax program. Opponents 
said the package was nothing 
more than a $100 million tax in¬ 
crease which would hurt 
businesses and individuals. They 
claimed the state budget could 
easily be cut by millions of 
dollars which would make this 
tax package unnecessary. 


A “Yea” vote is for the 
package. A “Nay” vote is against 
it. Two votes are listed for the 
House. The first is on the package 
defeated 85-69. The second is on 
the version approved 84-66. 

Kraus voted yes. Saltmarsh 
voted no both times. 

GAMBLING (H 6380): House 
rejected 124-23, an amendment 
requiring that 5 percent of gambl¬ 
ing winnings of any person be 
withheld and deducted at the time 
the person wins the money. 

Supporters said the amend¬ 
ment was in Gov. Dukakis’ 
original proposal and is an easy 
way to raise additional revenue. 

Opponents said analysis of the 
section showed that it would not 
raise substantial revenue and 
may even decrease revenue from 
gamblers who would otherwise 
put their winnings back into 
another bet. 

A “Yea” vote is for the 
amendment. A “Nay” vote is 
against it. 

Saltmarsh voted yes.

Supportera said the minimum 
markup adds 14 cents to each 
package of cigarettes and argued 
its elimination would promote 
free enterprise and allow the con¬ 
sumer to benefit from price com¬ 
petition. They said deregulation 
would also help absorb the 4 cent 
per pack hike. 

Opponents said deregulation 
would hurt small stores that have 
already been hurt by the bottle 
bill and Sunday openings, and 
claimed these stores depend on 
cigarettes for a large part of their 
profits. They noted deregulation 
might cause an initial price drop 
but then prices would rise again 
when small stores are forced out 
of business. 

A “Yea” vote is for the 
amendment eliminating man¬ 
datory minimum pricing. A 
“Nay” vote is for retaining man¬ 
datory minimum pricing.

POLLING HOURS (H 6349): 
House approved 76-72, an amend¬ 
ment to a bill requiring polling 
places to be open 13 hours, in¬ 
stead of the current 10, at 
primary and state elections. A 
section of the bill overrides a pro¬ 
vision of Proposition 2‘/a by ex¬ 
empting the state from picking up 
the tab even though it is required 
to pay for any state-mandated 
programs that cost communities 
money. The amendment would 
strike that section and require the 
state to pay the costs. 

Amendment supporters 
argued the section overrides 2 V 2 
and is unfair to communities. 

Amendment opponents said it 
would be difficult to determine 
the cost to cities and towns and 
could cost the state more to 
create a bureaucracy to do so. 

A “Yea” vote is for the 
amendment requiring the state to 
pay. A “Nay” vote is for requir¬ 
ing cities and towns to pay

mcndation from the commodore. 

During the afternoon. Feeney and his 
crew of the 40-foot command boat had to 
rush to rescue an "inebriated swimmer" 
who lept off the Longfellow Bridge ihe 
‘-warn to shore and ran into the crowd i and 
kept a constant watch on boats getting too 
close to the fireworks barge. 

From the bow of his boat, the tall, gray¬ 
haired Feeney, dressed in a regulation 
MDC captain’s uniform except for his Tnp- 
siders. shouted out commands to the other 
MDC officers to position their boats 
around the river and at the perimeter of 
the fireworks area. 

As evening fell. Feeney had to watch 
out for unlit canoes and rubber rafts, 
warning their skippers to tie up to lit boats 
to avoid being run over. 

And after the brilliant display of 
pyrotechnics ended. Feeney had to 
become the chief traffic cop for 2,500 boats 
as they all attempted to get out of the river 
and into Boston Ilarbor through two MDC 
locks. 

“It’s a mad crush when everybody 
starts to leave,” said Feeney. "By that 
time, everybody’s half in the bag and they 
all want to get out.” 

Two boats collided during the mad rush 
to get out into the harbor, according to 
MDC patrolman Edward Boudreau, but 
there were no serious injuries and neither 
boat sank. 

Feeney had accomplished his task 
a Fourth of July without serious incident 

That was exactly what MDC Commis¬ 
sioner William Geary, the man who set up 
the Marine Divison in May and picked 
Feeney to lead it. expected. 

"You’re out with the best, you know.” 
he commented to a reporter as he rode 
with Feeney on the command boat to in¬ 
spect the river. "There is nobody that can 
come close to this guy.” 

Geary said he considered Feeney the 
only man for the job when he formed the 
Marine Division. 

That division pulled together the 
MDC’s nautical equipment and personnel 
which had been spread out among the 
MDC’s 10 divisions.

dous amount of good sense, and from a 
law enforcement point of view, it made 
good sense,” said Geary. "And it made 
sense to have the division commanded by 
an officer with the requisite experience." 

Feeney certainly had that, as both a 
policeman and a sailor. 

In 29 years with the MDC, he had risen 
in the ranks from patrolman to captain 
(one of only 28 captains in the commis¬ 
sion). and had "performed every duty in 
the field," from night patrolman to night 
shift commander in Revere. 

He had shown his ability to handle 
tough jobs in Charlestown in 1%7. when he 
was in charge of the police coverage for 
the newly implemented busing system. 

"We were dealing with a very volatile 


situation — daily marches and protests,” 
recalled Feeney. "At one time. I had 800 
mothers to control. They sat down in the 
middle of the street. I felt it was prudent 
to let them sit. 

"It was because of that restraint that 
we were so successful in Charlestown,” 
continued Feeney. 

"It was predicted to lx? the most violent 
busing spot in the country — we had 
newsmen from all over the world,” he 
said. "But because of the good rapport the 
Metropolitan Police had with the people, 
because of our fairness in the treatment 
of white students and minorities, 
Charlestown had the least violence.” 

During his years with the MDC, 
Feeney also showed his talent for organiz-

ing new divisions, and his love for the 
MDC waterways. 

The talent for organization showed in 
his forming of the MDC underwater 
recovery units and bomb disposal squad. 
Trained as a scuba diver in the Navy dur¬ 
ing World War II and among the first MDC 
officers to graduate from the Redstone 
Arsenal bomb disposal school at Hunt¬ 
sville. Ala., Feeney ran both squads while 
fulfilling his other duties. 

His love for the waterways showed in 
his successful plan to restore the Charles 
River. Upon his suggestion, MDC 
engineers designed and installed four 
aerators to stir up the water and rid it of 
dangerous hydrogen sulfide. 

"Now the river is to the point where 
there are a number of species of fish in it 
that never were there before,” said 
Feeney proudly. 

Feeney takes a lot of pride in his job. 
"The Metropolitan Police has been very 
good to me — it has given me a good liv¬ 


ing, and allowed me the opportunity to 
serve the public.” 

He has served the public well — he has 
numerous citations, several for bravery 
and three commendations for lifesaving. 

Feeney shrugs off most of the medals 
< "A couple for bravery and all that stuff.” 
he said.), but takes pride in the fact that 
he has saved lives. "It’s what I was say¬ 
ing — to know you are able to serve your 
fellow man, to save a life, is very 
gratifying.” 

He also takes a lot of pride in his fami¬ 
ly — his wife of 33 years, fellow Win¬ 
chester native Anne Cogan. and his nine 
children, Richard Jr., Charles, Patricia 
Anne, Michelle, twins John and Jim, 
Brian, Kevin and Maryellen. 

For many years, he helped support 
that family by moonlighting as a commer¬ 
cial deep sea diver.

They just shouldn’t have lost. 

The Winchester All-Star Baseball 
Team had worked too hard for too long to 
let two defeats against Methuen and 
Melrose crush their chances at becoming 
the Northeast Champions, again. Double 
sessions in the blistering heat preceded 
this disastrous weekend and the two 
defeats. 

And the talent was there. It was hard 
to believe that the nine players on the field 
were 12-and 13-year-olds. Their catching, 
throwing, stretching, and even their jaw- 
chomping looked professional. 

But despite their talent, the All-Stars 
will have to put away their gloves and bats, 
for another season.

Although he started off shakily, letting 
two batters come home in the first inning, 
he recovered and went on to pitch a well- 
controlled aggressive game. His true form 
erupted in the third inning with a solid 
strike out and lasted throughout the game. 
In the seventh inning the Methuen batters 
never even saw the ball — just a white blur 
streaking past them.

RAGBRAI (Register’s Annual Great 
Bike Race Across Iowa), as it is known, 
is a beloved, if recent, tradition in Iowa, 
one that sparks a level of interest and ex¬ 
citement there akin to the Boston 
Marathon fever so familiar to 
Massachusetts residents. 

According to Lois Peterson, a 
spokeswoman for the Register, the race 
draws nearly half of its participants from 
out of state. Entrants in this year’s event, 
for example, include residents of Hawaii, 
Alaska, Norway, Germany. Australia as 
well as an American exchange student liv¬ 
ing in China. 

She said the term "race” may be a 
misnomer since participants do not com¬ 
pete against each other. Cyclists begin 
riding each morning at the hour of their 
choice, and come nightfall, all retire to 
gather strength for the next leg of the 
journey. Some pitch tents at campsites, 
others check into roadside motels, and still 
others take advantage of the home 
hospitality offered by local residents along 
the route. 

"I like to do things with the family,” 
said MacDonald, explaining his interest in 
the event. "It gives the kids something to 
talk about. You get closer to them.’’ 

But what made the bicycle trip par¬ 
ticularly appealing to the doctor was the 
opportunity to combine his love for 
athletics with a family outing. 

No stranger to the outdoors, the 
radiologist is a member of the Ap¬ 
palachian Mountain Club, and a devotee 
of tennis, skiing, hiking, canoeing, garden¬ 
ing and sailing. Not to mention his passion 
for pedaling.

But sports are not the doctor's sole in¬ 
terest. Maintaining the high quality of pa¬ 
tient care at Winchester Hospital, where 
he works, is another.

It is not unusual when unknow¬ 
ing passcrsbv on Massachusetts 
ave. in Cambridge enter Roberta 
Dowling’s well-known cooking 
school and catering service and 
sit down expecting to be served. 

“People often think we’re a 
restaurant," laughs the Trinity 
rd. resident. And soon it might be, 
as Dowling is thinking of adding 
a restaurant in conjunction with 
her cooking school, Creative 
Cuisine Inc., and Degustibus 
Catering Inc., of the same 
address. 

A love of food, a natural affin¬ 
ity for cooking and extensive 
study abroad have all contributed 
to Dowling’s success in the 
culinary arts industry.

celebrities to request she cater 
tlnr affairs. She has done parties 
Ted and Joan Kennedy, a fund 
raiser for Cardinal Humberto 
Medeiros, the late actress 
Princess Grace Kelly, RCA 
records and Arthur Fiedler of the 
Boston Pops. 

The acclaim Dowling has 
received in her field is unusual 
for a woman. “This is a very 
tough field for a woman,” she 
concedes. “In America many 
men aren’t willing to let women 
into this field. Rut now many men 
call me and ask me for my 
opinion.” 

Dowling feels strongly about 
the discrimination women 
sometimes encounter in the 
culinary arts field. “Women often 
complain to me about being 
harassed on the job. I wouldn’t 
tolerate this. I teli them to take a 
pan and give them (the of¬ 
fenders) a crack over the head,” 
she jokes. 

Despite the growing success of 
her catering service, Dowling 
most enjoys teaching. “Watching 
my students grow and go on in the 
field has been fantastic. I get 
ver\ close to my students.” 


Dowling actually began her 
own career as a student, taking 
classes from Madeline Kam- 
man’s cooking school in 
Lexington. 

A graduate of Syracuse 
University with a political 
science degree, she was working 
at that time as a social worker, as 
she had for 10 years. 

“I had always loved to cook 
though,” she remembers. “I 
learned a lot Pom the family of 
cooks that I came from, espec¬ 
ially my rr .her. My own sister 
couldn’t ' c ieve that I wanted to 
take classes. ‘What do you need 
to go to cooking school for?’ she 
asked me. Hut I knew that there 
was — and is — always 
something to learn.” 

Within six months. Dowling 
was teaching at Kamman’s 
school. “I quit social work and 
taught for the next seven years,” 
says Dowling. “I eventually in¬ 
creased my own knowledge; I 
spent time in Europe studying 
and I collected cookbooks.” < Her 
collection today numbers over 
800.) 

At the same time. Dowling 
began catering out of her home. 
It was soon apparent to her that 
her kitchen could not accom¬ 


modate a growing demand. “It 
just couldn’t be done after a 
while. The facilities weren’t there 
and I had to decide whether to 
continue teaching or catering. So 
I began to look for space.” 

The space she found on Mass 
ave., in Cambridge wasn’t 
always the efficient, pleasant 
establishment it is today. ‘‘This 
place was a filthy, horrible shell 
when I first bought it in 1974,” she 
recalls. “It took nearly eight 
months to renovate it, and I 
thought I would die waiting. But 
I look a chance because of the 
central, ideal location. I also 
thought it had potential.” 

Dowling designed the head¬ 
quarters of Creative Cuisine 
herself, with a kitchen in the front 
that is more akin to a convenient 
home kitchen, and another kit¬ 
chen in the back more modern 
and professional. Contractors put 
in four walk-in freezers, mirrors, 
ceilings and plenty of cabinet 
space. And although the transfor¬ 
mation was incredible, Dowling 
acknowledges, “We’ve outgrown 
the space with two businesses 
here.” 

One of the reasons the cooking 
school has outgrown the space is 
the growing demand for profes¬ 


sionally trained chefs in the food 
industry, and the fact that her 
school is the only one in Massa¬ 
chusetts licensed by the state 
Department of Education for pro¬ 
fessional chefs. 

Competition for admission to 
the cooking school is also fierce. 
Each year, Dowling must turn 
away several hundred appli¬ 
cants. “It’s very competitive,” 
she explains. “We have a full ad¬ 
missions process and I interview 
new applicants every 10 months. 
We can only accept 17 students 
for each two-semester program.” 

The inten¬ 
sified 450-hour program includes 
written and practical examina¬ 
tions along with participation and 
demonstration classes. Tuition 
for the program, which runs for 
36 weeks, is $4,000. 

Creative Cuisine also offers 
several workshops, mini-courses 
and shorter classes on specialties 
such as regional cooking and 
wines for the general public. 

On a recent sweltering day, 
Dowling kept an eye on several 
employees of her catering ser¬ 
vice, who were busy preparing 
the menus for five upcoming wed¬ 
dings. 

In the front kitchen, a student 


from Maine was preparing a full- 
course gourmet lunch for Dowl¬ 
ing. “Before their graduation my 
students all cook me a meal as 
their practical exam. 

Dowling says her students 
have gone all out this year. “They 
often gain 12-15 pounds during 
these practical exams,” she ad¬ 
mits, “And so do I. 

Degustibus Catering alone 
consumes a disproportionate 
amount of Roberta Dowling’s 
time. Degustibus (a Latin term 
meaning there is no dispute 
where matters of taste are con¬ 
cerned) prepares individualized 
menus with each prospective 
client. 

“Because we have a cooking 
school we can really customize 
affairs,” explains Dowling. “We 
did Chinese food for the Chinese 
delegation that visited Boston. 
We also did an enormous lip¬ 
shaped cake for a KISS-108 radio 
station party that we recently 
catered. Our ingredients are 
always fresh and our prices are 
competitive.” 

“I’m constantly juggling,” 
says Dowling, who has a 10-year- 
old son. An extended family who 
lives nearby eases the burden 
somewhat, as does her

cooperative husband. William. 
Dowling, who works a 36-hour 
work week of his own, contributes 
his time on weekends. “He loads 
trucks, organizes things and just 
knows what to do by now because 
he has knowledge of the business. 
Also, he wouldn’t see me other¬ 
wise!” his wife adds. 

Occasionally, Dowling would 
like to step away from the hectic 
task of running two businesses, 
especially when she thinks about 
working on her own cookbook. 

She talks about relegating 
some of her responsibilities, or 
perhaps finding someone else to 
handle the admissions pro¬ 
cedures of the cooking school. “I 
want time to write my cookbook, 
read, travel and be with my fami¬ 
ly,” she explains. 

But in the meantime, the 
phone is ringing, her students’ 
final averages need to be 
calculated, a prospective client 
wanders in and a graduation par¬ 
ty for her soon-to-be-licensed pro¬ 
fessional chefs will take place at 
her Winchester home the follow¬ 
ing day. 

A life centered around teach¬ 
ing, preparation and presentation 
of food is, as Dowling points out, 
“All-consuming.”

Hill too many people say ‘What is the 
( hamlx'r going to do lor me right now?’,” 
continued Porras. “It takes awhile to get 
thmgs like the economic development pro¬ 
gram going.” 

I’orras said the Chamber has done 
things for local businesses over the past 
years. 

“We’ve done a lot lor the businesses — 
the telephone study work, the work on tax 
classification so business wouldn't Ik* tax¬ 
ed at 150 percent like they’ve done in other 
towns, and bringing in John Connery for 
economic development.” he said. “But 
people want immediate results, and im¬ 
mediate return on their investment. And 
that can’t be done.” 

Porras said that to give those 
businesses an “immediate return,” the 
Chamber would he putting on more pro¬ 
grams like the computer workshop held 
recently. 

“Our object is to give everyone In the 
Chamber a chance to better themselves 
through educational programs, on com¬ 
puters. on financial matters, that kind of 
thing.” he said. 

Whatever way the Chamber gets 
members, Spence feels it’s the job of the 
members more than it is hers. 

“Above and beyond my efforts, we 
need fellow businessmen < to talk to pro¬ 
spective members i because they want to 
hear from their peers,” she said. 

The only way to get new members is 
to have several people working on it." said 
Spence “( her the last 1H months, it’s been 
more difficult to get people to work on 
membership. I’ve been able to fill in a lot 
ol gaps, but it's difficult to get people to 
work on it The hoard is reluctant to do it, 
and until recently we didn't have an ac¬ 
tive committee.” 

II membership is the most pressing 
problem of the Chamber, the Chamber 
directory is certainly the most nagging 
one 

The directory — a compilation of 
business listings and town information — 
was to be a fundraiser for the Chamber, 
with businesses paying for the printing by 
purchasing ads separate from their 
listings. 

Ads were sold and money collected, but 
the directory wasn’t ready, as promised, 
by last fall. Nearly a year later, it still 
hasn’t been published, much to the an¬ 
noyance of some members. 

“They put this together last summer 
and wanted money, so I bought an ad -- 
I thought it would Ik* a gintd vehicle for any 
inquiries.” said local realtor Sherman 
Josephson I raised a stink and didn’t pay 
when it didn’t come out. Then I paid my 
$375. and it still hasn’t come out. It’s got 
me a bit annoyed.” 

Quill said the directory would be out

soon, but only after “a couple of members 
were good enough to share in the expense” 
of preparing the booklet for publication. 

Nickerson said he had sent the booklet 
to the Winchester Savings Bank’s adver¬ 
tising agency to prepare it, although he 
didn’t know when it would be ready. 

Spence said the reason the book was so 
late was that she had no idea of the work 
involved in printing it. 

“I didn’t envision it would take this 
kind of effort.” said Spence. “There are 
40 pounds worth of ads in various stages 
of completion, information on the com¬ 
munity, its history, tax rates, population, 
clubs and organizations. 

“When I’ve got two phones ringing and 
someone in the office to talk to, I don’t 
have the concerted time to work on it.” 
she continued. "I’m not pleased it ’s taken 
as long as it has, but I know the merchants 
will be pleased with the final copy.” 

Most of the merchants who bought ads 
in the directory feel they will be pleased 
with the final copy, and say the delay 
hasn't disillusioned them about the 
Chamber. 

“I remember we took an ad out. but I 
never heard what developed,” said John 
Ryan of Fells Hardware. “It doesn’t 
worry me though. The Chamber of Com¬ 
merce does a good job. It has done a lot 
for the merchants in this town."

the merchants that people will remember 
about Spence s tenure, and not the pro 
blems that led to the resignation 

And regardless ol those problems, the 
accomplishments will keep many mer¬ 
chants in. and working for. the Chamber 

“Without the Chamber, the businesses 
m this town would still be where they were 
five years ago.” said Anne Rebello. pro¬ 
prietor ol A & R Decorating. “The 
Chamber has been a wonderful 
organization. 

"Without the Chamber, there would be 
no Mr. Connery, there would be no interest 
in the downtown, no lighting, no parking 
program, no business recognition.” con¬ 
tinued Rebello. 

"When I came here seven years ago. 
the businesses had no voice, no respect." 
she said “Business people were never 
consulted, and no one cared. 

"The Chamber was the one organiza¬ 
tion to represent as on unjust assessments. 
Before the Chamber, there was an un¬ 
satisfactory sign by-law the Chamber got 
changed. Before the Chamber, the 
businesses were discriminated against by 
New Kngland Telephone, and now there 
is a rate that has saved businesses 
thousands of dollars I know it's saved 
me money,’’ she continued. 

"All these things come from a 
Chamber that can represent small 
business people who are working Ht) hours 
a week and don't have the time to do 
things,” Rebello said. "Before, they 
weren’t being done and the business com¬ 
munity wasn't advancing." 

The leaders ol the Chamber say the 
Chamber, too. will continue to advance, if 
in a slightly different direction.

Homeless Pets* 
Saviour Now 
Without Home

Yvonne Brown didn’t let being evicted 
from her Woburn kennel two months ago 
halt her life’s work of finding homes for 
stray animals. 

YVith a new kennel and a telephone, 
Brown continued to find people to adopt 
the strays stuck in pounds from Somer¬ 
ville to Winchester. 

But once again, Brown’s one-woman 
crusade to protect strays faces problems. 
Once again, she must move the Win¬ 
chester Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals shelter. 

Keeping up the crusade wasn’t easy 
over the last two months. Brown quickly 
found a temporary home in another 
Woburn kennel so she could house the 
strays she had left after the move. But she 
wasn’t allowed to bring any more strays 
in. 

So instead of having area dog officers 
bring their strays to her, Brown began 
calling the officers, finding out what 
animals they had, placing ads in The 
Boston Globe to find homes for the strays, 
and referring callers to the flog officers. 

“1 helped a lot of animals just sitting 
here talking on the telephone,” said 
Brown. “1 placed Winchester dogs, helped 
Brighton and Somerville place theirs, and 
placed dogs from other kennels around 
here.” 

Yet the telephone placement service 
was a far cry from Brown’s former opera¬ 
tion on Russell rd. in Woburn. 

For 2U years, animals were brought to 
Brown’s kennels there, not only by dog of¬ 
ficers but by kind-hearted and often 
anonymous animal lovers. Brown took in 
the animals, fed them, and in many cases 
nursed them hack to health. Before plac¬ 
ing the dogs, she saw to it the animals 
were neutered and had all their shots. 

Moreover, without being able to bring 
dogs to her kennel. Brown couldn’t charge 


her usual $50 fee to the new owners — the 
only way she brought in money for her 
operation other than the annual yard-sale 
f undraiser run by Harriet Connor at her 
Main st. home. 

And now she won’t even have the ken¬ 
nels anymore. On July 19, her temporary 
lease runs out. 

So once again, Brown is looking for a 
home for her shelter. 

“We’d even take a barn and do the 
work on it — put in the indoor and outdoor 
runs and everything else,” said Brown. 
“This is important, because this shelter is 
the only place a stray animal has a 
chance.” 

State law mandates that local pounds 
keep strays for 10 days, noted Brown, but 
after the 10 days ends, many pounds sell 
the animals to laboratories or put them to 
death. 

“For some of the dogs, it would have 
been definite death if 1 weren’t here 
because there is nobody else to place them 
in homes,” said Brown. 

Winchester’s dog officer, Nick Molea, 
avoids putting his strays to death by tak¬ 
ing the strays to Brown. Even after she 
lost her Russell rd.. Woburn, kennel two 
months ago, Molea noted, Brown has been 
helping him find homes for animals. 

Tve got rid of a lot of dogs through 
her,” said Molea. “She’s been putting ads 
in the paper and sending the people to 
me.” 

Brown said that is was difficult to keep 
her operation going strictly by telephone 
though. Selling the strays from her ken¬ 
nel was how she paid for the Globe ads, 
as well as the food and rent for the 
animals. 

“If 1 can’t take them in, I cannot make 
the money to pay for the rent or the ads,” 
said Brown. _

Chamber Wins Telephone Rate 
Break For Local Businesses

The little guy finally won. 

After three years of battling New 
England Telephone, the Winchester 
Chamber of Commerce won its fight for 
unlimited calls for Winchester businesses, 
town offices and non-profit groups. 

Moreover, the Chamber gained ground 
in the war against archaic telephone rates 
for 60 communities around Boston and 
Springfield, and perhaps across the 
country. 

“To think a small community like ours 
could take on a giant monolith like New 
England Telephone and win," commented 
Selectmen Chairman Edward O’Connell. 
“It shows if you persevere, things can 
happen.” 

The Chamber has been persevering 
against the N.E. Telephone rates for three 
years, arguing in legislative and 
bureaucratic hearings that it was 
discriminatory not to allow non- 
residential subscribers the choice between 
paying for their phone calls by message 
units or by purchasing unlimited service. 

N.E. Telephone bans unlimited service 
to anyone other than homeowners — 
businesses, churches, hospitals, town of¬ 
fice and other non-profit groups — if they 
are within an eight-mile radius of the 
Boston exchange or in an area of over 
150,000 subscribers. 

Finally, with a change in the state’s ad¬ 
ministration, the Department of Public 
Utilities issued a ruling last week that 
Winchester was nine miles from Boston, 
putting it on the flat-rate side of the eight- 
mile boundary. 

The ruling will save many local 
business thousands of dollars, and the 
town budget $20,000 in telephone bills. 

It will, however, cost the nine percent 
of the town’s residents who own 
telephones without an unlimited service 
an extra 11 cents to call Boston. On the 
other hand, those residents with New 
England Telephone’s Metropolitan service 
can call 23 more communities toll-free. 

The ruling, of course, didn’t get to the 
heart of the Chamber’s argument that of¬ 
fering only measured rates was 
discriminatory. The fact that Winchester 
was really nine miles from Boston was ad¬ 
mitted unexpectedly at a DPU hearing 
almost exactly two years ago. 

But the state will get to that argument. 
Along with the ruling in the Winchester 
case, the DPU announced last week that 
it would investigate the message unit vs. 
unlimited rates in 60 communities around 
Boston and Springfield. 

DPU Commissioner Paul Levy ex¬ 
plained that his agency wanted to deal 


with the relatively narrow Winchester 
case first, then get on to a broader general 
investigation. 

“The Winchester case had been around 
for two years, and it was time to close it,” 
said Levy. “It was clear from the evidence 
that Winchester was improperly classified 
under the current tariff. 

“The regulations say follow the current 
tariff, and then if (the tariff) is wrong.

change it," said Levy. “There are a lot 
more facts and figures we want to look at 
for the general rule than were available 
on the record (for the Winchester rate 
hearing)." 

But with tin* Winchester case opening 
the question of discrimination, the DPU is 
now able to look at the ban against 
unlimited services in («) communities. 

“The Winchester ease really prompted 


the general investigation," said Levy. 
“We realized that this was a more general 
problem than just in Winchester — the 
question is, does the rule make sense in 
the first place." 

The Chamber never thought it did. 
arguing that the no-unlimited rule dated 
back to 1910 and was kept only because of 
historical precedent and not because of 
economic realities. 

The DPU agreed, noting in its decision 
that “rate structures designed for specific 
services are not printed in indelible ink 
upon the pages of the company’s tariff. 
Rather, they are subject to ongoing review 
and examination by this department.” 

The latest review and examination 
may not have come about if Michael 
Dukakis hadn’t been elected governor. 

When Dukakis took office, he installed 
Levy as head of the DPU, replacing John 
Bonsall, who had officiated at the Win¬ 
chester DPU hearing and who many 
Chamber members felt was hostile to 
their cause. 

Chamber executive vice president Rita 
Spence said the change in administration 
made "an enormous difference in the 
case. 

“We were just holding on until we could 
see a change in administration,” said 
Spence. “Bonsall was clearly not ever im¬ 
partial, so we were just putting in motions 
and keeping the legislative pressure on un¬ 
til something changed.” 

Spence credited Sen. Richard Kraus, 
former Sen. Samuel Rotondi and Rep. 
Sherman Saltmarsh for keeping the issue 
alive on Beacon Rill. 

Under Bonsall, no action came from 
the DPU at all, although New Hnglwnd 
Telephone did offer to compromise with 
the chamber. 

The company set up a “Premium 
Measured Business Service" rate for Win 
Chester, increasing the number of 
message units allowed before charging 11 
cents per unit. But it also cost more for the 
service. 

Under the old rate, businesses were 
allowed 90 message units for $18.20 a 
month, and had to pay for every unit 
above that. The premium rate allowed 250 
message units, but the monthly charge 
was upped to $33. 

The premium rate, of course, did not 
get at the heart of the Chamber’s argu¬ 
ment that businesses shouldn’t have to 
pay for message units at all. 

Only 11 percent of the business users 
decided to go with the option 

“They threw us a bone," said Spence.

Local Homes Open Doors To 
Teens With Family Trouble

A 16-year-old Winchester boy, upset by 
the fighting that goes on within his fami¬ 
ly, wants to run away from home. A 
12-year-old girl, the victim of her father’s 
abusive behavior, cries, “I’ve got to get 
out of here!" 

If these situtations were real, where 
would the youths go? Where can troubled 
youths turn when the need to get away 
from their own families becomes a 
desperate one? 

They can turn to Neighborhood Net¬ 
work, a program of the Woburn Council 
for Social Concern designed to find 
emergency shelter for youths with pro¬ 
blems that lead them to leave their own 
homes. The program operates 24-hours a 
day, seven days a week. 

“P(%ple don’t think that we have these 
problems in Winchester, but kids are 
kids,” says a local attorney who has open¬ 
ed up his home to five teen-agers this year. 

“There are problems here just like in 
any other community. And although the 
children who have stayed with us have had 
problems, they’ve been on their best 
behavior with us. They’ve been trustwor¬ 
thy and helpful and have played by the 
rules." 

“Their scale of problems can be 
large,” says Program Coordinator 
Howard Goldberg. “They range from 
alcohol or abuse in their families, to other 
family problems. Our aim is to provide 
them with a safe, secure and stable 
environment.” 

Neighborhood Network began a year 
ago, after a group of concerned citizens 
and social service agencies developed a 
model and a plan for area families to take 
troubled youths into their families for a 
period of one to 45 days. 

“The program is designed for 11 to 
18-year-olds who need space,” says 
Goldberg. “They are referred to us when 


they have no alternative situation or 
relatives to turn to.” 

Before any youth is placed in a home, 
the host family must be carefully screen¬ 
ed and licensed by the Group Care Licen¬ 
sing Unit of the Regional Office for 
Children in Winchester. 

“We license the Woburn Council for 
Soeial Concern to accept the families and 
provide them with first aid training, 
transportation and counselling for the 
youth, and other services,” explains 
Joseph Verla, who is the licensing 
specialist for the region. 

All the families which volunteer to 
shelter troubled youths receive training 
from professionals in the various social 
service agencies involved, such ;is the 
Department of Social Services. Written 
permission of the youth’s parent or legal 
guardian is also required before a child is 
allowed to be placed. 

Goldberg points out the great need for 
more participating families in the area, 


which covers Arlington, Burlington, 
Lexington, 

Winchester, Woburn and Wilmington. 

“There are now only five families in 
this area who have offered their homes,” 
states Goldberg. “They’ve serviced 31 
kids, who have stayed an average of 20 
days at their home. These families have 
done a tremendous job, but we’ve been 
forced to turn away a lot of kids because 
there aren’t enough families.” 

Peter Keohan, Area Director of Social 
Services, also describes the need for more 
families. 

“In a needs assessment done over the 
past three months by the Department of 
Social Services, temporary homes for 
troubled adolescents were focused upon as 
the greatest resource the communtiy 
needs," he says. 

“The need for alternative care on a 
short term basis cuts across all economic 
levels,” Keohan adds. “We are constant¬ 
ly looking for homes. I don’t think that 


people are aware of this need.” 

Keohan also points out, “People who 
have adolescents at home wonder how 
they’ll deal with somebody else’s. The 
reality is that families often work better 
with other adolescents than they do with 
their own." 

According to Goldberg, the par 
ticipating families are usually pleasant 
ly surprised at the support they receive 
from the Woburn Council for Social Con 
cern during the youth’s stay. 

“Not only do the families have time off 
in between, but all the youth’s transpor 
tation (such as to and from school) is pro 
vided, as well as supportive counseling, 
activities and a group for all of the 
children in placement," says Goldberg 

"We are also in constant contact with 
both the foster family and the real fami 
ly, although the homes are completely 
confidential. No one knows where or who 
the families are who are taking the youths 
in, so that both the foster family and the 
youth are protected." 

The Department ol Social Services 
works very closely with the Woburn Coun¬ 
cil for Social Concern io determine if a 
chid should be placed in \ home. Monique 
Doelling, Program Development 
Specialist for the department, discusses 
each case with Goldberg to decide 
whether or not is appropriate to make a 
placement 

“I get calls from guidance counselors, 
school officials or other community 
members who refer the troubled youth I 
then meet with the parent or child and 
decide with Gold >erg whether it’s ap¬ 
propriate to place the child. We also want 
to make sure we protect the family, and 
certain problems (such as a suicidal youth 
or a drug addiction > aren't appropriate for 
placement."

Cash For County OKed 


The Committee on Counties, ol which 
Sen. Richard A. Kraus is a member, has 
submitted legislation which would provide 
approximately $11 million in new 
revenues for county governments through 
an increase in registry fees. In Middlesex 
County, Sen. Kraus reports that the new 
revenue would be approximately 
$2,896,000. 

This legislation would provide funds for 
county governments facing major 
budgetary shortfalls due to jail over¬ 
crowding, increased costs of cooperative 
programs, and other expenses. County ad¬ 
visory boards and county commissioners 
may also decide to use part of the funds 
to reduce property tax assessments. 

Specifically, the legislation calls for: 

An increase in registry stamp fees 


from $2.28-$1000 to $4-$1000 with $2.50 go¬ 
ing to the state and $1.50 staying in the 
county from which the fee was collected; 

An increase in registry deed and mor¬ 
tgage filing fees to $30 each. Currently, 
they are $25 and $30 respectively. 

Similar legislation filed in the House 
raises registry stamp fees to $5-$ 1000 and 
earmarks 50 percent of the funds for 
specific purposes. 

Kraus stated, “the financial crises of 
county government concerns us all. Coun¬ 
ties provide the correctional facilities 
needed by our criminal justice system, 
they maintain hospitals and county exten¬ 
sion services and carry out other functions 
important to the citizens of the state.”

While Selectmen’s Vote Moves Project Along 


Fight To Stop Girard Rd. 


Link Stalls On Two Fronts 


The bulldozers are getting closer to 
Girard rd.. although the neighborhood 
continues its efforts to grind them to a 
halt. 

The neighbors’ bid for a temporary in¬ 
junction is still being kept under advise¬ 
ment by an Appellate Court judge. 

Meanwhile, the neighbors’ latest effort 
— a petition for a warrant article for a 
special August Town Meeting — won't fly 
with the Board of Selectmen. 

The board hasn’t asked for a special 
Town Meeting, selectmen pointed out 
Monday night, and there aren’t enough 


signatures on the petition to call one. 

Finally, selectmen voted to accept the 
three streets under debate — Girard rd., 
Hilltop rd. and old Girard rd. — as public 
ways, the first step toward connecting the 
three dead-end streets. 

The neighbors are fighting the Spring 
Town Meeting vote tying the three streets 
together at a cost of $87,(XX). 

The neighbors want to bring their case 
back before Town Meeting, with a petition 
calling for “the following warrant article 
to be placed on a warrant for the next 
Town Meeting to be held in August 1983. 


Spence Informs Chamber 
She Plans To Resign 


Chamber of Commerce executive 
vicepresident Rita Spence has sent her let¬ 
ter of resignation to the Chamber’s Board 
of Directors. 

“It's in their hands, I’m just waiting for 
a response,’’ said Spence Tuesday. 

Spence, who has led the Chamber for 
the past two years, said she is leaving to 
pursue other career goals. 

The Chamber board requested 
Spence’s resignation at a session two 
weeks ago, and Chamber officials cited a 
shortage of funds as the main reason 
behind the request. 

Spence said that her main concern is 


that the work of the Chamber goes on after 
she leaves. 

“I just hope all of this effort doesn’t go 
for nothing,” she said. “The Chamber 
serves a very important function in this 
town." 

One of the Chamber’s projects, in¬ 
itiated at the beginning of Spence’s tenure, 
bore spectacular fruits last week, as the 
state Department of Public Utilities back¬ 
ed the Chamber’s fight against what it 
calls “discriminatory rates.” (See related 
story.) 

"It’s a nice note to leave on,’’ com¬ 
mented Spence.

“To see if the town will vote to rescind 
the appropriation of $87.(KM) for the so- 
called Girard rd.-Pilgrim dr. project 
which is almost unanimously opposed by 
the residents of the area, and instead ap¬ 
propriate said $87,000 for town employee 
raises.” 

Selectmen Chairman Edward O’Con¬ 
nell looked at the selectmen's docket item 
and immediately commented. “This is not 
a viable petition for Town Meeting." 

“Who gave them the idea we were go¬ 
ing to have a special Town Meeting in 
August?” asked Selectman Michael 
Saraco. “As of this moment, the board has 
not decided on a special Town Meeting." 

The neighbors might have been confus¬ 
ed, Selectman Alan Macdonald noted, by 
“talk of” a summer special Town Meeting 
after members at the spring session voted 
to freeze employee pay raises until town 
officials came up with a five-year finan¬ 
cial plan. 

And since Macdonald, at least, would 
like to see that issue resolved as soon as 
possible, O’Connell put in his letter 
answering the residents’ petition that 


there was no special Town Meeting plann¬ 
ed “at this point in time.’’ 

To call a special Town Meeting 
themselves, the residents would have to 
get signatures from 10 percent of the 
town's registered voters, instead of the K) 
signatures needed to place an article in a 
Town Meeting already scheduled. The 
Board of Selectmen have the power to call 
a special Town Meeting at any time. 

But they haven’t yet. which may leave 
the Girard rd. residents waiting until 
October. 

They are also waiting for a decision on 
their eight-count brief asking for a tem¬ 
porary injunction to save their homes, 
their peace and their tax dollars. 

The brief claims that blasting 
necessary to build the roads will damage 
Girard rd. homes, that losing the dead¬ 
ends will mean losing the peacefulness of 
the neighborhood, and that the cost of the 
project will far exceed (by $208,000) the 
money the town has budgeted. 

Town Counsel Douglas Randall said 
Monday night that Judge David Rose had 
not yet issued a finding.

Selectmen Buck TM Vote, 


Put Bicycle Path On Hold

Horn Pond Brook-area residents have 
once again convinced the Board of Select¬ 
men to delay construction of the propos¬ 
ed bicycle path along the stream. 

The selectmen, pushed by a unanimous 
vote from the Spring Town Meeting to 
begin construction, had ordered the work 
to start at a June 13 hearing. 

But when 25 unhappy residents pack¬ 
ed the selectmen’s meeting room Monday, 
claiming they had not had a chance to 
plead their case at Town Meeting, select¬ 
men reversed their earlier decision. 

Instead of starting the path this sum¬ 
mer. selectmen will wait until after the 
Kali Town Meeting, when the residents 
will have a chance to make their fears 
known. 

The residents, noting that they already 
are victims of vandalism, noise, littering 
and break-ins from youths using the dirt 
path that now runs along the brook, fear 
those problems with be exacerbated by 
the construction of a paved bike path. 

Selectmen, who had heard those com¬ 
plaints repeatedly during hearings on the 
bike path over the past two years, sym¬ 
pathized with the residents. 

But they said that with the Town 
Meeting vote to build the path, they felt 
they had little choice. 

The unanimous Town Meeting vote 
came after Bicycle Path Study Commit¬ 


tee member Marjorie Moore, under 
reports from committees, stated if the 
path was not built soon, the town would 
lose state funds to pay for the 
construction. 

“We may agree with an awful lot of the 
things you say,” Selectman Alan Mac¬ 
donald told the residents. “Because of 
your arguments, we didn’t huild a bike 
path for more than a year. 

“But people at Town Meeting stood up 
and said ‘What have the selectmen been 
doing with the money we gave them a 
year-and-a-half ago for the bike path?’’’ 
said MacDonald “They gave us heck for 
not building a bike path. They said. ‘(let 
on with it.’ 

“We don’t feel we have much discre¬ 
tion, considering the Town Meeting votes 


— the first one a year ago with only one 
‘No.’ and the second one this year with no 
Nos.’" 

At the beginning of the meeting, select¬ 
men were firm in their statements that 
they could not change their decision. 
Selectmen Chairman Edward O’Connell 
started out the discussion by noting the 
board had already heard all the neighbors’ 
arguments before making their decision 
a month ago “We are extending you the 
courtesy of telling us what prompted you 
to ask for further discussion,” he added. 

But by the end of the meeting, 
O’Connell and the rest of the selectmen 
had in fact changed their minds. 

The neighbors’ main argument was 
that they had not been given the opportuni¬ 
ty to present their views at Town Meeting. 


“It was not listed on the warrant that 
(the bicycle path) would be brought up. 
Mrs. Moore brought it up out of the clear 
blue skv,” said Ann Reidinger of Linden 
st. “It should be apparent, from the 
number of people here tonight, that if we 
had been there the vote wouldn’t have 
been unanimous." 

O’Connell noted that coming up under 
committee reports “was an entirely cor¬ 
rect way for (the bieyle path issue) to 
have surfaced." 

But although it may have been proper, 
selectmen felt that it wasn’t quite fair to 
the neighbors. 

“I wish you could have presented your 
arguments at Town Meeting, because 
that 's where the directive to build the bike 
path came from." noted Macdonald. 

Those arguments were that the bike 
path would be used for excesses rather 
than exercise. 

“These people are living in fear," said 
Selectman Michael Saraco. pointing out 
the many problems at the source of the 
brook. Horn Pond in Woburn. 

“Now you’re going to open a six-foot 
superhighway from there," said Saraco. 
“They are going to come down, evading 
the police out of Woburn. They are going 
to come down on their motor bikes, throw 
bottles, and everything else. 

“These people are living in fear,” 
Saraco repeated.

Ears — What 

Are They For, 
Anyway?

Here's a question I've been 
saving up for a long time; when 
I finally meet my maker face to 
face, it’s one of the first things 
I’m planning to ask. 

“God,” I’ll say, “let’s talk 
about ears. What kind of an effect 
were you aiming at, anyway, 
when you designed the human 
ear?” 

I’ve always wondered about 
this. Why are ears shaped the 
way they are, like scrambled car¬ 
tilage, like living lettuce, with 
those twists and turns, those 
meandering cowpaths that lead 
in toward the center? They sort of 
remind me of three-dimensional 
bellybuttons; they have that knot¬ 
ted look. Does God blow up our 
heads like so many balloons and 
then tie them off, one on either 
side, into ears? Is that what 
they’re all about? Or are they 
supposed to be handles, like on a 
sugar bowl? And can you un¬ 
screw them to get to the inside for 
repairs? 

What about all those parts that 
are supposedly inside your ear: 
the hammer and the anvil and the 
stirrup. It sounds like the con¬ 
tents of a blacksmith’s shop, for 
goodness sake. Do you think all 
that stuff is really in there? And 
what about the eardrum now that 
we’re on the subject? It is really 
a drum, just like they say, and if 
so, why can’t you stick a pencil in¬ 
to your ear and lay down a beat? 

I remember that day that ears 
first exploded into my young 
awareness. I was in the seventh 
grade at the time. We were hav¬ 
ing geography class. Suddenly I 
began looking around the class¬ 
room and there they were — 
dozens of them, just sort of stick¬ 
ing out of everyone’s head even 
the teacher’s. There was the 
teacher right up front with her 
ears showing! “Someone should 
put some clothes on those 
things!” is what I remember 
thinking. “Those things are 
obscene!” 

Even dogs have better ears 
than people do. They have those 
little flaps of fur that fall down 
over them for cover, fuzzy pieces 
of moveable curtain. Think of 
how dumb a dog looks when he 
shakes himself all over and one 
ear stays standing up when he’s 
done, the flap flipped up and the 
ear itself in full view. Well, that’s 
how we look all the time! and not 
only that, our ears don’t even wig¬ 
gle and pivot like an animal’s 
ears can. We can’t spin ’em 
around or cock them to catch 
sounds coming from before or 
behind. No; human ears just sit 
there looking WEIRD. 

Also, ears are hard to clean. 
Oh sure, they sell Q-Tips on the 
open market, but then they tell 
you on the box that the one thing 
you must NEVER do with these 
dandy little things is stick them in 
your ears. You’re supposed to 
just use them in the little alleys 
and pathways, they say. Well who 
needs that. I’d like to know? that 
part of the ear never gets dirty. 

A part that does get dirty, 
though, is behind the ear; 
especially on babies. My first 
baby was three months old before 
I figured out that all that extra 
milk that ran out of the corners of 
her mouth was drooling down her 
cheeks as she lay in my arms and 
collecting in the little secret 
places behind her ears. No 


wonder she smelled like your 
grocer’s dairy case all the time. 
Rut who knew? That spot behind 
the ear is some terrific hiding 
place. 

People have all kinds of atti¬ 
tudes about their ears, I’ve found. 
There are some people, women 
especially, who would rather 
have you shave their eyebrows 
off than be made to appear in 
public with their ears showing. 
Others are quite vain about their 
ears. They dangle jewels and 
bands of gold from them in the 
form of earrings. Some wear 
three or four or even five earrings 
at a time, as current fashions dic¬ 
tate. They regard their ears as 
year-round Christmas trees and 
their earrings as the ornaments. 

One school of thought attaches 
tremendous erotic significance to 
the ears. Those belonging to this 
school believe that the ears are 
the portals of Venus. I had this 
one boyfriend when I was a kid 
who’d convinced himself that this 
was the case. He’d breathe nois¬ 
ily and unsteadily into my young 
ears, a victim of the mistaken 
belief that any girl whose ears 
were sufficiently chewed on or 
breathed into would sooner or 
later present him with the answer 
to the most mysterious of all 
questions: what is a garter belt 
and how do you remove one? 

Ears have infiltrated many a 
maxim and proverb in our cul¬ 
ture. When you give someone 
your ear, it means you’re direc¬ 
ting your full attention to him. 
The ear is regarded as the direc- 
test pathway to the brain, the ex¬ 
press bus, so to speak. Similarly, 
when people joke about someone 
being brainless, what do they 
say? That you can look into one 
ear and see clear through to the 
other side. A ridiculous notion, 
but a telling one. Everyone 
knows, after all, that you can’t 
see the brain by looking into the 
ear. I’ve tried it and 1 know. All 
you see are the roots of your hair 
dangling down from the ceiling, 
and other attic sorts of things: 
rafters, peaks, and bits of insula¬ 
tion. It’s all seen through a glass 
darkly, as they say in the Bible. 

The whole mystery of the ear 
is seen that way, in fact; now we 
understand in part, but one day 
we shall know in lull, even as we 
are known. 

When that day comes, I can 
ask God all my ear questions. 
And how will he answer me? 

He might laugh and say it was 
getting on toward quitting time 
when he got around to the ears; 
he had this extra flesh left over, 
like scraps of cookie dough, and 
so he twirled it around and glued 
it to the head. Or, they’re meant 
for a joke, he might say, to give 
some humor and whimsy to the 
basic body design. Or they’re just 
for decoration, like the finials on 
a piece of furniture or hood orna¬ 
ments on a car.

tBeacon Hill Roll Coll 


Six months have passed since 
the beginning of the legislative 
session in January. Last week, 
the House and Senate both held 
informal sessions while House 
and Senate conferees hammered 
out a compromise version of a 
fiscal 1984 budget. There were no 
roll calls. 

Throughout the first six 
months of the session, there have 
been many roll call votes on in¬ 
creases and decreases in state 
taxes and fees. Some represen¬ 
tatives and senators say the 
legislature has done a difficult 
and necessary job in voting to in¬ 
crease various taxes and fees. 
They claim it is the only way to 
fund necessary operations and 
programs without a broad based 
increase in the income tax or 
sales tax. Others disagree. They 
say the series of hikes is ex¬ 
cessive and absolutely un¬ 
necessary. They argue that 
millions of dollars could easily be 
cut from the state budget to avoid 
the increases. Some of those 
votes are reported here: 

HOTEL TAX (II 4488): House 
rejected 107-’31, a bill allowing 
cities and towns to impose a three 
percent tax on hotel, motel, or 
lodging house rooms. 


A “Yea” vote is tor the bill. A 
“Nay” vote is against it. 

Rep. Sherman “Whip” 
Saltmarsh voted no. 

CIGARETTE TAX (II (1380): 
House rejected 95-53, an amend¬ 
ment eliminating the proposed 4 
cent per package hike (from 21 to 
25 cents) in the cigarette tax. 

A “Yea” vote is against the 4 
cent hike. A “Nay’;’ vote is for 
the 4 cent hike. 

Saltmarsh voted yes. 

EMPLOYERS’ TAX (H 6380): 
House rejected 90-58, an amend¬ 
ment eliminating the proposal re¬ 
quiring employers to pay a new 
tax equal to .1 percent of their 
employees’ wages up to $7,000. 
The tax esentially amounts to $7 
per employee. 

A “Yea” vote is against the 
new tax. A “Nay” vote is for the 
new tax. 

Saltmarsh voted yes. 

GAMBLING (H 6380): 
House rejected 124-23, an amend¬ 
ment requiring that five percent 
of gambling winnings of any per¬ 
son be withheld and deducted at 
the time the person wins the 
money. 

A “Yea” vote is for the 
amendment. A “Nay” vote is 


against it. 

Saltmarsh voted yes. 

INTEREST ON REFUND (II 
6380): House approved 93-48, an 
amendment requiring the state to 
pay prime rate interest on any in¬ 
come tax refunds not paid to tax¬ 
payers within 90 days of the April 
15 deadline. 

A “Yea” vote is for the 
amendment requiring the state to 
pay interest. A “Nay” vote is 
against the amendment. 

Saltmarsh voted yes. 

CAPITAL GAINS (S 2076): 
Senate rejected 23-8, an amend¬ 
ment eliminating the proposed in¬ 
crease in the tax on long-term 
capital gains from 4.3 to 5.375 
percent. 

A “Yea” vote is for leaving 
the tax at 4.3 percent. A “Nay” 
vote is for raising the tax to 5.375 
percent. 

Kraus voted no. 

CIGARETTE TAX (S 2076): 
Senate rejected 17-9, an amend¬ 
ment eliminating a proposed 5 
percent sales tax on cigarettes 
and replacing it with a 4 cent hike 
in the excise tax on cigarettes. 

A “Yea” vote is for the 4 cent 
excise tax hike. A “Nay” vote is 
for the 5 percent sales tax. 


Kraus voted no. 

GAS TAX (S 1889): House ap¬ 
proved 85-57, Senate approved 
19-13, the bill establishing a floor 
of 11 cents on the gasoline tax. 
The tax is pegged at 10 percent of 
the wholesale price of gas, and 
was 9.9 cents per gallon when this 
bill was approved. 

A “Yea” vote is for the 11 cent 
floor. A “Nay” vote is against it). 

Kraus voted yes, Saltmarsh 
no. 

REAP (II 6044): House ap¬ 
proved 84-66, Senate approved 
22-12, the Revenue Enforcement 
and Protection package (REAP) 
Provisions included a 5 cent hike 
in the cigarette excise tax; a .2 
percent payroll tax hike on 
employers; an increase in thhe 
capital gains tax from 4.3 to 5.375 
percent; and extensions of many 
federal tax breaks to state tax¬ 
payers by linking the state code 
to the federal one. 

A “Yea” vote is for the 
package. A “Nay” vote is against 
it. 

Kraus voted yes, Saltmarsh 
no.

Bacci Enlists

Resident Honored For 
Daring Rescue Of Waltham 
Grandmother And Grandson

The flames were spreading 
rapidly, and the smoke was so 
thick she couldn’t see a thing. 
Lea Despres of Waltham and her 
4-month-old grandson were 
trapped on the second floor of 
her Waltham home and the fire 
department had not yet arrived. 

"My son was screaming at

me that there was a fire, and he 
told me to call the fire depart¬ 
ment,” recalled Despres. “But I 
was too nervous and excited. 
The baB.v was in my bedroom 
and the smoke was so heavy I 
could not see.” 

While Despres’ son fled out 
the hack door, she grabbed the 
infant and ran out onto the 
second floor porch. ”1 began to 
scream for help,” she recalled. 

James Carroll of Swanton st., 
who was repairing a pay 
telephone about 150 yards away, 
heard the woman screaming, 
“Fire!” 

“I looked around and saw the 
woman on her porch, and heard 
her screaming something about 
her grandchild being trapped 
inside,” Carroll recalled. 

With quick thinking and 
presence of mind, Carroll 
grabbed the ladder that he kept 
on his truck for telephone 
repairs and put it up against the 
burning house. 

“I climbed up to the second 
floor porch and grabbed the 
baby,” said Carroll. “Someone 
was yelling to throw the child 
which wasn’t too bright. I 
handed the child to someone else 
and climbed back up to get the 
woman.” 

Carroll, who climbed about 
18-feet to the porch, said it 
happened too quickly for him to 
be frightened. “I climbed back 
up and lifted the woman over the 
rail, then 1 put her on the ladder 
and held her from above, before 
climbing down myself,” he said. 

“1 was so nervous and scared 
1 would have jumped,” said 
Despres. Mr. Carroll was very 
nice and helped calm me down. I 
was very grateful.” 


When the Deputy Chief of the 
Waltham Fire Dept, arrived, 
Carroll was in the process of 
rescuing Despres and her 
grandson. “We didn’t realize 
until after the fire what he had 
done,” said Waltham Fire Chief 
Edward Cloonan. 

Carroll’s actions on that June 
1 day a year ago earned him the 
Theodore N. Vail Bronze Medal 
Award from New England 
Telephone, which he received at 
a recent ceremony. 

Cloonan said that the fire 
started in the basement, where 
Despres’ son had been working 
on a motorcycle. 

“By the time we got there, a 
heavy cellar fire had extended 
on the interior stairways and the 
partitions,” Cloonan said. “A 
heavy volume of fire had 
engulfed the rear interior, 
kitchen and the wooden porch.” 

Despres said that her son had 
pulled out the gas tank on his 


motorcycle in the cellar, and 
that there was an explosion 
because the motorcycle was too 
close to the furnace. “He doesn’t 
work on his motorcycle in the 
basement anymore,” laughed 
Despres. 

Although the whole top half of 
Despres home was destroyed, 
she was grateful to James 
Carroll for what he had saved. 
“Thank God he saved our lives,” 
she said. 

Carroll, who made the news 
that night, said, “I’m grateful 
that I was able to save someone. 
It’s a good feeling.” 

Carroll’s actions did not go 
unnoticed by New England 
Telephone, where he has worked 
for 14 years as a public services 
installation and maintenance 
technician. He was honored with 
the award, along with a check 
for $2,000 for “prompt and 
courageous action which 
resulted in saving the lives of a 


woman and child.” 

“It’s a real.'big honor,” said 
Carroll, who received his 
awards at a luncheon held in his 
honor at the Cottage Crest 
Restaurant which was also 
attended by Lea Despres and 
her grandson. 

“There was a beautiful 
ceremony,” said Despres. “He 
was very pleased and he truly 
deserved it. He deserved more 
than that.” 

The Vail award, established 
in 1920, provides recognition for 
outstanding instances of public 
service by telephone company 
employees. 

New England Telephone 
Executive Vice President John 
North, who presented Carroll 
with the award, said, “We were 
delighted to be able to honor an 
employee who, like Carroll, does 
a heroic act when they get into a 
situation like Carroll was in. We 
felt that his actions merited him 
a Vail award.”

Which leaves Brown searching for 
another kennel to house her animal 
shelter. 

The Winchester shelter probably won’t 
be in Winchester — there's nowhere in 
town isolated enough to keep barking 
animals. 

Brown would like to keep the shelter in 
the area, either Woburn. Stoneham or 
Reading. But although she said she has 
found a few suitable sites, they cost “more 
than we want to pav — some run quite 
high.” 

So Brown and the few remaining 
members of the Winchester SPCA are con¬ 
tinuing the search for a kennel and hop¬ 
ing someone will hear of their plight and 
help. 

Even if she can’t find a kennel right 
away, Brown will continue the calls to the 
pounds, the ads in The Globe, and her 
crusade as best she can. 

“She’ll never quit.” said Molea. “She’ll 
keep up her work in some capacity, no 
matter what happens.” 

And with some help and some luck, 
Brown might be able to continue in the 
way she has for 20 years — as nurse, pro¬ 
tector and friend to strays.

teen-ager must want the Services of the 
network, live in the area, be working on 
the problem, and be at risk of physical or 
emotional harm. 

Destructive or abusive behavior is not 
allowed, neither are drug or alcohol use. 
stealing, shoplifting, sexual contact, in¬ 
coming phone calls, visitors or running 
away front the host home. The kids also 
agree to sign a contract that includes a 
curfew set jointly by the house parents 
and a case worker. 

“We wouldn’t place someone who we 
didn’t feel would be able to handle a home 
setting," says Goldlterg. “We’d refer them 
to either a hospital or another shelter.” 

Doelling adds. "The program has 
worked out exceedingly well. It has met 
every goal and we’re hoping to get more 
families.” 

The Woburn Council for Social Concern 
has taken a measure to recruit families 
“We’ve hired someone to reach out into 
the community and try to contact families 


through churches, FT A associations and 
different civic organizations," Goldberg 
says. 

The Mystic Valley Department of 
Social Services is also attempting to 
recruit more families. "We are working 
on a plan to get the schools more involv¬ 
ed.” says Area Director Keohan. “The 
drive to get more families involved may 
be seen in a more favorable light if it is 
spearheaded by the schools.” 

Families who are interested in pro¬ 
viding temporary shelter for troubled 
youths may contact Goldberg at the 
Woburn Council for Social Concern 

Families who do accept the youths 
often find that the hardest thing about ac¬ 
cepting an outsider into their family strug¬ 
gle is saying goodbye.

Main Street Store 
Is Looking For A 
Three-Game License

Ruggles and Bowker Sport Center on 
Main st. may be the first commercial 
establishment in Winchester to hear the 
whirling, whining and beeping of video 
games. 

If the Board of Selectmen approve 
their application on July 25, Ruggles and 
Bowker will install three video games in 
the back of their sporting goods store. 

The video game application hearing 
will be at 8 p.m. in the Selectmen’s 
meeting room at Town Hall. 

“I really hope the board approves it 
and it comes through,” said co-owner 
Calvin Bowker. ‘‘I’ve spoken to a lot of 
kids about it and they’re psyched. Why not 
let the kids play right here in Winchester 
instead of having them go to Woburn?” 

Bowker said he appreciated the con¬ 
cerns of the board and the community. “I 
think the board frowns on the idea of out¬ 
siders coming in. And parents object 
because they don’t want their kids hang¬ 
ing out. But I don’t think they realize that 
we’d only be open for an hour and a half 
every day after school under the regula¬ 
tions. We couldn’t open until 4, and we 
close at 5:30,” h: said. 

Ruggles and Bowker have gone 
through all the steps of having the police 
chief, the fire chief and the building in¬ 
spector investigate their plans and make 
a recommendation to the board. However, 
others who have wanted to open video ar¬ 
cades or even install a machine at their 
premises have given up. 

Hugo LaFauci, manager of Winchester 
Television and Appliance on Thompson 
st., said he didn’t pursue his application 
after he saw the regulations the board ap¬ 
proved in October. 


“1 wouldn’t want to have the 
machine(s) unless 1 had the support of the 
town and the board. I got the feeling that 
the town wouldn’t want it. I didn’t want to 
divide the town and create problems,” he 
said 

LaFauci, who services and sells televi¬ 
sions, says he saw the video games merely 
as an extension of his video business. 

‘‘I didn’t expect the opposition because 
we sell so many of the video games for 
people’s own televisions at home,” he 
said. 

George Queen, a Winchester postal 
clerk, wanted to set up a video arcade on 
Shore rd., across from the police station. 

‘‘I scratched the idea because it was 
too much of a hassle,” he said. I wanted 
to have an arcade with 10 or 15 games, but 
according to the regulations I could have 
no more than five. I couldn’t have run such 
a business with only five games.” 

Queen talked about some of the objec¬ 
tions he encountered. “Winchester is a 
funny town,” he said. ‘‘If it has anything 
to do with the kids people don't want it. I 
think the kids here really get a bum deal. 
Sometimes I wonder why people in Win¬ 
chester even bother having kids in the first 
place. 

‘‘Maybe the board will loosen up their 
regulations,” continued Queen. “The way 
they set it up now they make it impossi¬ 
ble because of all the regulations. They 
kept talking about drugs and trouble, but 
I couldn’t see any trouble right across 
from the police station. The police told me 
it was as good a place as any. The board 
makes it strict and they make it very

If Ruggles and Bowker’s application 
for three video games to be installed in 
the back of their store at 821 Main st. is 
approved on July 25. many Winchester 
youngsters will be delighted. 

And some older residents will be less 
than delighted. “I don’t want to see it 
here in Winchester,” said Donna Lan¬ 
dry, president of the Lincoln School 
Parents’ Assn. “Although Ruggles and 
Bowker’s is not in the center, l am still 
opposed to it. I think their store is 
wonderful just the way it is. 1 would not 
like to see them bring in that arcade 
element.” 

Thirteen year old Jane Keit of Edge 
Hill rd. finds the prospect of video games 
in town exciting. “I think it would be 
neat,” she said. “We have Atari at home 
on my television set, but the games in an 
arcade are far more challenging and 
interesting. There is no place near us 
where we can go play. There is nowhere 
to get addicted to video in Winchester.” 

And Joe Costello, a 14-year old 
Washington st. resident, is also en¬ 
thusiastic about the idea.

The Regs: 
Tough As 
The Game

The town’s regulations regarding video 
games seem nearly as complex as the 
maze PacMan goes through. 

The regulations will be put to use lor 
the first time on July 25, when an 8 p.m. 
hearing is scheduled for Ruggles and 
Bowker Sports Center, which has filed an 
application for three video games for the 
back of the Main st. store. 

The regulations, designed to preserve 
“public order, safety, and welfare," see 
to it that video machines are limited 
through the zoning by-laws to the business 
district. They restrict playing hours to 
weekends and 4-11 p.m. on school days.

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Economic Forecast Sees Tough Times Ahead 

Town Meeting Could Face Million Dollar Deficits Or 
New Taxes, Service Cuts And Caps On Wage Hikes By 1987 


By DAVE LEECO 

Town Manager Thomas Groux’s five- 
year financial forecast takes into account 
both sides of the Town Meeting debate that 
prompted the long-range plan. 

And with its prediction of million-dollar 
deficits, suggestions of service cuts, and 
the addition of new charges, the forecast 
itself is sure to prompt some debate. 

Following the directive of a spring 
Town Meeting vote, Groux has developed 
an economic forecast warning Town 
Meeting members what kind of deficits 
they might have to deal with over the next 
four years and suggesting ways to handle 
the deficits. 

Groux’s budget plan also takes into ac¬ 
count the implication of the Town Meeting 
vote to withhold negotiated salary in¬ 
creases for police, custodians and 
management until town officials came up 
with a financial blueprint. 

Many Town Meeting members told The 
Star after the spring session that the vote 
wasn’t only for a plan, but was also intend¬ 
ed to let the town and the unions know that 
Town Meeting felt the days of 7 percent 
raises were over 


Groux got the message. In the forecast, 
he anticipates raises of about 5 percent in 
the coming half-decade, a step down from 
the 7 percent raises the town has been 
granting its employees over the past few 
years. 

That assumption alone is bound to 
draw some debate over the next months 
as the financial forecast — a five-year 
blueprint of this year’s budget and the 
next four — is reviewed by the selectmen, 
the Finance Committee, and ultimately 
Town Meeting. (The selectmen, the first 
town officials to get a crack at Groux’s 
forecast, will discuss it for the first time 
at their meeting next Monday.) 

But in addition to the cut in salary in¬ 


creases, the forecast raises a number of 
issues sure to touch raw nerves in some 
of the town’s officials and residents 
issues like instituting a sewer usage tax, 
constructing a downtown garage, 
eliminating the town archives, reducing 
library hours and recreational programs, 
increasing water rates, closing the West 
Side Fire Station, and even paving over 
the clay Packer Tennis Courts. 

All of the items on that sure-to-be- 
controversial list are options for cutting 
a budget deficit Groux predicts will rise 
from a half-million dollars next year to 
more than a million dollars by the fiscal 
year beginning July 1, 1987. 

Groux stressed in a recent interview 


that these are only options and that he isn’t 
recommending any of them. That’s why 
he prefers to call his 13-page financial 
white paper a “forecast” rather than a 
plan, because it only predicts a deficit, it 
doesn't plan a method for dealing wjth it. 

“A plan envisions something designed 
to achieve something. A forecast says 
what’s going to happen without any par¬ 
ticular plan in mind." said Groux. “This 
forecast shows what will happen, in effect, 
if there is no plan. 

“Everything we did to come up with 
the forecast is based on the present policy 
in this town pertaining to services, fees 
and charges," said Groux. 

What will happen under the present 


policy, the forecast predicts, is that with 
Proposition 24 limiting the amount of 
taxes the town can raise, and inflation in¬ 
creasing the costs of the town’s services, 
the budget will become further and fur¬ 
ther out of balance. 

In the Fiscal Year 1985starting July 1, 
1984, the town will be $566,499 in the hole 
if nothing changes. The gap will increase 
to $725,530 in the following fiscal year, 
$900,864 the year after that, and to 
$1,094,879 in Fiscal Year 1988, the final 
year looked at in the report. 

To estimate those deficits, Groux and 
Assistant to the Town Manager Rick 
White had to guess at both revenues and 
expenditures for the next five years. 


Guessing revenues was pretty easy, as 
property taxes make up the lion’s share. 
Since Proposition 24 was passed, the pro¬ 
perty tax levy cannot rise by more than 
24 percent each year from a tax levy base 
established two years ago. That base was 
determined by taking 24 percent of the 
town’s 100 percent of value assessment. 

Groux noted that if the town were 
allowed to tax at 2 , j e percent of each year’s 
current value, rather than the value of 
1981, there would be no deficit at all, since 
inflation pushed property values up by 
more than 24 percent each year. In fact, 
•there would be nearly a $1 million surplus 
in five years. 

“I think the people who were pushing 
Prop. 2 1 •» had in mind that the tax levy 
could never exceed 24 percent of full- 
market value,” said Groux. “But now. the 
way the law is actually written, the towns 
are not allowed to increase the levy at the 
same rate everything else is increasing.” 

For the other revenue sources — state 
and federal aid, and town charges - 
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AIDS:

Winchester Hospital Has Faced Only 
One Case But Maintains Constant Alert

Concern over several suspected eases 
of AIDS at Winchester Hospital has led 
medical personnel there to take special 
precautions in dealing with those patients. 

That concern centers mainly on reduc¬ 
ing any potential risk to those who come 
in contact with possible victims of the 
disease. 

Winchester Hospital has treated only 
one confirmed case of Acquired Immune 
Deficiency Syndrome (AIDS) since the 
condition was first recognized in 1981, 
although doctors there noted two possible 
cases in the past two months. Both of those 
recent eases were determined not to be 
AIDS after each was reviewed by Dr. 
Jonathan Adler, chief of internal medicine 
at the hospital. 

Despite the low incidence of the syn¬ 
drome in Winehester, the hospital con¬ 
tinues to use care in dealing with potential 


AIDS patients due to the seriousness of the 
condition. Although there is currently no 
reason to believe that medical personnel 
will contract the disease, no one is eager 
to take chances with a condition which 
may prove over time to be fatal in all 
cases. 

Of the AIDS victims diagnosed before 
1982, 75 percent have died, and of those 
diagnosed before 1981, over 85 percent 
have died according to figures released by 
the federal Centers for Disease Control in 
Atlanta. No one is known to have been 
cured. 

There are more than 1600 confirmed 
cases of AIDS worldwide according to the 
AIDS Action Committee in Boston. In 
Massachusetts there have been 33 cases 
and one probable ease. Six of those per¬ 
sons are known to have died. 

Still, both Adler and hospital Infection 
Surveillance Officer Dr. Sofya Itkis said 


they are not worried about any spread of 
the disease in the Winchester area. 

“We are concerned, but we are con¬ 
cerned about everything. We’re always 
ready to meet any infections, including 
AIDS,” said Itkis, stressing, “there is no 
evidence that AIDS can be transmitted by 
air or by casual contact. We are 
sometimes more concerned about 
hepatitis B.” 

“I guess that the most common 
misconception these days is that you can 
get AIDS by casual contact,” agreed Dr. 
Roger Dodd, head of Transmissable 
Diseases and Immunology for the Red 
Cross Blood Services in Bethesda, Md. 

“I think that one has to tread a careful 
line between hysterical overreaction and 
cavalier ignorance. The most important 
thing is that no health care worker has 
contracted AIDS,” said Dodd. 

Dr. Dodd also stressed that there is ab¬ 


solutely no risk of contracting AIDS from 
giving blood and that the chance of getting 
the disease through blood transfusions is 
“considerably less than one in one 
million.” 

The critical point many researchers 
say, is that AIDS has occurred only in in¬ 
dividuals who do not have a fully operative 
immune system. Thus the general public 
does not appear to be at risk. 

Because many factors concerning the 
exact cause of AIDS and the means by 
which it is transmitted from one person to 
another remains a mystery, the syndrome 
is defined in terms of the diseases by 
which it is characterized. 

AIDS is represented by the occurrence 
of any of s< . ■ t al unusual diseases which 
normally al l eel only individuals with an 
impaired immune system, in a person 
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chief, fire chief, and building inspector for 
a review and a report, as well as the school 
superintendent, Community School Assn, 
and every neighbor within a 500-foot 
radius. 

The applicant must also prove the 
suitability of his character and his 
building, and the operation must not affect 
schools, churches, hospitals, elderly 
residents or businesses. 

The fire chief’s report must include ex¬ 
amination of fire codes of the property 
seeking the license, and the building in¬ 
spector must see to it that the building is 
in compliance with the building code and 
zoning By-laws 

The police chief’s report must include 
an examination of the reputation and 
character of the applicant, as well as a 
consideration of traffic and public safety. 

A notice of the public hearing must be 
placed in the community newspaper two 
weeks before the hearing. All owners and 
occupants within a 500-foot radius of the 
building must be sent notice at least 10 
days before the hearing. 

Notification of the application must be 
sent to the school superintendent and 
Community Schools Assn., and the appli¬ 
cant must present evidence that all of 
these notices have in fact been sent. 

The application must be accompanied 
by a floor plan of the premises identify¬ 
ing the proposed locations of the 


machines, and the relation of the 
machines to the exits. Also, a description 
and identification of the number and types 
of machines must be presented. 

In addition, the Board of Selectmen re¬ 
quire strict hours of operation for any pro¬ 
posed game. On school days, the machines 
may be operated only from 4 p.m. to 11 
p.m., and on days when school is not 
scheduled, including Saturday, the hours 
will be from 9 a.m. to 11 p.m. Sundays will 
be decided at the discretion of the licens¬ 
ing committee on an individual basis. 

There are also several rules and 
regulations that the Police Dept, will have 
the primary responsibility for. At any 
time, the police, the fire inspector, the 
Board of Selectmen or the building inspec¬ 
tor will have the right to inspect the 
devices or the premises for compliance

Any proposed cancellation or suspen¬ 
sion must be voted on only after a public 
hearing. 

The board also set the annual fee for 
each machine or device at $40, although 
it may be changed annually by the board.

would only be the kids who played when 
there was nothing to do. I don’t think it 
would be a problem. ’ ’ 

Richard Elia, an English Professor at 
Salem State College who lives on Gar¬ 
field ave., expressed a more vehement 
view against having the games in town. 

“Video games are basically wretched 
to the imagination,’’ he said. “After all is 
said and done, one ought to read books. 
Besides, having the games in town will 
only breed all the problems they have in 
Boston.” 

He continued, “I already moved out 
of misery when I left Dorchester. I don’t 
want that stuff here in Winchester.” 

Queen said that he plays video games 
all the time and lets his own children play 
them as well. “They like it and the games 
don’t do any harm,” he said. “Even the 
doctors say so.” 

Queen also had an idea for keeping the 
kids from hanging around too long. “If my 
place came through, I was going to put an 
ad in the paper that if parents didn’t want 
their kids hanging out there too much or 
spending too much money, they could tell 
me about it,” Queen added. 

“Then I would do something about it. 
It would be kind of like a bartender who 
has a responsibility to an alcoholic. 
Parents didn’t think I could do it, but I’m 
used to kids and I think I could have handl¬ 
ed it. If you run a good, clean place you 
can’t have any problems.” 

Bowker said “I think video games are 
beneficial. It’s something kids can afford 
and they get a little thrill out of it. Rug- 
gles has a good reputation in town, and we 
are planning a weekly contest for the kids 
so that they can win something each 
week.” J 

Queen said he would support Ruggles 
and Bowker’s application, even though he 
was disappointed with the rules and 
regulations that prevented him from open¬ 
ing his own video arcade. 

“I think Bowkers has a good shot. He 
is “Mr. Sport Shop” in town and a good 
man. They don’t have too many neighbors 
and it’s not too close to school. If there was 
a building available not too close to too 
many things, I’d reconsider it myself.” 
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Groux has been fairly conservative. 

He predicts no increase in federal 
revenue sharing because of the current 
budget-cutting mood in Washington. He 
predicts no increase in town water fees 
(although he later suggests it under 
budget-balancing options) because there 
haven’t been any recent increases. And 
state aid is pegged at an 8 percent in¬ 
crease each year, although for the past 
couple of years it has been higher. 

In his revenue predictions, Groux did 
continue one practice questioned by Town 
Meeting members when they voted for the 
raise freeze and the five-year plan. When 
the town proposed spending $600,000 from 
the savings accounts this year, some Town 
Meeting members said they feared the 
town was draining its savings to cover the 
current budget deficits. 

Groux’s forecast includes spending 
$250,000 per year over the next four years 
from the savings accounts — specifically 
the Sale of Land Account and the Stabiliza¬ 
tion Fund. The third savings account, 
Free Cash, which now contains $1.5 
million, would be tapped only for 
emergencies. 

Groux explained that the Sale of Land 
Account and the Stabilization Fund now 
contain a combined total of $1,090,000, and 
earn $60,000 interest per year. At the end 
of four years, the accounts would still hold 
$330,000 — plus, any money from the sale 
of the Woburn Loop, which Town Meeting 
put up $125,000 to purchase, would go back 
into the Sale of Land Account, he noted. 

“We’ve been rather conservative in 
showing what those fund balances will 
be,” said Groux. “We’re just following the 
trend of how Town Meeting has funded 
capital costs.” 

The results of all those revenue 
calculations is that the town will be bring¬ 
ing in $26,543,614 next year, $27,637,967 the 
following year, $28,788,645 the next year, 
and $29,997,169 in the final year covered 
by the report. 

Those revenues don’t even begin to 
reach the estimated costs of the next four 
years, however. Those costs will rise from 
$27,110,113 next year to $31,092,048 in the 
final year looked at in the forecast. 

The costs were determined by looking 
at the town budgets for the past eight 
years (since the first year Winchester had 
a town manager to prepare the budget), 
figuring the average yearly increase per 
department, and in most cases applying 
that average over the next four years. 


Phones Go 
Out, Get 
Repaired 

Over Weekend 

For two hours on Saturday morning, 
15,000 Winchester and Woburn residents 
were without telephone service. 

A failure in a switching machine at 
the telephone company’s Winchester 
office on Main st. turned out to be the 
cause of the failure. 

The telephone company believed that 
the problem originated with a computer 
problem. A spokesman for New England 
Telephone said the problem was 
simulated on Saturday night in an at¬ 
tempt to find out what happened, and 
that no defects in hardware were found. 

The Winchester Police Dept, opened 
their call boxes and transmitted every 10 
to 15 minutes over police and fire 
frequencies that residents should go to a 
call box or a fire box for assistance. 

Police also offered to relay any 
emergency messages and assist in any 
emergency. 

Service was resumed two hours after 
the failure, at 9:27a.m.

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For example, expenses for the town 
hall offices are predicted to rise by 7 per¬ 
cent, for the schools by 4 percent, for the 
library and recreation programs by 8 per¬ 
cent, for the health and social services 
programs by 2 l % percent, for the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Works by 3.75 percent, and 
for employee benefits by 5 percent. 

In some cases, such as the capital ex¬ 
pense (spending for high-priced equip¬ 
ment or expensive construction projects), 
Groux and White didn’t use the eight-year 
average. The didn’t use it for capital, ex¬ 
plained White, because over the first two 
years there was practically no capital 
budget. In the current fiscal year, it stands 
at $960,278. 

The most notable place the eight-year 
average wasn’t used is in personnel costs. 
Over the past eight years, the average 
wage increase has been close to 7 percent. 
Over the next four years, the plan 
predicts, it will be closer to 5 percent. 

“Town Meeting was saying that they 
wanted not only a long range plan but also 
that they don’t want to see those kind of 
(7 percent) personal services cost in¬ 
creases,” said Groux. “Even projecting 
5 percent increases, we came up with a 
shortfall. But to go lower may be ignor¬ 
ing a degree of reality.’’ 

Groux noted that in the current 
negotiations with the police union, and 
negotiations with the firefighters and 
public works employees scheduled to 
begin this year, a 5 percent raise package 
“is the kind of settlement we’ll have to talk 
about.” 

But since simply cutting employee 
raises won’t wipe out the budget deficits, 
Groux has come up with a list of options 
to increase revenues or decrease costs. 

The list of options grows each year and, 
by the final year, the report suggests 15 
different ways to balance the budget. 

Groux noted that he didn’t list how 
much each option would save in order to 
avoid having Town Meeting members go 
through the list, mixing and matching op¬ 
tions to come up with an amount of sav¬ 
ings that would wipe out the deficit. 

“I’d rather debate the need for these 
things, as opposed to their dollar value,’’ 
said Groux. 

The first batch of options are geared to 
eliminate part of the Proposition 2.5 
squeeze on the budget by having the town 
push for legislative changes to the law. 

The first suggestion alone would wipe 
out the deficit — having the Proposition

2Mj law rewritten so tax levies would be 
based on current values, rather than 
limited to a 2M» percent increase each 
year. 

The second is to exempt pension liabili¬ 
ty funding from the Proposition 2* 2 tax 
cap. In other words, the $250,000 Town 
Meeting approved this year for pension 
funding would be added onto the tax levy, 
instead of included in it. 

Two other suggestions are made for 
legislative action — pushing for a cap on 
special education costs, and eliminating 
some disability pension laws that require 
the town to pay higher pensions to workers 
injured on the job. 

The rest of the options are divided bet¬ 
ween those which would raise revenues 
and those that would cut costs. 

On the revenge-raising side are sugges¬ 
tions to institute a sewer use charge (con¬ 
sidered but dropped this year), build a 
center garage (a state grant would pay for 
it, but the town would reap the parking 
money), sell or lease town properties such 
as the Mystic and Parkhurst Schools, and 
increase department fees and water rates. 

Cost-cutting measures suggested in¬ 
clude turning the ambulance service over 
to a private concern, reducing recrea¬ 
tional programs, eliminating the archival 
center, reducing library hours, cutting the 
school budget, closing the West Side Fire 
Station, paving over the Packer Courts to 
avoid the high cost of maintaining the clay 
surface, and reducing hours at the 
transfer station. 

“These are not new ideas,” noted 
Groux. “They have all been tried or con¬ 
sidered before.” 

Groux also stressed that all of the 
estimates, suggestions and assumptions in 
the forecast are only those of a first-draft 
plan. The Board of Selectmen, and later 
the Finance Committee, must approve the 
document and make any changes they 
wish before they send it on to Town 
Meeting. 

After the Spring Town Meeting vote, a 
special summer Town Meeting to debate 
the Town Manager’s forecast was con¬ 
sidered, but selectmen now say they pro¬ 
bably won’t call the special session until 
after Labor Day. 

Whenever it comes, the Town Meeting 
members will certainly have plenty of in¬ 
formation, and plenty of controversial 
suggestions, to work with.

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Town Beautification Plans 
To Be Delayed Until October 


Flipping Out

Although they will still be dealing 
with several months of center recon¬ 
struction in the spring. Winchester 
residents may bo able to stroll along 
Main st. on a brick sidewalk lined by old- 
fashioned street lights as they Christmas 
shop this year. 

Such is the hope of some members of 
the Design Review Committee which, 
due to delays in the surveying of the 
downtown, has pushed back the con¬ 
struction dates on its beautification 
project to October. 

Some fear the delays, the arrival of 
the Christmas shopping season and cold 
weather could put the project on hold 
until spring, endangering state funding 
and the public’s support. 

Rut the Design Review Committee 
members hope to get the new sidewalks, 
stone or brick crosswalks, Victorian- 
style street lamps, trees and benches — 
all aimed at turning the downtown area 
into more of a pedestrian center — into 
the ground of the downtown’s major 
streets by November. 

The money for all those im¬ 
provements has been in the town’s hands 
since spring, when the Town Meeting 
approved spending $250,000 for the lights 
and the state turned over the check for a 
$331,000 grant. 

What aren't in the town’s hands are 
the surveyor's plans of the downtown. 

“The survey teams are about 30 days 
behind schedule,” said the town’s 
Economic Development Coordinator 
John Connery. “We know we can’t do the 
whole thing this year. We’re trying to 
determine how far we can go. ” 

Under the original schedule, the 
survey teams would turn in completed 
worksheets by the end of June and 
construction would begin in late August 
or early September. 

Now. says Connery, work won’t begin 
until at least October. “We could take 
one or two of the major streets in Oc¬ 
tober and get them set up. then finish in 
April or May.” he explained. 

The difficulty with starting con¬ 
struction in October is that the winter is 
just around the corner.

“If the weather turns really cold in 
November forget it,” said Connery. 
“You don’t want to get caught with your 
pants down and big holes in the ground 
and the ground freezing. ” 

In addition, the construction work 
must disturb business patterns as little 
as possible. Work started in the fall must 
be completed before the Christmas 
shopping season begins in late 
November. 

Connery stressed that the survey 
firm. Boston Survey Consultants, has not 
been slack in its work. Rather, as the 
surveying progressed, the town decided 
to expand the area to be drawn up. 

“The survey has proved to be a little 
more complicated than we expected.” 
said Connery. “The town Engineering 
Dept, is going to be using this for quite a 
long time so we said ‘let’s pick up a few 
extra intersections that border on the 
downtown.’” 

The architects for the project, Paul 
Lu and Associates, also requested some 
extensions of the survey area to include 
certain buildings, landmarks, and trees. 


“What we’ve been doing is providing 
him (Lu) with copies of the worksheets 
so he can see if there’s anything he 
wants,” said John Noonan, project 
supervisor for Boston Survey Con¬ 
sultants. 

The surveyors’ work is of major 
importance. Their data provide in¬ 
formation on the exact location of every 
item in the downtown area and will serve 
as a base for all architectural work. The 
finished plans will show cross sections of 
the road every 25 feet and will detail the 
exact location of all surface structures 
and utility lines. 

Included in the data will be Boston 
Edison and New England Telephone and 
Telegraph lines, the Metropolitan 
District Commission main sewer lines, 
underground television cables. Boston 
Gas pipes, and town water, drain, and 
sewer lines. 

“You have to do it very carefully." 
explained Noonan. The surveyors’ sheets 
will determine where holes will be dug. 
where street lights will be located and 
where trees will be planted.

Once the survey has been completed, 
all of the information outlined on the 
plans must then be rechecked by both the 
surveyors and the architects to ensure 
its accuracy. 

“You can’t rush the technical in¬ 
formation or you’ll pay,for it in spades 
later," said Connery. 

One person who is concerned about 
the delay in construction is state Rep. 
Sherman Saltmarsh who attended a 
meeting of the Design Review Com¬ 
mittee last week. 

"This administration is taking a 
different tack from the previous ad¬ 
ministration. They want the money back 
because there are other communities 
that are ready to use this.” said Salt- 
marsh. 

“The administration feels that the $10 
million that we in the legislature put 
through is not going to be used up. If we 
don’t get something in the ground this 
year we may lose funding." 

Saltmarsh is also concerned about 
how the town will react to the delay. 

“In the Town Meeting we’ve talked 
about doing a lot for a long time.” he 
said. “We’ve really got to show what 
we’ve talked about for 10 years. It’ll be 
something to point to — it'll really be 
something to sell for future programs.” 

Saltmarsh stressed, however, that he 
didn't want the process to be hurried too 
much, thereby jeopardizing the quality 
of the work. 

Connery and other members of the 
Design Review Committee are also 
Concerned that they may lose the support 
of the town if the project drags on too 
long. 

"I think it’s very important to let the 
public see what we’re doing” said 
Connery. “The public has to see 
something tactile there. They have to see 
it. touch it. see where their money went, 
otherwise the whole momentum of the 
program begins to dissipate.” 

But although one very interested 
portion of the public — the downtown 
merchants confess to being disap¬ 
pointed by the delay, it hasn’t diminished 
their enthusiasm for the project. 

“It seems too bad. I thought it would 
be all set by Christmas,” said Joseph 
Polvere, Owner of One or Two Things. 

“I’m excited that it'll happen, but I 
can be patient. As long as it happens I’ll 
be happy.” said John Morello,

Five Year Financial Forecast Discussed

Public Invited To Classic 
Thunderbird Display

If Winchester is to have a balanced 
budget and maintain services to the 
town, expenses must be cut or revenues 
must be increased. If expenses are not 
cut. Winchester may find itself over $1 
million in debt by 1988. 

Assistant to the Town Manager Rick 
White brought this message to the 
selectmen Monday night in the form of 
the Town Manager’s rough draft of a 
five-year financial forecast for the town. 

"You have to start with a plan and an 
assumption," said White, who presented 
Town Manager Thomas Groux’s plan. 
Groux’s assumption is that services 
would remain the same with no new fees. 

Groux developed the five-year 
economic forecast after spring Town 
Meeting imposed a freeze on wage in¬ 
creases Town Meeting instructed the 
Town Manager to draw up a forecast to 
show where the money would come from 
to pay for raises and other town expenses 
as well as suggestions for cutting ex¬ 
penses. 


The five-year study was discussed, 
but not voted on, by selectmen, who 
decided to consider it again next week. 

After criticizing the methods used in 
the forecast selectman Michael Saraco 
offered to work on it and come up with 
some suggestions o[ his own. 

"I don’t approve of the forecast,” 
Saraco told the board. The plan's 
calculations included applying per¬ 
centage increases for expenses such as 
health and social service programs, and 
Saraco disapproved of the method. 

"I don’t agree with the theory that 
you keep adding a percentage each year 
to come up with a prediction," he told 
White. 

"The percentages are for planning 
purposes only," White reminded Saraco. 
"We also identified trends wherever 
possible. In the school department, for 
example, it’s difficult to track down 
trends because declining enrollments 
will offset actual decreases in ex¬ 
penditures." 

"It’s reallv a theoretical exercise." 


said Selectmen Chairman Edward 
O’Connell. "The options certainly are not 
limited or all inclusive. We must be 
realistic and honest and we must have 
Groux at the helm of this." 

Board members agreed that the plan 
needed further discussion with Groux. 
who was not at the meeting 

According to the forecast, if spending 
trends continue, and the taxes the town 
can raise continue to be limited by 
Proposition 2' j, the increasing costs of 
town services will inevitably produce a 
deficit. 

Selectman Alan Macdonald said that 
he’d like the selectmen to come forward 
with a presentation of their own con¬ 
cerning the forecast. "1 realize that 
things will be different when we get to 
the fiscal year 1987. but I think we should 
as selectmen come forward at a Town 
Meeting and present something," 
Macdonald said. 

"We want to have a plan." said 
Selectman John Williams. "We could say 
we will level fund and make decisions, 


but we better start thinking now about 
what we want to cut. How long will it tie 
before we start heading into a deficit 
situation?" 

O'Connell told selectmen Saraco and 
Macdonald that they should go to work 
on the Board’s response to the plan. It's 
all right to make assumptions but there 
comes a point where you have to take 
action," said O’Connell "For now. we 
should see the plan as a forecast and 
we'll discuss the final points with Town 
Manager Groux."

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Friends Of Winchester Hospital Donate 
20,000 Hours And Thousands Of Dollars 


Life at Winchester Hospital is 
a lot easier for both patients and 
staff because of some friends — 
502 of them, to be exact — who 
volunteer their time and energy 
to the hospital. 

The Friends of Winchester 
Hospital, a group of men, women 
and children who hail primarily 
from Winchester, Reading and 
Wakefield, perform a variety of 
services at the hospital, from 
waiting on customers in the cof¬ 
fee shop to working with cancer 
patients. In the past year alone, 
the 233 Friends who actually 
work in the hospital put in a total 
of 20,621 hours there, saving the 
hospital staff a lot of time — and 
the hospital a lot of money. All the 
Friends do their work for nothing 
more than the satisfaction of 
knowing that they lent a hand to 
someone in need. 

This is the Friends’ 33rd year 
of helping at the hospital. Before 
the Friends organized in 1950, the 
hospital had been without a direct 
service volunteer group 
(although it did have the Winton 
Club to provide linen) since 1933, 
when the Winchester Visiting 
Nurse Association separated 
itself from the hospital. In the late 
1940’s, the female members of the 
hospital’s Board of Directors 
began talking about forming a 
service group, and in 1948 they 
were granted permission to pro¬ 
ceed. Two years later, the 
Friends were born, with 70 
members performing nine 
services. 

The original members of the 
Friends were all women, but by 
their second year of existence the 
group was using student 
volunteers during the summer. 
Eventually, teenagers began 
working after school as well, and 
in the mid-1960s they officially 
became the Junior Friends of the 
Hospital with their own officers. 
Finally, in 1971, men joined the 
ranks of the Friends for the first 
time and they’ve been a growing 
and important part of the group 
ever since. Men now staff the X- 
ray transport service entirely, 
and they also work in areas such 
as evening patient care and the 
messenger service. 

The Friends, said President 
Kathleen Neuner, has always 
been an organization that anyone 
can join at any time. And the 
group, Neuner added, wouldn’t 
have it any other way. “We are 
open to everyone,’’ she said. 
“And I think that’s one of our 
greatest strengths.” The 
membership has grown by leaps 
and bounds since 1950; of the 502 
total members, 281 of them are 
now active. Even more im¬ 
pressive, there are 60 more 


members this year than there 
were last year, which pleases 
Neuner. “In these times when so 
many people are going back to 
work and volunteerism seems to 
be on the wane, we’re not having 
difficulty finding volunteers.’’ 

The number of services the 
Friends volunteer for has also in¬ 
creased by leaps and bounds 
since the group was formed. To¬ 
day, Friends work in 19 different 
areas at the hospital, doing such 
things as running errands, giving 
tours to school groups, helping 
patients prepare for bed, staffing 
the coffee cart, delivering and 
caring for patient’s flowers, 
assisting the emergency room 
staff and registering and admit¬ 
ting patients. The messenger ser¬ 
vice is the most popular among 
the Friends, with 66 people 
volunteering for it, while the 
newest is the oncology service, 
which involves working as hosts 
or hostesses with cancer patients. 

The Friends have other ac¬ 
tivities in addition to in-hospital 
services. Two groups of Friends, 
one led by Mrs. Russell 
Carpenter of Winchester and the 
other by Mrs. Augustus Dutton of 
Reading, make Winnie-the- 
Puppet hand dolls which are 
given to all children who are ad¬ 
mitted to the pediatrics ward. 
Last year, more than 300 of the 
dolls, which were first made in 
1957 and are dressed in 
miniatures of the Friends’ 
cherry-red uniforms, were hand¬ 
ed out. 

The Friends also raise money. 
Each year, they sell hand-made 
items at “The Friendly Table’’ at 
the Winton Club Christmas Fair. 
They also have an annual social 
function, which is primarily for 
the enjoyment of Friends 
members. Together, the two fun¬ 
draisers allow the Friends to 
make an annual donation to the 
hospital. Last year, $2,500 was 
given to the hospital’s “Gift of 
Health” Building Fund with The 
Friendly Table, chaired by 
Jeanne Bernard, raising about 
$1,000, and the second annual 
Champagne Brunch, planned by 
Ann Merry, raising about $1,500. 
The brunch, which replaced the 
Friends’ traditional Hospital 
Ball, was a sellout event and at¬ 
tended by nearly 250 pepole tak¬ 
ing place in March at the Jenks 
Senior Center. 

The group also puts an em¬ 
phasis on health education, 
presenting two programs for the 
general membership every year, 
and on awarding their members 
as they reach in-hospital service 
milestones. Marjorie Murphy and 
Mary Hewins, two long-time 
volunteers, received their

* I don’t know why anybody else 
goes to the beach, but I go to look 
at the people. 

I love to see bunches of people 
gathered in one place. 

I’ve always felt that way, 
since the first time I was ever 
part of a large gathering (it was 
the fall of ’52, I think, and I was 
taken to see then-General Eisen¬ 
hower parade through the streets 
of Boston.) 

“Look at this crowd! ” I say to 
myself. “How can there be so 
many people in the world? And of 
so many different sizes and 
shapes? How come I don’t know 
any of them? What variety there 
is in the world! An infinity of 
human design!” 

I felt this way when I w as four 
in a crowd, and I feel this way 
today. 

But a beach crowd is better 
than about any other crowd you 


names. Male or female, though, 
they're there for the same rea¬ 
son: to absorb all the ultra-violet 
rays that their skins can tolerate, 
and to think the kind of blank but 
potent rock-’n’roll thoughts that 
flit through the minds of 
adolescents. 

There are the mothers of 
small children, inevitable, at the 
beach; I feel a special kinship 
with them. They arrive carrying 
not just the next generation, but 
a warehouse of strollers and play¬ 
pens and elaborate shade-afford¬ 
ing contraptions. One of their 
children is always covered with a 
fresh varnish of jelly, and an¬ 
other invariably has to go to the 
bathroom. Someone under tw’o 
feet tall has staggered into the 
surf; and the baby, you can be 
sure, is eating sand. Mother has 
a look on her face that generally 
says. “Where on EARTH did I get 
the idea that a day at the beach

could name. Why? Because it’s so 
thoroughly mixed, so truly 
heterogeneous., 

You don’t find that so much in 
other kinds of crowds. I mean, a 
crowd at a sporting event mostly 
has that competitive quality; 
they’re all watching the players 
and calculating the odds and 
comparing today’s performance 
with past performances. A crowd 
at a rock concert has a certain ex¬ 
pectant air about it; you can tell 
that they’re dying for the music 
to start so they can begin to feel 
it coming in through their feet 
and step out of their skins for a 
while. And other kinds of crowds 
reveal other specific characteris¬ 
tics: go someplace where profes¬ 
sional tennis is played, and 
everyone you see will haVe 
perfect teeth, travel-agent tans, 
and smiles that say, “Aren’t we 
swell people, really, and don’t we 
all support public television?” 

At the beach, though, you find 
all kinds of humans; every ver¬ 
sion is represented, every varia¬ 
tion on the general theme. 

There are the sun worship¬ 
pers, first of all, the regulars — 
those who arrive at ten and leave 
by three. They’re there for the 
prime tanning hours, and they 
come equipped: a small cooler, 
one of those amputated chairs, 
and a lightweight radio. You can 
spot the regulars by the effec- 
iency of their paraphernalia. It 
all rolls up and tucks away in a 
twinkling. You can also tell them 
by their tans; their skin is the 
color of double-chocolate ice 
cream. 

And then there are the segre¬ 
gated gangs of boys or girls, 
who’ve come to the beach in a 
body to Check Out the Action. 
They’re the ones that bring those 
portable radio-and-tape-deck 
combinations the size of a small 
piece of office furniture. If you 
get next to a gang of females, 
you’ll see them alternate periods 
of screaming and giggling with 
long stretches during which they 
lie face-up and utterly motion¬ 
less, lined up liked cordwood on 
the sand. If you end up near 
males, you’ll witness noisy and 
obtrusive games of Frisbee, and 
hear boys who have probably 
been together since diaper days 
posturing and acting tough and 
calling each other by their last 


would be relaxing?” 

And last there are the couples; 
they’re my favorite. I could 
watch couples at the beach all 
afternoon. The girl wears the 
typical quarter-yard of goods that 
passes for a bathing suit this 
season, and she’s moving very 
carefully. Her stomach, if she has 
one, is sucked in as far as it will 
go. He boyfriend gives off a simi¬ 
lar air of precarious tension, 
though he’s trying very hard to 
act casual. He drapes an occa¬ 
sional arm over his girlfriend’s 
shoulders, more to show owner¬ 
ship than affection. They never 
actually swim, the couples you 
see at the beach. They lie next to 
each other, largely unclothed as 
we all are here, and ponder the 
implications of this fact. If they 
converse at all, they do it in 
whispers. Couples are special at 
the beach, as they are most any¬ 
where. They give off a field of 
energy that protects them some¬ 
how and sets them apart form the 
rest of us less intense characters. 

Beyond these broad categor¬ 
ies, you’ll see individuals behav¬ 
ing in surprising and unpredict¬ 
able ways. The beach does that to 
people. A truck driver can be 
found curled up on a towel and 
sleeping like a baby; a suburban 
clubwoman can be seen crouched 
in the surf, wallowing like a water 
buffalo; a white-haired woman, 
still wearing her old-country 
black dress is found padding 
barefoot through the sand ; and a 
patent attorney is discovered 
building a sand-castle. 

The beach is a prime place for 
people-watching, all right. We’re 
at our most spontaneous here, 
free to be whoever we arc down 
deep. 

The pull of the tide acts as a 
metronome, a slow and steady 
rhythm to our ears. We are 
children there on the sand; chil¬ 
dren at rest on the breast of the 
Mother. We feel the rise and fall 
of her steady breathing, and we 
are freed to play and be innocent 
again in her embrace.

Beacon Hill Roll Call 


TELEVISION (H 6568): 
House approved 120-7, Senate ap¬ 
proved 19-10, a $1.5 million capital 
outlay bill for renovations and 
equipment for State House televi¬ 
sion coverage of House sessions. 

Supporters argued the money 
is necessary to fund the television 
coverage the House recently ap¬ 
proved and which will begin on 
WGBH’s channel 44 in January. 

Opponents, some of whom 
support television coverage, said 
the taxpayers should not have to 
fund the coverage to the tune of 
$1.5 million. 

A “Yea” vote is for the $1.5 
million. A “Nay” vote is against 
it. 


Saltmarsh and Kraus voted 
yes. 

FISCAL 1984 BUDGET (H 
6500): House approved 129-23, 
Senate approved 34-3, a $7.26 
billion compromise version of the 
fiscal 1984 state budget. The 
budget is $77 million less than the 
revised one submitted by Gov. 
Dukakis in May. It is about 6 per¬ 
cent more than the fiscal 1983 
budget. Provisions include $159 
million in increased local aid to 
cities and towns; use of $61 
million in surplus interest from 
the state employees’ and 
teachers’ pension funds to fund 
the budget; a $125 per child 
winter clothing allowance and a 


5 percent increase in the income 
eligibility level for Aid to 
Families with Dependent 
Children recipients; a cap on 
state personnel; 1600 new state 
jobs; and a section allowing state 
colleges to raise tuition by 15 per¬ 
cent and keep the added revenue 
for on-campus activities. 

Supporters argued the 
package was a responsible and 
lean one which delivers quality 
goods and services yet prevents 
the need for a broad-based tax 
increase. 

Opponents said the package 
was inflated, loaded with un¬ 
necessary items, and an outrage 
to taxpayers. Many claimed the 
budget was $100 million out of 


balance. 

A “Yea” vote is for the 
budget. A “Nay” vote is against 
it. 

Rep. Sherman Saltmarsh and 
Sen. Richard Kraus voted yes. 

PHYSICIAN ASSISTANTS (S 
594): Senate 23-14, reconsidered 
its earlier approval of a bill allow¬ 
ing nurse practitioners and physi¬ 
cian assistants to prescribe and 
administer certain medications 
in nursing homes, community 
settings, and other situations. 

A “Yea” vote is for recon¬ 
sidering the bill’s passage. A 
“Nay” vote is for leaving the bill 
passed. 

Kraus voted no.

An adequate income, transportation, 
and affordable health care emerged as 
the top three needs of elders in the 16- 
town Minuteman region according to the 
1984-86 Area Plan on Aging prepared by 
the Minuteman Home Care C'orp. The 
plan will be discussed at two meetings 
next week. 

As the designated area agency on 
aging for the region. Minuteman is 
required by federal law to create a three- 
year plan which has two purposes: to 
identify the most pressing problems 
facing people 60 years of age and older; 
and to outline priorities for the spending 
of federal funds from the Older 


Americans Act for the coming year. 

Last year, the Minuteman staff 
conducted a needs assessment to obtain 
first hand information from seniors and 
from service providers about unmet 
needs. 

There are two pieces to the needs 
assessment, according to Minuteman 
director John Paul Marosy Small 
discussion meetings were held in dif¬ 
ferent parts of the area which includes 
Arlington and Winchester. The seniors 
said what was on their minds, and all the 
ideas were written down. In addition, a 
survey was sent to agencies serving the

elderly, to find out about gaps in services 
provided, or any other problems 

From the surveys, a plan was 
developed and five areas of service were 
identified for funding: 

—legal services 
—advocacy for employment 
—housing alternatives for elderly 
—development of community focal 
points (local facilities, such as senior 
centers, where elders can receive a 
range of social, health and recreational 
programs. 

—respite care (expand options for 
families taking care of older relatives.) 

To meet the needs approximately 
$78,000 will be available in federal grant 


funds, for agencies serving the elderly in 
the 16-town area. 

Service organizations, profit and non¬ 
profit can submit proposals to 
Minuteman Home Care for grant money. 
Interested parties can contact 
Minuteman by certified or registered 
mail for a Request for Proposal packet 
by Aug. 11. Completed proposals will be 
due on Aug. 31. A committee will screen 
the proposals. 

According to Marosy, there’s a 
limited amount of federal money. 
“Congress does not allow for such 
problems as inflation This takes its toll 
in the amount available to home care,” 
ho says. 


Fortunately, Marosy says, 
Minuteman has been able to raise over 
$50,000 in private money this year. It is 
one of the only stale agencies that did 
this. Of 27 home care corporations in the 
state. Minuteman is the only one with a 
really successful private funding drive, 
according to Marosy.

Mrs. Catherine DeTeso Celebrates: 


Sixty' Yeats OJ Happiness

‘ Last Saturday was a very 
special day for 85 -year-old 
Catherine DeTeso of 11 Olive st. 

First of all, it was a day set 
aside to celebrate her 60 years in 
Winchester as well as in the 
United States. And, just as impor¬ 
tantly, it was a day for Catherine 
to be reunited with the three 
generations of family who have 
made her life. 

Ever since Mrs. DeTeso arriv¬ 
ed in the U.S. from Calabria, Ita¬ 
ly, in 1923, she has lived in the 
same home on Olive st. 

During those 60 years, Mrs. 
DeTeso raised her own six 
children and watched her family 
multiply and drift farther and 
farther away from home. 

But on July 16, the offspring 
returned to the six-room home 
where many of them grew up, 
some coming from as far as 
Illinois. 

Sitting on her sofa, amidst the 
bustle created by her six 
children, 17 grandchildren and 
nine great-grandchildren, the 
vibrant, yet tranquil, DeTeso 
matriarch explained how she 
first arrived in America and what 
the move has meant for her and 
her family. 

At the age of 25, in order to be 
reunited with her husban An¬ 


tonio, Mrs. DeTeso embarked on 
the trans-Atlantic voyage from 
Italy to New York and then by 
train to Boston. 

Like many others from his 
home town, Antonio had left Ita¬ 
ly for the U.S. two years earlier 
in hopes of securing a better way 
of life for himself and his family. 

To be with him Mrs. DeTeso 
sacrificed a comfortable farm 
life with her three brothers, one 
sister, and parents. Her ocean 
voyage spanned two weeks and 
her sole companion was her 
3-year-old son Rocco. 

When she arrived in Win¬ 
chester, there was no electricity 
or gas in her Olive st. home for 
the first nine months of her stay. 
But looking back, Mrs. DeTeso 
does not recall it being an 
especially hard time. 

“I was in America,” she says. 
“Italy was behind me. 
Everything that meant some¬ 
thing to me was in this country. 
I was very happy.” 

Mrs. DeTeso kept in touch 
with her parents and siblings 
through letters, but she never 
returned to see them. She says 
the trip to America was too long 
and hard to be repeated. 

According to Mrs. DeTeso, her 
father had visited the United 
States prior to her arrival, but he 


refused to bring the rest of his 
family here. She says he return¬ 
ed to Italy after he discovered 
that American women had too 
much power. “He did not want 
his wife to be boss,” says Mrs. 
DeTeso. 

For 18 years, Mrs. DeTeso’s 
husband worked for the Win¬ 
chester Water Dept. During that 
time, Mrs. DeTeso gave birth in 
her home to five more children, 
Sam, Connie, Ann, Maria, and 
Lila. 

Being a newcomer in a foreign 
country, Mrs. DeTeso says she 
had few outside friends. She con¬ 
centrated solely on the upbring¬ 
ing of her children. They became 
everything to her, she says. 

One of Mrs. DeTeso’s 
daughters, Maria Staggs of 
Longmeadow, says her mother 
once confided in her that the ad¬ 
justment was a very difficult one 
due to loneliness and that she 
cried for a year. Mrs. DeTeso 
recalls, “I felt lost a little bit, but 
that disappeared after five to six 
months.” 

Mrs. DeTeso cites English as 
being her main problem during 
that time since she had grown up 
learning Albanian and was later 
taught Italian in school. The tran¬ 
sition from one culture to another 


was also slowed by the fact that 
her home on Olive st. was one of 
many Italian homes. Most of her 
friends and neighbors were 
transplanted from her hometown 
of Calabria. 

For this reason, her son Roc¬ 
co says her need to master the 
language was not that urgent and 
she learned her English from her 
children, each of whom attended 
Winchester High School. 

She still has some difficulty 
with the language, but her in¬ 
dependent nature makes her 
refuse to allow anyone to speak 
on her behalf without permission. 
With a quick wave of the hand 
and an annoyed glance, she 
silences anyone who tries to inter¬ 
rupt or speak for her. 

But the exasperation lasts on¬ 
ly a moment, and, once she has 
regained the floor, she carefully 
and joyfully explains her point. 
She’s aware of her mistakes, but 
seems to find more amusement in 
them than frustration. 

“She’s very humorous and has 
very definite ways about her,” 
says daughter Maria. “She’s 
learning all the time and has a 
mind of her own.” 


But on the subject of World 
War II, Mrs. DeTeso’s serene and 
pleasant face clouds. “That was 
the worst,” she explains with a 
heavy sigh and an emphatic rais¬ 
ing of her arm. “I had both sons 
in the service and worried con¬ 
stantly. I was lifeless.” 

Her husband, who died about 
20 years ago, also became sick 
during that time and Mrs. 
DeTeso had to take complete 
charge of the family. “She kept 
the household together with vir¬ 
tually no resources,” says Maria. 
Fortunately, Mrs. DeTeso 
qualified for some town financial 
assistance at the time and her 
children were old enough to con¬ 
tribute some support. 

Mrs. DeTeso says she had a 
great time at her long-awaited 
reunion and according to her 
daughter Maria, the family hopes 
to do the same thing each year 
from now on.

Massachusetts Is The Worst Hit State In North America But 
Bedrock And Topography Reduce Winchester’s Problems

It may not be too late to save Win¬ 
chester’s lakes and streams from the 
threat of acid rain. 

First, the waterways around town have 
not been hit as hard as many others in the 
state. 

And second, political lobbying by state 
officials has finally started to have some 
impact on the main source of the problem, 
fossil fuel emissions from the Midwestern 
utility plants. 

Massachusetts has been one of the 
states hardest hit by acid rain contamina¬ 
tion. In fact, if aquatic life in the state 
were expected to survive in water solely 
made up of the rainfall that was measured 
last year, it would all die, scientists say. 

According to a report recently issued 
by the Acid Rain Monitoring Project, 
Massachusetts residents “have been 
receiving the most acidic deposition of any 
province or state in North America. ’ ’ And 
even project director Dr. Paul J Godfrey 
and his co-workers were surprised by the 
results they obtained. “I didn’t think it 
would be this bad," says Godfrey. 

Various studies have indicated that 
acid rain is responsible for the killing of 
fish and other marine life, crop damage, 
and a decline in forest productivity. For 
man, the main threat is said to be the con¬ 
tamination of drinking water supplies. 


Scientists say these water bodies can be 
treated, but such action only alleviates the 
problem temporarily and runs the risk of 
creating further heaith hazards, they say. 

Remarkably, due to the content of its 
bedrock and the topography of the area, 
the waters in Middlesex County have been 
the least affected by the acid rain that 
ends up in various lakes and streams. 

According to Godfrey, who is also the 
director of the Water Resources Research 
Center at UMass in Amherst, “Middlesex 
County has relatively few lakes and 
streams of endangered and critical satus 
and is the most fortunate in having the 
most lakes and streams in the sensitive to 
not sensitive bracket, the top two of the 
five categories used in the project's 
survey to classify water samples. “The 
less sensitive a body of water is to acid 
rain, the better off it is." he says. 

Specifically, Middlesex County has on¬ 
ly 4 percent of its bodies of water in the 
critical category compared to 20 percent 
statewide. Thirty percent of the county’s 
waters involved in the survey are listed as 
not sensitive, meaning they are not 
seriously threatened by any contamina¬ 
tion. For the state as a whole, that figure 
is only 18 percent 

The Acid Rain Monitoring Project 
began organizing in November and at this 
time is busy sampling and tabulating the 


results for 1,173 lakes, streams and reser¬ 
voirs throughout Massachusetts — ap¬ 
proximately 25 percent of the state’s 
waterways. 

A number of environmental and pro¬ 
fessional groups are aiding the project 
with financial and organizational support, 
but the exact sampling that takes place 
once a month is done by more than 800 
volunteers from around the state. 

In Middlesex County, 184 bodies of 
water are being tested including Wedge 
Pond, Brooks Pond, the Upper Mystic 
Lake, and Big Winter Pond in Winchester. 

Only the overall results from April, 
which was the first month of the testing, 
are available at this point. Results for 
specific bodies of water have not yet been 
released, but should be ready in a week 
or two. The project is scheduled to con¬ 
tinue until next June. 

Ed Oloski, District Three coordinator 
for the program, explains that the Win¬ 
chester reservoir is not involved in the 
survey because the water occasionally 
pumped in from the Metropolitan District 
Commission’s Spot Pond and the 
chemicals already added to treat it would 
make a true reading impossible. 

One reason that Middlesex County is so 
much better off than the rest of the state 
is that the bedrock in many of its water 
contains a lot of limestone which helps 


neutralize the acid. Also, as aquatic 
biologist Dr. Betsy Colburn of 
Massachusetts Audubon Society points 
out, Middlesex County is a very urban 
area and substances such as fertilizers 
contained in runoff contribute further to 
the waters' neutralizing capacity. She 
adds that this is a very flat area and this 
allows the water to travel more slowly and 
absorb more neutralizing materials from 
surrounding rocks and soil. 

Still, having less of a problem does not 
dismiss the problem, warns Godfrey. 

As Godfrey explains, a body of water 
contaminated by acid rain could recover 
on its own if there were to be a decrease 
in the amount of pollutants allowed into 
the atmosphere. But the process would be 
slow, depending not only on the geology of 
the area but more importantly on the level 
of contamination. 

For a body of water that isn’t too bad¬ 
ly damaged, the restoration period could 
be "relatively quick and take 10 to 20 
years,” says Godfrey. But the pristine 
state will never be restored if the acid rain 
contamination continues to pollute the 
atmosphere. 

And this is why for the past two 
months, Lt. Gov. John F. Kerry, En¬ 
vironmental Affairs Secretary James 
Hoyte, and Department of Environmen¬ 
tal Quality Engineering Commissioner 


Anthony Cortese have been meeting with 
governors in the Midwest in hopes of com¬ 
ing to an agreement between the New 
England states and the Midwestern region 
for a cost-effective interstate approach for 
reducing acid rain. 

“Acid rain can only be dealt with effec¬ 
tively on a national or multi-state basis 
and this state has been in the forefront of 
trying to begin that process before it is too 
late,’’ says Gov. Michael Dukakis. 

On July 7, in hopes of maintaining pre¬ 
sent support and gaining even more from 
citizens, Dukakis declared this week. Ju¬ 
ly 17 - July 23, “Acid Rain Awareness 
Week." 

“We now have the National Academy 
of Science and President Reagan’s own 
science panel agreeing that acid rain is 
caused by sulfur emissions, that emission 
reduction will produce the same level of 
reduction in acid rain, and that we must 
act now to reduce that pollution or face 
dire consequences," says Kerry. 

The recent National Academy of 
Science study confirmed that more than 
95 percent of acid deposition can be trac¬ 
ed to utility and industrial pollution and 
the primary source of the problem is the 
pollution produced in the Midwest. 

The effect of this is that more than 82 
percent of the lakes, streams and reser¬ 
voirs being investigated by the monitor 


ing project show some degree of 
contamination. 

At the present time, no one is quite sure 
of the health risks involved, but as Irwin 
Mesch, spokesperson for Mass. Audubon 
Society puts it, “It kills plants and 
animals, so it can’t be too good for us." 

The chief hazard for human beings is 
that the acid content of water corrodes 
pipes and allows heavy metals to leach in¬ 
to drinking water supplies. If the water 
supply is not treated to prevent such 
leaching, the metal cannot be extracted 
later. 

To illustrate the need for this treat¬ 
ment, Godfrey cites an example that took 
place in Amherst last summer. “The lead 
levels in the drinking water at an elemen¬ 
tary school exceeded drinking water stan¬ 
dards by three fold when pH (acidity) 
treatments had to be temporarily 
suspended," says Godfrey 

Adding either sodium hydroxide or 
lime will raise the pH and prevent metal 
contamination and also help the aquatic 
life survive, according to Mesch. Both are 
very effective, and are chosen on the basis 
of cost and preference. Lime, however re¬ 
quires a much messier application pro¬ 
cess. But they are only temporary 
solutions and are not without side effects.

“The infections are unusual You're 
talking about things that the normal in¬ 
dividual, you or 1. don't have You have 
t<> have something wrong with your im 
mune system to get those infections." said 
Dr. Adler. “Normally it's an unusual 
manifestation of an unusual disease." 

Such was the case with a man from 
Key West, Fla. who was suet sssfully 
treated for tuberculosis at Winchester 
Hospital in October 1981 and died of AIDS 
within a year. 

“He had a severely disseminated case 
of tuberculosis; he had it everywhere ex¬ 
cept where you usually find it in the 
lungs,' explained Adler. "It was treated 
successfully and he did well for seven 
months. He was then admitted*to 
Massachusetts General Hospital in 
Boston.) They made a diagnosis of 
pneumocystis (pneumocystis carinii 
pneumonia, one of the conditions common¬ 
ly associated with AIDS). He died at 
Mass. General in the summer of 1982 " 

The two potentially fatal conditions 
most commonly encountered in AIDS vic¬ 
tims are Kaposi's Sarcoma (a rare 
cancer) and pneumocystis carinii 
pneumonia (an unusual and difficult to 
treat form of pneumonia > 

“The real cases are so dramatic,” said 
Adler. “We would identify a case as a 
case.” The problem, Adler explained, is 
in seeing a person who has some vague 
symptoms,” and trying to figure out if 
those signs mean AIDS or a more common 
infection. 

It was such slight symptoms as some 
abnormal laboratory tests, in combination 


with concern over the lifestyle ol the pa¬ 
tients involved < there is a high incidence 
of AIDS among homosexual and bisexual 
men and intravenous drug users), which 
resulted in the special treatment for two 
Winchester Hospital patients this 
summer. 

“We had recently one case of which 
everyone was suspicious.” said Itkis. “We 
isolated him and took all the precautions 
recommended by the Centers for Disease 
('ontrol (CDC) until Dr. Adler could come 
out with a decision that it was not AIDS.” 

The precautionary measures followed 
by the hospital are basically those recom¬ 
mended by the CDC and are similar to 
those used in cases of hepatitis B. They in¬ 
clude wearing protective clothing (gloves 
in particular) when contacting any of the 
patient’s body fluids (blood, urine, saliva 
and marking all body fluid samples and 
disposable materials to ensure careful 
handling. 

Although many questions remain as to 
the exact methods by which AIDS is pass¬ 
ed between individuals, research suggests 
that it is most likely to be transmitted 
through contact with the body fluids, 
secretions or excretions of an infected per 
son, particularly during intimate sexual 
interaction. 

In some cases doctors, nurses, and 
supervisors at the hospital may decide to 
take precautions beyond those suggested 
by the CDC. 

In the most recent Winchester case, the 
patient was isolated in a private room in 
addition to receiving the standard of 
precautionary treatment. 

Adler said he fell such a measure was 
not necessarily appropriate in that case.

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According to Itkis, such decisions are 
made by supervising personnel beiore 
Adler examines the patient. 

He said the choice was made simply 
because a room was available. 

Adler’s review of a patient suspected 
of having AIDS includes an examination 
of the clinical evidence, as well as of the 
individual’s lifestyle, habits, and medical 
and epidemiological history. If necessary, 
blood and skin tests will be performed. 

Dr. Adler stressed that since the case 
he treated in 1981, the hospital has seen 
“nothing at all” in terms of true AIDS 
victims. 

If the hospital finds another case of 
AIDS, the patient would, if possible, be 
transferred to a larger, Boston hospital, 
said Adler. For now, Winchester’s treat¬ 
ment would lx 1 directed at “the manifesta¬ 
tion of the disease” — the way in which 
it has affected the individual. 

The one AIDS case treated at Win¬ 
chester Hospital was striking. “It was a 
dramatic case, a dramatic recovery, and 
a dramatic death,” said Adler. He does 
not expect -- or hope — to see another one 
like it very soon.

Mesch adds. 

As far as district coordinator Oloski is 
concerned, liming waterways is "like tak¬ 
ing an aspirin for cancer.” Liming cannot 
always be counted on to perform even on 
a temporary basis. “Sometimes the lime 
goes right to the bottom and then there’s 
not too much you can do except stir up the 
bottom which is expensive and will 
destroy even more life,” says Oloski. 

Mesch agrees that liming is not a good 
long-term solution and only “buys you a 
little more time.” Beyond that, while lim¬ 
ing may regenerate a lake or stream for 
a while, life in the water “is never the 
same as before. A totally different 
ecosytem evolves.” says Mesch. 

Sodium hydroxide treatments present 
a difficulty in remaining within the sodium 
limits set by the government and the 
American Heart Assn. These limits were 
exceeded, for example, two separate 
times in Amherst a year ago, says 
Godfrey. 

Sodium hydroxide is added to Win¬ 
chester’s three reservoirs along with 
fluoride and disinfectant according to 
Richard Warrington. Operation Manager 
for the Water and Sewer Division of the 
Dept, of Public Works He said it is check¬ 
ed four times a year and remains well 
below the standards at about 12 to 14 
milligrams per liter (the state limit is 20 
and the federal limit is 100.) “Not many 
towns can say that,” he adds. 

The watersheds surrounding the reser¬ 
voirs that service all of Winchester except 
for the West Side are specifically design¬ 
ed to prevent any rock salt runoff, says 
Warrington. 

And, says Warrington, since the 1970s, 
the main pipes being installed in Win¬ 
chester have been made of ductile iron 
that are lined with cement. This piping 
was chosen because it is strong enough to 
prevent corrosion and also would not “im¬ 
part a taste or any rusty particles to the 
water.” 

Fewer than 200 homes in town have 
service pipes going from the main lines to 
their homes which are made of lead, ac¬ 
cording to Warrington. 

Many scientists agree that acid rain 
can be traced back to fossil fuel emissions 
from transportation and utility sources 
which are released into the atmosphere 
and travel across the country eventually 
re-entering in the form of rain or snow.

But the percentages vary according to 
scientists as to how much pollution comes 
from where. 

"It’s extremely complicated to trace 
the path of a particular storm event,” says 
Godfrey. 

Godfrey estimates that for the eastern 
half of the U.S., 60 to 70 percent of the con¬ 
tamination is produced in the Midwest, 15 
to 20 percent in the East Coast, 5 percent 
in Central Canada and 5 to 20 percent in¬ 
cludes sampling error and contamination 
from local sources. 

Stressing the need for more research, 
Mesch says, “It’s a complex problem. 
Even scientists argue among 
themselves.” 

The project’s findings are based on one 
month and we don’t want to jump to any 
conclusions,” says Mesch. But he con¬ 
firms, “It’s time for the federal govern¬ 
ment to face the music and deal with it.’’ 

As one of many examples to illustrate 
the urgency of solving the acid rain pro¬ 
blem, Mesch cited a statewide study con¬ 
ducted last year by the National Wildlife 
Federation which showed the average pH 
of rainfall to be between 4.1 and 4.3. Mass 
Audubon also took informal 
measurements for eastern Massachusetts 
and came up with figures as low as 3.75. 

While the rainfall would become less 
acidic as it was diluted within a body of 
water, Mesch says that the alarming fact 
is that the numbers were far from the 
usual pH average of 5.6 for normal rain¬ 
fall and dangerously more acidic than 4.5, 
the pH level at which fish start to die. 
“Nothing can live at 4.3,” he says. 

To combat the problem, Mesch and 
many other scientists and researchers ad¬ 
vocate a 50 percent cut in utility emis¬ 
sions. “One good solution is to burn coal 
with a low sulfur content and install scrub¬ 
bers in smoke stacks to get most of the 
sulfur dioxide and nitrogen oxide out,” he 
says. “The exact amount of cutbacks 
would depend on the area and the amount 
of pollutants generated.” 

The utility plants in this area of the 
country would not be as affected because 
they are not the chief contributors to the 
state’s problem and because they have 
already made many adjustments. 

“We’re not in a position where we’re 
violating any standards set by the state,” 
says Massachusetts Electric spokesman 
James P. O’Donnell. “We’re coming in 
below the limits set,” In 1976, the company 
began to convert from foreign oil to coal 
and presently burns low sulfur coal, he 
says. 

Similarly, Walter Salvi of Boston Edi- 
sion Co. says the company is burning low

sulfur oil and meeting all environmental 
standards. However, the company is in the 
middle of looking at a low sulfur coal con¬ 
version plan. 

The main reason for this is a desire to 
get away from imported oil and develop 
some sort of security of supply says Salvi. 
There would also be definite cost advan¬ 
tages according to Salvi, but he adds that 
the plans are only at the licensing stage 
now and Boston Edison will not know for 
sure if they can go ahead with the plan or 
not until the spring of 1984. 

Both utilities are using precipitators in 
their smoke stacks which, according to 
Salvi, filter out 99.9 percent of the escap¬ 
ing chemicals. What does escape, he says, 
goes out to sea and has little impact 
locally. 

But for those utilities in the Midwest 
which are at the root of the problem, the 
methods for decreased emissions creates 
a problem as they could mean rate in¬ 
creases for customers. “The technology is 
there, to reduce emissions, but they’re 
resisting it because it costs money,” says 
Mesch. 

New England governors unanimously 
passed a resolution recently calling for 
“reduced emissions and a negotiable na¬ 
tional cost-sharing program to achieve 
those levels.” 

“We are now ready to go back to Ohio, 
Wisconsin and other states and present 
them with our resolution,” says Lt. Gov. 
Kerry. “We are hopeful that our approach 
can be agreed upon by New England, the 
Midwest, Congress and the administra¬ 
tion.” 

Dukakis also has set up a work study 
group comprised of 17 people from around 
Massachusetts and representing various 
environmental and business communities. 
According to a spokesman, their job is “to 
seek out scientific and professional infor¬ 
mation on the economics and environmen¬ 
tal impact of acid rain and advise the 
governor accordingly.” They have been 
meeting once a week since May, he said. 

Winchester may have less of a problem 
when compared to the entire state of 
Massachusetts, but nevertheless, it re¬ 
mains a victim of acid rain. 

The only way to end the destruction 
caused by acid rain is through federal 
legislation for fossil fuel emission cut¬ 
backs specifically in the midwestern 
region of the U.S., say Godfrey and other 
scientists. 

If this action is not taken, within the 
next few years, scientists say Winchester 
residents will be in the same boat as the 
rest of the state and nation and will see the 
slow but steady destruction of their water 
life.

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Readers Come To The Rescue Of Animal Rescuer 


Winchester Star readers responded 
enthusiastically last week to the appeal 
to help the Winchester Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals find a 
new home. 

Donations totaling almost $800 came 
into The Star after local merchants and 
the paper printed an appeal for aid for 
Yvonne Brown and her home for strays 
and lost pets. 


Brown, who has been finding homes 
for homeless animals for 20 years, has 
lost two kennels in the last two months, 
the most recent last week. For 20 years. 
Brown operated from a kennel on Russell 
rd. in Woburn. That operation came to 
an end in May when the veterinarian 
decided to use Brown’s space in his ken¬ 
nel for more lucrative boarding opera¬ 
tion. Brown then brought her remaining 


strays to another Woburn kennel as a 
temporary shelter but was not allowed 
to add any new animals. 

Nonetheless. Brown’s one-woman 
operation continues to help homeless 
animals, despite being homeless itself. 
Instead of dog officers bringing strays to 
Brown, Brown calls the dog officers to 
find out what animals they have and then 
she places ads in The Boston Globe to 


find the strays a home, referring callers 
to the appropriate dog officer. 

‘Tve helped a lot of animals just sit¬ 
ting here talking on the telephone,” she 
said recently. "I placed Winchester dogs, 
helped Somerville and Brighton and 
other cities and towns place theirs.” 

But the telephone service is a far cry

Out Of 
WHA Job

A voting block of selectmen and Win¬ 
chester Housing Authority members 
prevented two candidates — one a former 
Housing Authority member and another 
with experience running federal and state 
housing programs — from even a chance 
at winning a vacant Housing Authority 
seat. 

When selectmen and Housing Authori¬ 
ty members sat down Monday night to fill 
the vacancy, there seemed to be three can¬ 
didates for the job. 

But after a series of parliamentary 
manueverings, threats from the WHA 
chairwoman that there was no time to 
delay the appointment, and hearsay 
evidence against two of the candidates, 
the field was narrowed to one. 

And after a majority of Housing 
Authority members and a minority of 
selectmen put together enough votes to 
close nominations, Mary Meader of 
Bellevue ave. was given a four-year post 
on the Winchester Housing Authority. 

Shut out from any consideration were 
Charles Craven, who was recommended 
by the Winchester Seniors Assn., and 
William J. White, a new resident of Nor¬ 
wood st. who had, in the words of one 
selectmen, “impressive qualifications.” 

Bui Craven, a former Housing Authori¬ 
ty member, was dropped from considera¬ 
tion because WHA chairman Mary 
Murphy said her husband had met him in 
a supermarket, and Craven reportedly 
told Mr. Murphy he was not interested in 
the job. However, selectmen had not 
received a letter from Craven withdraw¬ 
ing his nomination. 

Craven told The Star two days after the 
meeting that he, indeed, was not in¬ 
terested in the post. “What happened was

Games Are 
Allowed 
In Town

Fortunately for Pac-Man and his bud¬ 
dies, Donkey Kong and Millipede, their 
first introduction to Winchester came 
from a well-known and respected local 
businessman. 

Without the backing of businessman Al 
Ruggles, the three screen personalities 
may never have come to Winchester. 

But come they will, as the Board of 
Selectmen voted 3-2 Monday night to allow 
the first three video games in Winchester 
to go into the Buggies and Bowker Sports 
Center on upper Main st. 

Selectmen noted they may never have 
approved Ruggles and Bowker’s video 
game license application — the first under 
Winchester’s year-old Amusement 
Devices Regulations — if Ruggles hadn't 
been the one requesting the license. 

“My feeling is, the applicant makes a 
big difference,” commented Selectman 
Alan Macdonald, who along with Select¬ 
men Chairman Edward O’Connell and 
Selectman John J. Williams voted for the 
license. “I’m delighted — speaking per¬ 
sonally, that you folks are the first ones 
in. Your business has done well in town for 
many years, you are so well respected, 
and you are a part of our young 
community. 

“I would certainly not be so comfor¬ 
table in trying this out if it had been 
someone else," Macdonald added. 

Not only did Ruggles ( who ran the Win¬ 
chester Sports Shop in downtown Win¬ 
chester for years before moving to 831 
Main st. this year) and his partner of four 
years, Calvin Bowker, get high marks 
from the selectmen, they also won 
character references from many in the 
audience. 

Even Selectman Michael Suraco, who 
voted against the license, commented that

Six Months Under Bottle Bill: 

Shoppers, Merchants Hate Law, But 
DPWSays Bottles Aren 9 t On Streets

More than six months after it was 
first introduced, the bottle bill remains a 
source of discontent and exasperation 
among residents and merchants. 

“The bottle bill’s a joke,” exclaimed 
one outraged shopper “It’s an in¬ 
convenience and a pain in the neck. I 
don’t like it and I don’t think it’s a good 
idea.” 

Said one spokesman for Purity 
Supreme, T think reaction to the bottle 
bill has been mixed. People approve of it, 
but I don’t think people realized what it 
entailed. They didn’t expect the number 
of bottles hanging around the house.” 

Most of the difficulties encountered 
by both merchants and customers center 
around bottle space, regulations on the 
returns, trips back to retailers for 
deposits, and a feeling that litter hasn’t 
decreased any. 

However, the Winchester Highway 
Department feels it has noticed a drop in 
the litter created by bottles and cans. 

The greatest problem faced by shop 
owners is in trying to find storage space 
for the returned containers. 

For Ralph D’Agostino of D’Agostino’s 
Delicatessen, the returns mean a 
decrease in the variety of containers he 
can offer. ”1 had to cut out some quart 
bottles, specifically Canada Dry, to 
make space for the returned cans and 
bottles,” he said. 

Even for the bigger stores storage is a 
problem. “It’s always a problem,” said 
Jack Murphy, Vice President of Public 
Relations for Purity Supreme. “You 
never have enough room to display all 


your products, and bottles take up even 
more space.” 

For residents, the aggravation 
centers around having to tote the empty 
containers back to the retailer. Ex¬ 
plained one customer, “I’m not going to 
return them unless it’s a case of beer and 
I’ll get $1.20. Otherwise, it’s too much to 
save them up.” 

Most agreed that it was pure laziness 
and a sense of "not wanting to bother” 
that keeps them from returning their 
empties even though they might approve 
of the bill. 

"I’m glad they passed it,” said Ellen 
Hennelly of 42 Hemingway st. “I don’t 
like to bring my own back because I’m 
too lazy, but I save them and someone in 
my house always returns them. ” 

An employee of the Water Depart¬ 
ment said. “My wife returns them, but I 
don’t bother saving them at home.” 
Instead, he loads up the back of his car 
with the beer and soda cans he finds up 
at the reservoir. ”1 was born during the 
Depression, so I save them up until I 
have about $20 worth,” he explained. 

But although he and his wife return 
bottles and cans he doesn’t feel the bill is 
“doing what it set out to do ” lie said. 
“The kids today don’t care about nickels. 
You’d have to make the deposit a dollar 
to get them to return them. Besides, they 
have their parents give them money. 
They have no incentive to return the 
cans.” 

Another resident also felt the law 
wasn’t doing what supporters claimed it 
would. “It’s supposed to bring in so much 
revenue, and prevent more taxes, but if 


that’s the case why did we just get a tax 
on cigarettes and gas? I feel ripped off,” 
he said. 

One resident cited weak law en¬ 
forcement as the reason for the litter he 
continues to see in the street. “I still see 
bottles everywhere, the highways are 
filled with rubbish. They just don’t en¬ 
force it here like they do in Maine and 
New Hampshire, ” he said. 

But the Winchester Highway 
Department says it has noticed a 
decrease in the amount of bottles and 
cans in all the town parking areas and on 
the main roadways. Interestingly, of 
those bottles and cans picked up five 
days a week by the department, em¬ 
ployees say 99 percent have no dents and 
are returnable. Occasionally they opt to 
retrieve the deposit rather than just 
dump the litter as is usually done. 

Others simply couldn’t tell whether 
the bill’s working or not in its effort to 
clean up litter. 

“Winchester’s not a dirty area. You 
don’t see much litter around here 
anyway so you really can’t tell if it’s 
doing any good.” said D’Agostino. 

He reported that only 10 to 15 percent 
of those bottles and cans he sells come 
back to the store. 

Joseph Polvere of One or Two Things 
said he only gets back about 25 percent 
but he felt that was because customers 
tend to return their empties to the bigger 
supermarkets. 

A member of the management staff 
at Purity Supreme said he felt there was

State Aid Jumps, 
Taxes Will Drop 


Winchester taxpayers will share a 
$74,000 break on their property taxes this 
year, thanks to the state’s decision to in¬ 
crease local aid and fund a major increase 
in the MDC’s administrative costs. 

But the tax break could have been 
more than twice as large, $242,000, had the 
state not changed the rules for getting 
educational aid. 

Winchester’s local aid will increase by 
$284,552 this year to a total of $2,934,800. 

And at the same time, the town’s 
payments to the MDC will decrease slight 
ly, by $9,452, from last year’s $702,051 to 
$693,199. 

Since in the town budget approved by 
Town Meeting, Town Manager Thomas 
Groux projected an increase in the MDC 
assessment and a smaller increase in the 
local aid, the taxpayers will benefit. 

Groux had assumed a state aid in¬ 
crease of $282,000, and an MDC assess¬ 
ment of $705,000. The $74,000 difference 
between his estimate and the actual 
figures will be taken off the tax levy, 
Groux said Tuesday. 

That will save the town’s taxpayers an 
average of about $10 on their property tax 
bills. 

The town has not yet received confir¬ 
mation of either the state aid figures or the 
MDC assessments, which are listed on the 
Cherry Sheet < so called because of its col¬ 
or) sent to communities every year. 

However, the figures were gathered by 
state Rep. Sherman Saltmarsh. The 
Cherry Sheets should be at Town Hall by 
the end of this week, he said. 

The numbers on that Cherry Sheet 
could have been quite different, had the 
state chosen not to pick up $10.9 million of 
the Metropolitan District Commission’s 
administrative costs 

Groux noted that when he first saw 
preliminary figures for the MDC charges 
earlier this summer, before the state 


agreed to fund the administrative costs, 
the MDC charges would have wiped out 
the $300,000 increase in local aid. 

“Originally, they (the MDC) came out 
with a tremendous increase,” agreed 
Saltnr rsh. “It would have croaked us 

Even without having to share the $10.9 
million increase, the town wouldn’t have 
seen a cut in the MDC assessment if it 
hadn’t reduced water consumption this 
year, Groux noted 

Because of the heavy precipitation last 
winter, the town did not have to buy water 
from the MDC’s Spot Pond to fill its reser¬ 
voirs this spring. That cut the water bill 
from $188,000 to $91,000, said Groux, which 
represents the entire $72,000 MDC reduc¬ 
tion plus $25,000. 

“It sounds good that the MDC cut our 
assessment by $72,000, but if our water 
costs were the same this year as last year, 
there would be no decrease in the MDC 
assessment,” said Groux "In fact, it 
would still be going up. 

“But at least we re not burdened with 
that $10 million,” added Groux. “It helps 
our budget position.’ 

As far as the state aid goes, the budget 
position will remain about the same. 
Groux had planned on getting $282,000 
more from the state this year, and actual¬ 
ly got $284,000 more. 

The town could have made out even 
better, if not for a legislative change in 
figuring Chapter 70 educational aid 

The change in th * formula, intended to 
help out city schools, sliced $168,000 from 
last year’s $1,682,000 Chapter 70 
assistance. Fortunately for the town, 
$452,553 in general local aid offset all of 
that Chapter 70 decrease. 

Saltmarsh was irate over the Chapter 
70 ehange, claiming it once again put an 
unfair burden on Winchester’s taxpayers.

MIT Prof. Kerman Named 


Head Of Nuclear Laboratory 


Professor Arthur J. Kerman, a 
Rangeley rd. resident, has been named as 
director of the Laboratory for Nuclear 
Science at the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology. 

Kerman, who will move on from his 
post as director of MIT’s Center for 
Theoretical Physics, is a theoretical 
physicist who has made significant con¬ 
tributions to a broad range of problems in 
nuclear physics. 

MIT School of Science Dean John M. 
Deutch commented that, “Professor 
Kerman has had an important impact on 
the development of nuclear physics, not 
only because of his research, but also 
through his interaction with experimen¬ 
talists throughout the world and through 
his advice to the scientific management 


of the national laboratories including 
Brookhaven, Argonne, Los Alamos and 
Berkeley.’’ 

Kerman’s most recent research has 
been concerned with the quantum theory 
of dissipation for nuclear collisions and 
with the statistical theory of multistep 
compound and direct nuclear reactions. 

Kerman is a member of the federal 
Dept, of Energy-National Science Foun¬ 
dation’s Nuclear Science Advisory Com¬ 
mittee and the White House Science 
Council. 

He holds a bachelor of science degree 
from McGill University and a Ph.D. from 
MIT. He joined the MIT faculty in 1956, 
became an associate professor in 19J0 and 
a professor in 1904.

Dog Which Bit Four Children Let Off 


By Selectmen With A Stern Warning 


Despite warnings from the town dog of¬ 
ficer that a Squire rd. dog may someday 
seriously “maul’’ a child, the year-old 
German Shepherd received a reprieve 
from selectmen Monday night. 

Selectmen declined to order the dog put 
to sleep or removed from town for biting 
four children, but warned that if he bit 
anyone else, a death sentence would 
follow. 

“I have been a party to having dogs put 
away before,” Selectmen Chairman Ed¬ 
ward O’Connell sternly told the dog’s 
owner, Salvy Addezio of Squire rd. “I don’t 
mind giving you a warning — if we receive 
one more report (of a dog bite), we will 
remove the dog.” 

The selectmen were apparently 
swayed by Addezio’s arguments that the 


dog was being teased by the children 
before he bit them, and his promise that 
he would take the dog through an obe¬ 
dience course. 

In voting to allow the shepherd to re¬ 
main, the selectmen were going against 
the strong warnings of Dog Officer Nick 
Molea. 

Molea said the first dog bite report 
came to him on Feb. 20, after a dog bit a 
15-year-old friend of Addezio’s son on the 
back. 

On March 15, he bit another 15-year-old 
boy on the arm, and on April 7, the dog bit 
an 11-year-old boy on “the backside,” ac¬ 
cording to Molea. In each of the three 
cases, the boys were on the street in front 
of the Addezio home, he said.

Finally, on June 25, the dog bit a 
15-year-old boy who had walked into the 
Addezio home unannounced. “The boy and 
a friend, both friends of the Addezios’ boy, 
came in the house without ringing the 
doorbell," related Molea. “The friend got 
by the dog, but he bit the other hoy on the 
leg. 

With a fourth charge against the dog. 
Molea said he decided bring action against 
the dog. 

“After that (the last incident) I’d had 
it,” said Molea. “What if a little child gets 
mauled? 

“I checked with the hospital, and all 
four bites broke the skin.’’ said Molea. “I 
want him relocated — Hanscom Air Force 
Base, the MDC police, any canine unit 
would gladly take him. I don’t want him 
destroyed, he’s a beautiful working dog. 
But 1 got a report of a dog bite, then a 
month later another dog bite, then a 
month later, right down the line.” 

Addezio responded that the dog “mere¬ 
ly nipped the kids,” and that at the time 
of the first bite, “he was only six months 
old, a puppy." 

In two of the cases, said Addezio, the 
children were on his property, one in his 
home and one in his garage. In the other 
two cases, the boys were teasing the dog 
and throwing rocks at it. 


Selectman John Williams commented, 
however, that two of the bites “were on the 
backside, not normally places people are 
bitten if they are teasing a dog." 

But O’Connell noted that “I feel 
somewhat restrained by the lack of 
witnesses making complaints.” In past 
dog bite cases, he noted, neighborhood 
residents attended dog hearings “up in 
arms.” 

Molea explained, however, that he had 
told the injured parties not to bother at¬ 
tending the hearing. 

“lam the representative of the town 
as public safety officer. I didn’t think I 
needed any witnesses," he said. “It’s all 
here in black and white, four bites, and all 
four broke the skin. I usually go after a 
dog after two bites, but for the first two 
he was just a pup.’’ 

Selectmen heard Molea’s comments, 
but they decided to give the dog a reprieve 
anyway. 

“I consider Nick an excellent dog of¬ 
ficer, and he is a true lover of animals," 
commented O’Connell. “So when Nick 
comes forward with a complaint, 1 know 
its got something behind it. 

“If you love your dog, and your fami¬ 
ly loves your dog, you will make sure this 
doesn’t happen again,” he warned 
Addezio.

The three police officers walked 
carefully up to the door of the apartment 
noted on the search warrant. With an 
authoritative knock, they announced 
their presence to the suspected heroin 
dealers inside. Hearing no response, 
they entered with their guns drawn and 
soon located and arrested the two 
suspects. 

But handcuffs were not enough to stop 
the tall blond suspect. He turned sud¬ 
denly and with a pearl-handled pistol 
shot the surprised police officer. Smiling 
weakly, she casually invited her part¬ 
ners to her funeral. 

No, that was not a scene from a 
Saturday Night Live show. Instead it was 
just one of the many incidents and ex¬ 
periences that the 10 members of the 
Winchester Law Enforcement Explorer 
Post were involved in at the National 
Law Enforcement Conference held in 
Colorado. 

The 10 of us — Jim Cullen, Karen 
Brown, Tim Lawton, Pam Clinton, Dan 
Perenick, Wendy Herzog, Kevin 
Meagher, Jane Nadeau, Regina 
DeCologero, and, finally me, Demetra 
Tseckares, with our advisors: Sgt. 
James Pierce of the Winchester Police 
Dept, and his wife, Robin — arrived at 
the Fort Collins campus of the Univer¬ 
sity of Colorado late Saturday night. July 
9. 

Ahead of us lay a week of police- 
related competitions, seminars, and 
demonstrations to be shared by Ex¬ 
plorers from all over the country. 
Because the conference did not officially 
begin until Monday night, we had Sunday 
to recuperate from severe cases of jet 
lag. 

Finally, after looking around the 
beautiful Colorado campus, the opening 
show was upon us. Hundreds of mar¬ 
ching Explorers, chanting their 
cadences, descended onto the huge 
auditorium. The more enthusiastic 
Explorers informed everyone where 
they were from by yelling statements 
throughout the auditorium such as: 
“We’re from Michigan, We couldn’t be 
prouder, And if you don’t believe us, 
We’ll yell it even louder.’’ 

The noise level was lowered when 
William Webster, the chairman of the 
conference and the director of the FBI. 
stepped up to the podium to welcome us. 
In addition to this, he also announced for 
the first time the statement that would 
be echoed throughout the conference. 


When citizens need help, they call the 
police. When the police need help, they 
call the Explorers.’’ 

He added that this was the largest 
gathering of Explorers in history and 
that every state in America, including 
Hawaii and Alaska, were represented. 
This received a standing ovation from 
the 2,500 explorers in the audience. He 
finished up the ceremony by wishing us 
all well in our competitions and in our 
future. 

The good luck wishes were especially 
needed by Winchester since all of our 
competitions were being held on 
Tuesday. 

The competitions were mock 
situations which police officers have to 
deal with often, and were designed to test 
our abilities in handling these situations. 

We found that we were prepared for 
three of the competitions: the traffic 
stop, which involved a basic driving 
violation; the search and arrest, which 
tested our abilities to apprehend a 
criminal and search the premises; and 
the domestic dispute, which called for 
breaking up a family argument. These 
we had worked on previously with Sgt. 
Pierce. 

But we were confused by the next 
three events: the Moot Court, which 
tested our strength in giving court 
testimony; accident scene, which in¬ 
volved a car accident and possible 
criminal activity; and, finally, hostage 
negotiation in which the criminals had to 
be dealt with in a more verbal than 
physical manner. 

We spent the first night of the con¬ 
ference cramming in order to be 
prepared for the forthcoming events, 
and by midnight felt we could perform 
well in all of them. 

Tuesday morning started at 6 for us. 
With competitions only two hours away, 
breakfast was quickly consumed or, in 
most cases, ignored, and all of us hurried 
to the location of our first events. 

Every competition was dealt with 
well by the Winchester Explorers except 
the search and arrest. Jim Cullen, Karen 
Brown, and I were “Partners” in this 
event. 

When we arrived at the search and 
arrest scene, we were informed that we 
had a warrant for the arrest of Pat Smith 
who was wanted for dealing heroin. 

Supplied with unloaded guns and 
handcuffs, we approached the door. 
After entering, we found two suspects 
and within minutes had them against the 
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wall and searched. But one of them was 
able to grab his gun and shoot. One guess 
who got “shot.” 

After searching for and finding 
almost all of the evidence, we finally 
stumbled out of the apartment feeling 
defeated (especially me!). We were 
consoled, however, because the com¬ 
petitions were over for us and we could 
enjoy the many seminars and the social 
life for the rest of the week. 

And what a social life! A D.J. 
welcomed us every night with hundreds 
of records and a huge dance floor. After 
a while the typical questions: “Hi where 
are you from?” “What’s your name?” 
and “How old are you?” ended, friends 
were made, and everyone got down to 
some serious dancing. But the Explorers 
did not dance through the rest of the 
week. 

On Wednesday and Thursday we 
crowded into lecture halls for the 
seminars which we had signed up for. 
One of the more popular seminars was 
titled “SWAT Team.” Tim Lawton says, 
“It was very interesting. What surprised 
me was the training they have to com¬ 
plete to be on the team...we’ve never 
been exposed to a SWAT team around 
here (Winchester) and it’s incredible 
how they’ve got their timing down to 
split seconds — they have to, otherwise 
someone will get killed.” 

Other popular seminars were 
“Organized Crime,” “Psychology in 
Law Enforcement.” “Women in Law 
Enforcement.” “Trends in Law En¬ 
forcement,” “Arson and Bombing," and 
“White Collar Crime.” 

Between seminars, members of the 
Winchester post tested their prowess in 
the physical agility test. This was a half- 
mile obstacle course which included a 
tire run, a six-foot wall, and the basic sit- 
ups and push-ups, among other ob¬ 
stacles.

Mystic Valley Council 
For Children Comes 
To The Aid Of Youths 
In Our Community 


Day care centers, adoption 
services, foster care and day 
treatment programs are among 
the many social service pro¬ 
grams available for youths in the 
Mystic Valley community. 

While the young do not have a 
voice of their own to speak out on 
the effectiveness of these pro¬ 
grams, the Mystic Valley Council 
for Children, which represents 
the youth of Arlington, Burl¬ 
ington, Lexington, Wilmington, 
Winchester, and Woburn does. 

“Because children don’t vote 
or lobby or make campaign con¬ 
tributions, they don’t really have 
any say in the decisions made by 
government,” says Matty Bloom, 
community representative for 
the council. “This (council) is a 
way for the citizens who are con¬ 
cerned to have a say.” 

The council engages in three 
areas of activity mandated by 
state law: investigating and 
documenting the need for such 
child services as counseling, day 
care, foster care, and adoption 
sources; evaluating the quality of 
specific local programs (com¬ 
munity review); and reviewing 
and recommending program pro¬ 
posals for state funds (proposal 
review.) 

The members of the council 
chaired by Aleta Roman of Arl¬ 
ington, are citizen volunteers in¬ 
terested in improving services 
for children and youths. “Anyone 
can join the council,” says 
Bloom. “You don’t need ex¬ 
perience. You need only to be 
concerned about kids. In this time 
of funding cutbacks, children ser¬ 
vices need citizens to do the ad¬ 
vocacy work for them. 

“Every fall we have nomina¬ 
tions for the board,” says Bloom. 
“Interested citizens should give 
Aleta or me a call. We welcome 
all calls, and we’ll talk about 
anything they like.” 

This year the council, which is 
one of 42 across the state man¬ 
dated by the 1972 law creating the 
Massachusetts Office for 
Children, is starting a pilot pro¬ 
ject in Arlington to plan self help 
parenting support groups. 

“We’re convening a commit¬ 
tee of interested Arlington 
citizens who would like to be on 
the task force to launch the pro¬ 
ject,” Bloom says. 

The council has been working 


since last year to get these parent 
support groups off the ground, 
and Bloom stresses that she 
would like to see an influx of con¬ 
cerned citizens to help out. 

A second facet of the council’s 
operations, the community 
review, involves conducting site 
visits and collecting and analyz¬ 
ing written information on 
specific programs chosen for 
review. Programs under review 
include both privately funded 
programs and those funded by 
such agencies as the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Social Services, Mental Health, 
and Public Health. 

Reviews are undertaken for 
various reasons, including the 
choice to support quality pro¬ 
grams, which may have a low 
profile in the community, or pro¬ 
grams which may be encounter¬ 
ing problems and need support to 
improve services. 

“Community review is a pro¬ 
cess of evaluating children’s pro¬ 
grams and is conducted by 
citizens of the towns serviced by 
the council,” says Janet Ford, 
committee review chairperson. 

“We look at the services pro¬ 
vided to children through site 
visits, written assessments, and 
input from staff and parents. Our 
unique approach as members of 
the community gives us a chance 
to view programs as though we 
were a service for our own 
children. 

“The written assessments 
reflect the quality of the program 
as well as the process of evalua¬ 
tion, which provides for interac¬ 
tion between the program and the 
review team,” Ford says. 

“This interaction helps to in¬ 
sure the quality of services, and 
this is the ultimate goal of the 
committee review process — the 
providing of quality services for 
all children in the area.” 

Currently the council is in¬ 
volved in three community 
reviews, and the final reports will 
be available to the public as soon 
as they are completed. 

Last year, the proposal review 
committee, chaired by Donna 
Duffy, helped determine which 
day care facilities in the Mystic 
Valley w'ould receive state funds. 

Community volunteers, well 
trained and aided by the council’s 
technical assistance, reviewed 


day care proposals with the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Social Services area board. The 
groups formed a joint committee 
and offered recommendations to 
the director of the state agency 
providing the funding. However, 
all final decisions were left with 
the agency. 

The council also coordinates 
other task-oriented, “non- 
mandated” committees, such as 
a 766 Advocacy Committee, con¬ 
cerning special education. The 
council is also developing a child 
abuse committee which will deal 
with public education and the 
issues related to the problem of 
child abuse. The council hopes to 
start a legislative action commit¬ 
tee which will expand the coun¬ 
cil’s efforts on legislative issues 
involving the family. 

Committees theoretically 
have an equal number of “pro¬ 
viders” (teachers, social service 
administrators and social 
workers) and “con¬ 
sumers” (parents), according to 
Bloom. “We really try to stress 
consumer and parent needs,” she 
says. “The reason we do that is 
that we believe that anyone who 
has kids or knows children has a 
lot to offer to the community 
about maintaining quality pro¬ 
grams for children.” 

The council will hold its an¬ 
nual meeting, including nomina¬ 
tions for the board, Aug. 2 at 7:30 
p.m. in the Arlington Town Hall 
annex. All citizens who live or 
work in one of the Mystic Valley 
towns are eligible to join, and 
Bloom asks that anyone who is in¬ 
terested give her a call. 

“There is room for expanded 
council activity, since council in¬ 
volvements are largely determin¬ 
ed by the interests of the 
membership,” she says. 
“Citizens v r ho work together 
locally can have a positive im¬ 
pact on the accountability of the 
local children’s services.” 

“If citizens have areas of in¬ 
terest or a pet project that in¬ 
volves parents and children, and 
they need help with strategy or 
ideas, the Mystic Valley Council 
for Children is there to help,” 
Bloom says. “And our organiza¬ 
tion stays vital and alive by get¬ 
ting replenished with new' energy 
every year.”

The 

Mending 
Wall 

By TERRY MAROTTA 
* A stone wall is going up 
around the old house next door to 
my childhood home. 

It isn't really new, this wall. I 
suppose its's surrounded that far¬ 
mhouse for 200 years or more by 
now. 

But this summer it’s being 
moved; taken down stone by 
stone, extricated from the rooty 
and tangled grasp of sapling and 
wild blackberry, and reassembl¬ 
ed in a slightly different location 
on the site where the old house 
stands. 

The house itself is at least as 
old as the wall — older, probably. 

I remember hearing stories when 
I was a child about how its 
chimneys were painted a certain 
way during the Revolution to 
signify to other Tories that those 
living there were still loyal to old 
George III of England. I 


geology here. The rocks, sprinkl¬ 
ed like nuts or raisins into the bat¬ 
ter of our soil, were brought down 
by the glacier; picked up by its 
relentless encroaching edge fur¬ 
ther north and carried along, 
southward and more southward 
still. It wasn’t until it melted and 
relaxed its grip on our land that 
the glacier left us with this in¬ 
heritance of stone, an inheritance 
that broke the strength and sup¬ 
pleness of many a farmer’s back. 

The young man in charge of 
the rebuilding effort has devoted 
weeks to this summer’s task. He 
runs a line, and fetches over some 
boulders. Then he arranges them, 
first this way and then that, one 
on top of another, at last chipping 
off small bits of rock here and 
there to achieve a perfect fit. He 
works with dogged patience, of 
the sort Michelangelo must have 
possessed to coax the incom¬

remember, too, looking into its 
narrow closets and passageways 
and hearing legendary tales of its 
use as a stop on the Underground 
Railway a century later. 

The place has a real history, 
both indoors and out. 

And the wall functioned, no 
doubt, in the way that every stone 
wall on every farm has function¬ 
ed: as a kind of boundary bet¬ 
ween the dooryard and the 
pasture: between the fields 
planted to one crop and those 
planted to another; between the 
area designated for the hens and 
the little orchard of crooked ap¬ 
ple trees laid out in rows, like 
pews in a 17th-century meeting 
house. 

I find I am struck, as I’ve wat¬ 
ched this task of dismantling-to- 
rebuild, by the earthy and or¬ 
dinary beauty of the New 
England stone wall. 

It is an edifice of sheer prac¬ 
ticality, of simple and singular 
Yankee thrift: Because no 
farmer sought out stones to build 
his wall; no one travelled to 
granite New Hampshire, or to the 
massive quarries of Quincy to 
build his rocky fence. No, the 
stones came to the farmer, free 
and of their own accord. The 
earth itself yielded them up to 
him, when he raked its thin 
spring soil with an April plow. 

One wonders, noting the size 
and number of stone walls here in 
our corner of America, how any 
agriculture came to be carried on 
at all; the earth is that rocky. 

We live in an ancient 
backward looking patch of 


parable David, with his veiny 
hands and his flaring nostrils, out 
of a block of solid marble. 

I am pleased to watch him, 
this artisan born in the second 
half of the 20th century, as he 
plies such an ancient trade — all 
without benefit of modern 
technology. 

His task is one that harkens to 
a primal need in men and 
women: the need to stake out ter¬ 
ritory, to mark what is one’s own, 
and to say to the world, “Within 
this wall you dwell on my 
preserve. Here is my small patch 
of the domestic and the 
cultivated, the tame and the 
orderly. Beyond these walls 
chaos may reign — it usually 
does. Weeds may riot with 
growth and the wild beast ravage 
the land. But here, humanity 
prevails. Here, patient hands 
have piled stone upon stone in a 
hedge against disorder.” 

It is this impulse that con¬ 
stitutes a saving grace in our 
tribe of Homo Sapiens, I think. 
We are not such a paltry piece of 
work after all, whatever evidence 
to the contrary our bloody history 
has provided us with. 

Like those farmers, we can 
claim patience of hands and 
strength of back. 

We can take what is given us, 
as they took a poor and rocky soil, 
as they took the litter of an an¬ 
cient glacier, and use it, even. 
And we can construct of it final¬ 
ly a thing of beauty and enduring 
strength, a visual hymn to 
balance and proportion.

Beacon Hill Roll Call

THE HOUSE. The House and 
Senate are still meeting informal¬ 
ly and there were no roll calls last 
week. 

Although hundreds of bills 
became law in 1982, the session 
also was important for the many 
bills it defeated. Many bills which 
received initial approval died in 
the waning hours of the session 
because they were never brought 
up for final approval. Many other 
bills were defeated outright on 
roll call votes throughout the long 
session. 

This week, “Beacon Hill Roll 
Call’’ records local represen¬ 
tatives’ votes on some of those 
bills which were defeated on roll 
call votes in the House. Some 
were defeated by large margins, 
while others lost by only a hand¬ 
ful of votes and stand a real 
chance for passage in 1983. Spon¬ 
sors of many bills have already 
refiled them and are working for 
their passage in 1983. 

VEGAS NIGHTS (II 2415): 
House rejected 85-54 a bill pro¬ 
hibiting the awarding of cash 
prizes at Las Vegas or Monte 
Carlo nights. 

A “Yea” vote is for the bill. A 
“Nay” vote is against it. 

Rep. Whip Saltmarsh voted 
yes. 

PROP 2* (H 8307): House re¬ 
jected 81-67, a bill amending Pro¬ 
position 2 1 2 by allowing cities and 
towns to place property tax 
abatements outside of the Prop 
2U levy limit. 

A “Yea” vote is for the bill. A 
“Nay” vote is against it. 

Rep. Saltmarsh voted no. 

NEWSPAPERS (II 4675): 
House rejected 122-24, a bill re¬ 
quiring newspapers to print the 


names of the writers of any 
editorial it publishes and pro¬ 
viding a $100 fine for violators. 

A “Yea” vote is for the bill. A 
“Nay” vote is against it. 

Rep. Saltmarsh voted no. 

LIVING WILLS (II 4356): 
House rejected 77-72, a bill allow¬ 
ing adults of sound mind to draft 
“living wills.” The wills would in¬ 
struct doctors, if a person is ter¬ 
minally ill and unable to par¬ 
ticipate in the decision, to 
withdraw or withhold life sustain¬ 
ing procedures which artificially 
prolong the moment of death. 

A “Yea” vote is for the bill. A 
“Nay” vote is against it. 

Rep. Saltmarsh voted no. 

UNEMPLOYMENT COM¬ 
PENSATION (II4197): House re¬ 
jected 93-45, a bill prohibiting 
municipal employees from 
receiving more than 52 weeks 
disability compensation annual¬ 
ly. Sponsors of the bill said cur¬ 
rent law allows injured 
employees to get 52 weeks com¬ 
pensation and several days or 
weeks of paid vacation. 

A “Yea” vote is for the bill. A 
“Nay” vote is against it. 

Rep. Saltmarsh voted yes. 

DEREGULATE SCHOOLS (II 
2065): House refused 123-13, to 
reconsider its earlier defeat of a 
bill deregulating private schools 
and providing that schools that do 
not receive any local, state, or 
federal support will not be 
obligated to seek approval by the 
State Board of Education or any 
state or local agency as a condi¬ 
tion for its operation. 

A “Yea” vote is for the bill. A 
“Nay” vote is against it. 

Rep. Saltmarsh voted no.

The Beautification Design Review Committee Has Been Very Busy Lately 


KIMTOK (»l• Till: STAIt: 

In last week’s article on delays in the 
project to renovate the sidewalks and 
street lights in Winchester center, the 
name Winchester Design Review Commit¬ 
tee appears several times in the text and 
the word, “beautification," i* 1 the 
heading I wish to correct the impression 
some nv«y have received that this project 
is under the direction of the town’s 
Beautification Design Review Committee, 
which was created by vote of Spring Town 
Meeting in 1982. 

I believe the committee referred to is 
an ad hoc committee to oversee the pro 
gross of the specific renovation project 
under way. formed by action of the town 
administration once funding for the street 
lights and sidewalks was secured. Its 
membership represents various town in¬ 
terests including ours, and whether or not 
it has final say on design decisions to be 
taken in the project is not certain, but 
from reference to Victorian lamp posts 
and brick or stone paving in the article, 
one might he forgiven for Iwlieving that 
it does. 

Meanwhile, has the Beautification 
Design Review Committee been doing 
anything? 

We have been meeting monthly since 
September and have given thought to 
ways in which the appearance of the 
Center might he improved, both through 
funded projects as well as by recourse to 
the voluntecrism that has sustained the 


town over many years. We hope to offer 
a more substantial report in time for Fall 
Town Meeting. 

For starteis. we believe that the Aber- 
jona riverway is the greatest visual asset 
the Center has and the elevated railroad 
bed the greatest liability, so that 
beautification efforts should concentrate 
primarily on enhancing the former and 
making the latter appear to recede. These 
goals can be achieved by a variety of 
strategies. 

One can easily visualize the gradual 
development of an Aberjona River green 
belt starting near the high school land con¬ 
tinuing past the post office towards Ginn 
Field, upgrading the river bank beside the 
town hall and public library into 
something perhaps reminiscent of the 
Boston Public Garden, and so on. The ad¬ 
vantage of this plan is that it can be ad¬ 
vanced by projects scaled to suit the fiscal 
moods of a particular Town Meeting, as 
well as volunteer efforts by individual or 
service groups, and monentum need not 
be lost in times of severe budget 
constraints. 

Other areas of interest to us include the 
approaches to the Center. From some 
directions the transition from residential 
to commercial districts is quite satisfac¬ 
tory, as along Church st. coming 
downtown, whereas improvement is need¬ 
ed from others, as in the vicinity of the 
Purity Supreme market. 

This spring our committee began to 


contact Winchester groups known for 
public spiritedness with the aim to build 
a consensus in favor of town beautification 
and also to offer our services to help coor¬ 
dinate these efforts. 

With respect to the sidewalks and lamp 
posts, my own hope is for the work to pro¬ 


ceed promptly, since public enthusiasm 
for future beautification efforts will like¬ 
ly depend considerably on the successful 
and timely outcome of this one.

Putting English On The Ball 

Soccer Club Youth Learn ‘Football’ From Brits

Some young yanks in Winchester 
were given a few tips in the art of 
passing, shooting and trapping a soccer 
ball by five professional players from 
England last week. 

The action took place Monday 
through Friday from 9 a.m. to noon on 
the Lynch School playing fields and was 
the result of a six-month organizing 
effort on the part of the Winchester 
Youth Soccer Inc. 

“We’ve had requests from parents 
and kids in town to provide a soccer 
camp for a long time.” said club 
president .John Maney of 26 Wedgemere 
ave. 

And from their remarks, it seems the 
boys and girls involved in the Winchester 
Soccer Club benefited from the in¬ 
struction they received. 

Said 10-year-old Michael Sayre of 16 
Sheffield rd., “1 really enjoyed it. They 
taught us a lot of things we could do with 
the ball up against a wall at home for 
control and things like that.” 

Seven-year-old Cecelia White of 33 
Oxford st.. who was in the “weenie” 
group with 11 other players between the 
ages of 6 and 8, liked the camp because 
“they taught us how to juggle the ball 
with our feet.” But she liked to practice 
dribbling the best, “just cause it was 
fun.” 

Mark Bokil, 14, of 19 Marion st felt he 
was able to improve on his ability to 
outwit his opponent by the faking drills 
and was glad that he got to play some 
different positions. 

The coaching staff responsible for 
this enthusiasm was provided by North 
American Soccer Camps, which was 
chosen by the Winchester Soccer Club 
after review of a number of presen¬ 
tations by other available programs 
since January. 

“The five coaches were all English 
players, mostly semi professionals, who 
were brought over to this country to run 
camps up and down the East Coast 
during the summer,” said Maney. 

Aside from the new techniques 
learned, the accents and slang of the 
teaching staff was also a source of en¬ 
joyment for those involved. 

“They called our uniform a ‘kit’ and 
soccer ‘football.’” said Michael Sayre. 
“One time they asked, 'Who’s the best 


footballer?’ and nobody knew what they 
were talking about. Then we figured it 
out and everybody laughed.” 

Bokil was also amused by the 
coaches' way of speaking. “At one point 
they said. ’Where’s the ripple, boys?’ 
and everybody was looking around 
wondering what they meant. Then they 
explained that ‘ripple’ meant clapping 
and they were encouraging us to cheer 
each other on,” he said. 

But the language difference had no 
effect on the quality of the program, 
which was the deciding factor according 
to Maney. “We were looking for people 
who had very in-depth soccer 
backgrounds and were strong in 
teaching technique,” he said. 

And that seems to be exactly what 
kind of instructors the club ended up with 
as Maney pointed out that one member 
of the coaching staff held a professional 
‘A license’ — the highest professional 
coaching license you can hold in 
England. “He’s theoretically qualified to 
coach World Cup class teams.” ex¬ 
plained Maney. 

The opportunity to participate in the 
camp was made available to members of 
the Winchester Soccer Club during 
registration for next fall. According to 
Maney. 75 decided to take part — about 
five percent of those who received 
brochures. “Considering it was the first 
year, it’s more than I expected,” he said. 

The ages of participants ranged from 
6 to 16 and the split between boys and 
girls was estimated by Maney to be 
about 60-40. “Most girls go to the camps 
put on by Harvard,” he said. 

Campers were charged $75 dollars a 
piece to partake in the activities. Ac¬ 
cording to Maney 100 percent of that 
revenue went to North American Soccer 
Camps. 

“It’s not the club’s function to make 
money on soccer camps,” he com¬ 
mented. “Our job was to tap a lot of 
years of experience to benefit our kids.” 
He explained that the other members on 
the board of the Winchester Soccer Club 
got involved like himself after their 
children had done so. He has “been into 
it” for about nine years. 

The students who were enrolled in 
Winchester’s first soccer camp con-

A Life-Long Good Sport 

Lynch Follows Sports To Channel 5 News Desk

You might call Mike Lynch of Tufts rd. 
a jock-of-all-trades. 

Sports has always been number one in 
the life of Lynch from the time he played 
backyard ball with his coach father, to 
playing baseball, football and basketball 
in high school, to a two-sport career at 
Harvard. 

But it wasn’t on the gridiron, the court 
or the diamond that Lynch earned his 
greatest sports triumph. His greatest suc¬ 
cess came in a television studio, as Lynch 
has been picked as weekend sports anchor 
for Channel Five. 

That shot at television stardom came 
after Lynch put in as much hard work and 
practice as any athlete going through a 
calisthenic workout — years as a sport- 
scaster and eventually sports director for 
radio station WITS, and a year as on-the- 
scene sports reporter for Channel Five. 

Lynch’s interest in sports began early. 
His father, Richard, was a coach at the 
local Swampscott High School, and Mike 
was so captivated by sports that he was 
on a team every season. Starting in the 
fall he was quarterback on the football 
team. In the winter he was a guard on the 
basketball team, and he finished the year 
out in the infield with his favorite sport, 
baseball. 


His love for sports was so great that he 
not only played sports, he read sports, 
talked sports and occasionally could be 
found sneaking into a Celtics game, 
Brownie camera draped around his neck, 
so he could sit under the net. 

Along with playing all these sports 
through high school, Lynch found time to 
keep his grades up With both his athletic 
and academic talents, and one year at 
prep school, he was accepted to Harvard 
University. 

Lynch went off the sports track at Har¬ 
vard. He majored in government and, as 
he found his studies were taking up most 
of his time, cut the sports to just football 
and baseball. 

For awhile, it seemed like sports would 
be only part of Lynch’s youth and that 
government would be his career. In 1974, 
midway through college. Lynch went to 
work at the State House for one year as 
a government intern. 

Yet he was not satisfied with this non¬ 
sports way of life. One way of life that 
caught Lynch’s eye was Ned Martin’s. 
Martin was broadcasting the Harvard 
football games on radio station WITS. 

Lynch asked WITS for a chance us an 
announcer, and the station gave the Har¬ 
vard senior that chance alongside Martin 
in the broadcast booth. But the station’s 


executives told him they could only allow 
him to broadcast at home games, as they 
could not afford to fly him to away games. 

Lynch waited eagerly through the 
winter, spring and summer for his first 
football season as an announcer. But when 
the next season rolled around, the first 
Harvard kick-off was in New York at Col¬ 
umbia University. Lynch would have to 
wait tor the Crimson to come home before 
he could start. 

Lynch, however, was so thrilled by this 
onee-in-a-lifetime opportunity he could not 
wait for a home game. He flew down to 
New York on his own money. WITS and 
Martin gladly acepted Lynch and so did 
the people in Boston. 

Knowing so much about sports made 
it easy for Lynch to talk about football on 
the radio. But he was worried about a lack 
of broadcasting experience. 

To make up for this, Lynch took it upon 
himself to practice at home. 

I would read the newspaper into a 
tape recorder," Lynch said, explaining 
this would allow him to hear what the peo¬ 
ple were hearing and improve his radio 
voice. 

After 2'a years of practicing and hard 
work, Lynch became sports director ol 
WITS and was given his own talk show. 
The chance he was given was paying oil 


Lynch seemed to be set with his future, 
so he asked the girl he had been dating 
since his days at Harvard for her hand in 
marriage. She accepted and on June 20, 
1980, Lynch and Maryellen Mullaney, a 
stewardess from Winchester, were mar¬ 
ried in SI Mary’s Church. The couple 
moved to a home in Winchester for it was 
easier for Mike to get into Boston.

Rogers Knows Crew’s Agony, Ecstacy 


By LIZ WILLEN 

During his four years on the 
Harvard crew team, Campell 
Rogers was often up at dawn to 
run six miles or climb the steps 
of the Harvard stadium at top 
speed 40 times, then lift weights 
in the boat house and be ready for 
classes by 8 o'clock. 

That was a typical workout. 

On a typical afternoon, provid¬ 
ed the Charles River wasn’t 
frozen over, Rogers would spend 
at least two hours stroking behind 
seven other oarsmen in a shell on 
the Charles River. 

The agony of such sheer 
physical exertion was worth the 
ecstasy of captaining the nation’s 
fastest heavyweight crew. This 
spring, during Rogers' senior 
year, Harvard captured both the 
Eastern Sprint Championships at 
Worcester and the national 
championships in Cincinnati. As 
a result his boat was invited to the 
Henley Regatta in England, from 
which he returned last week. 

“In rowing you spend so much 
time training that it seems 
ridiculous to lose,’’ Rogers says. 
“Most of the satisfaction that I’ve 
gotten out of rowing has come 
with winning, and that dates back 
to my experiences at Exeter, 
where we were the fastest prep- 
school boat in the nation.’’ 

Rogers may have learned to 
deal with the agony of pushing his 
body as hard as he possibly could, 
but he rarely experienced the 
“agony of defeat’’ — on the 
water, or in the classroom. His 
scholastic record included a cum 
laude degree and a scholarship 
for high academic standing. 
Rogers is clearly used to coming 
out ahead. 

“I once heard that there are 45 
minutes of training in crew for

every one second of racing,’’ he 
says. “I’m glad I was never on a 
losing team.” 

Rogers was actually never on 
a crew team at all before being 
sent to Buckingham, Browne and 
Nichols school in Cambridge. 

“I went to Wyman Elemen¬ 
tary School in Winchester and 
played hockey on Winchester 
teams,” he says. “When it came 
time to actually choose between 
crew and hockey, it was a dif¬ 
ficult decision for me.” 

One thing that may have push¬ 
ed Rogers’ decision towards crew 
was a history of family involve¬ 


ment in the sport. “My father 
took up rowing when he studied in 
England,’’ Rogers says. “When 
he moved to Winchester, he 
bought himself a boat. My initial 
exposure to rowing as a child was 
watching my father row on the 
Mystic Lakes every morning.” 

Hartley Rogers, Campell’s 
father, still does row, in a single 
shell on the Charles River every 
morning before going to work at 
MIT where he is a professor of 
mathematics. 

Rogers’ brother was a rower 
at Buckingham, Browne, and 
Nichols before taking up hockey, 


and his sister is a rower at Yale. 
His mother’s brother rowed for 
Yale, and she herself is an 
athlete, riding her bicycle into 
work at MIT every morning from 
their Lakeview dr. home. 
Adrianne Rogers is also a staff 
physician at Boston City 
Hospital. 

“Even my grandmother got 
into the act this year,” laughs 
Rogers. “She began rowing on 
my father’s ergometer (dry land 
rowing machine) last winter 
when she was living with us. Then 
she entered an ergometer race at 


Harvard. At 75, she was the oldest 
contestant.” 

Rogers’ athletic family has 
been a source of inspiration as 
well as support for him. “My 
father came to every single one of 
my races when I rowed for Har¬ 
vard without exception,” he says 
proudly. “He even came to 
England this year to watch the 
Henley Regatta.” 

Because Rogers graduated 
from prep school early, at the age 
of 10, he decided to spend a post¬ 
graduate year at Exeter before 
he entered Harvard. It was in the 
spring of his freshman year at 


Harvard that he dropped hockey 
completely and was ready to 
devote himself to crew. 

“I began working real hard to 
catch up with all the others who’d 
been rowing all winter when I 
was playing hockey,” he says. 
“When I made the freshman boat 
that year, 1 was both surprised 
and pleased.” 

There was never any question 
of dedication to crew after that 
first year. Rogers was one of two 
sophomores to make junior var¬ 
sity the following year, and row¬ 
ed for a varsity team that won 
every individual cup race as a 
junior. 

The discipline and tenacity 
that Rogers directed towards 
performing his best and leading 
his team to do the same really 
began to pay off his senior year 
The team defeated their tradi¬ 
tional arch-rival, Yale, twice, and 
far surpassed even Rogers’ high 
expectations. 

“There is a certain abstract 
quality of patience that crew re 
quires, along with discipline,” ex 
plains Rogers. “You have to be 
somewhat of a perfectionist to 
work on the same stroke over and 
over. It takes a mixture of a 
natural athletic ability and a will¬ 
ingness to work.” 

Rogers demonstrated that 
ability, along with the leadership 
qualities that his coach, Win¬ 
chester resident Harry Parker, 
praises him for. 

“Campell had a great deal to 
do with the success of the Har¬ 
vard heavyweight crew this 
year,” says Parker. “He was 
both the lightest and smallest 
member of the team, but he set a 
very strong example to other

Rogers was just a child when 
he met his future coach. “He was 
my Cub Scout leader in Win¬ 
chester,” he laughs. “He was 
really a tremendous coach and 
motivated us to perform as well 
-ns we were capable of perform¬ 
ing.” 

For Rogers, performance has 
meant excelling in academics as 
jwell as athletics. Although 
-Rogers majored in English, he 
{completed all of the necessary re¬ 
quirements needed for admit¬ 
tance to medical school. He wrote 
•a senior honors thesis on the 
works of William Faulkner, 
•graduated cum laude, and was 
’awarded a John Harvard 
Scholarship for high academic 
standing. 

* “Crew has never reached the 
.point of taking over all the other 
•things in my life,” he says. “It 
•was actually great to have 
•something as consistent as row- 
ling in my life during college. 

I Rowing takes such concentration 
•that it can also serve as an 
escape. When I had a lot on my 
mind, it was great to just get out 
!on the river and row.” 

The pressure of being both a 
;pre-medical student at Harvard 
as well as the captain of one of the 
school’s oldest and most tradi- 
. lional sports didn’t seem to faze 


Rogers, whose self-assurance 
and confidence have been boosted 
by his experience with crew. 

“Rowing gives one a much dif¬ 
ferent college experience,” he ex¬ 
plains. “You really do have to 
budget your time and you don’t 
have the freedom to experiment 
with other areas of college life. I 
didn't have time to party a lot. 
But you have to make the effort 
to take advantage of lectures and 
other activities available at col¬ 
lege. I couldn’t imagine it any 
other way.” 

Surprisingly enough, Rogers’ 
future plans do not include active¬ 
ly pursuing either the Olympics 
or the national team. In fact, he 
isn’t even sure if he wants to row 
again. 

“I ended crew on such an up 
note,” he says. “I’d like to keep 
it as a memory. Rowing again 
would most likely lead to a let¬ 
down.” 

One memory Rogers will 
cherish is his recent trip to 
England. “The Henley Regatta 
was just such a great social 
event,” he says. “People were all 
dressed up in ascots, old crew 
blazers and flowered dresses. It’s 
a very knowledgeable crowd, 
many of them with a history of 
crew involvement.” 

Rogers and his teammates 
had only one week to practice for 
the Henley. Four members of his 
eight-man boat went to the na¬ 


tional team training camp in¬ 
stead of the Henley, and Rogers 
and the other three had to race in 
a four-man boat. 

“We won the first two rounds 
and lost in the semi-finals to a 
crew who went on to win the 
regatta,” he says. “But we did 
break the course record for our 
time in the first half of the race.” 

Rogers admitted that some 
crew teams view the Henley as a 
purely social event. But Rogers 
took it just as seriously as almost 
everything he does, from organic 
chemistry to literature. 

“In crew, you’re working 
towards a goal that seems far 
off,” he says. “You won’t be 
achieving that goal right away. 
That kind of discipline is useful in 
any career, or really anything 
one chooses to do.” 

Rogers’ own career goals will 
most likely require that kind of 
discipline. Although he hopes to 
find himself in medical school one 
year from now, he will be leaving 
for England again in September 
to study literature at Cambridge 
University. 

“My dad had gone to Cam¬ 
bridge after studying at Yale, so 
he suggested it,” says Rogers. 
“I’m really looking forward to 
meeting people, doing different 
things and studying English 
literature. I think knowing a lot 
about literature will prevent mid¬ 
life crisis.”

If Rogers ever does ex¬ 
perience a mid-life crisis, it is 
hard to imagine that it would 
stem from a lack of interests. He 
admits that he can never stay in¬ 
active for too long, especially 
after all the years of rigorous 
training. 

“You get used to being in such 
good shape and when I don’t do 
anything I feel guilty,” he says. 

Rogers hopes to incorporate 
his love for reading, writing and 
athletics into the work he feels he 
would be best suited for. 

“Medicine seems like a real 
worthwhile career to me,” he 
says. “I think I'd be good at it. 
and I've always been interested 
in the sciences. Yet I'd hope to 
continue my other interests as 
well.” 

This summer, Rogers is 
volunteering in the emergency 
room at Massachusetts General 
Hospital to get some experience 
in clinical medicine. 

“I just haven’t had the time 
for it before this,” he says. 
“We’ll see what happens,” he 
adds, in the same confident tone 
he uses to describe his efforts and 
accomplishments at Harvard. 

Rogers can also see himself 
coming back to Winchester even¬ 
tually, when he is ready to settle 
down — perhaps as the doctor 
who quotes Chaucer,reads 
Faulkner and rows crew while 
practicing medicine. 


McDonough To Set By-Laws 
For American Medical Assn. 


Dr. Janies F. McDonough of Wildwood 
si., an obstetrician-gynecologist at Win¬ 
chester Hospital, has txjen elected a 
member of the Council on Constitution and 
Bylaws ol the American Medical Assn. 

1 AMA*. Dr. McDonough was elected to a 
three-year term on the council at the 
AMA’s annual meeting held recently in 
Chicago. 

The Council on Constitution and 
Bylaws serves as a fact-finding and ad¬ 
visory body on matters pertaining to the 
constitution and bylaws of the AMA. The 
council also recommends changes in the 
constitution and bylaws as it deems ap¬ 
propriate for action by the House of 
Delegates, the AMA’s governing body, 
which consists of 351 delegates from 
across the United States. 

Dr. McDonough was one ol four physi¬ 
cians nominated by the board of trustees 
of the AMA for two open positions on the 
seven-member Council on Constitution 
and Bylaws. 

The AMA. a federation of state medical 
associations, was founded over 150 years 
ago. The object of the association is to pro¬ 
mote science, the art of medicine and the 
betterment of public health. Approximate¬ 
ly 250,000 physicians - about half ol all 
physicians practicing in the United States 
are members of the AMA. 

Dr. McDonough has served in the past 
as chairman of Reference Committees of 
the AMA. For the past 10 years, he has 
been a member of the seven-member 
Massachusetts delegation to the AMA. and 
has been chairman of the delegation for 
several years. He was president of the 
Massachusetts Medical Socictey from 1072 
to 1973. 

In addition, for the past 10 years. Dr. 
McDonough has been on the board of 
directors (chairman of the board for the 
past two years) of “The New England 
Journal of Medicine,’’ a widely read and

From 
November 197H to 1981. he served as chair¬ 
man of the Massachusetts Board of 
Registration < the board of licensure for 
physicians in the state > by appointment of 
then-Gov.

Dr. McDonough became a member of 
Winchester Hospital's active medical- 
dental staff in 1946. He served as chair¬ 
man of the hospital’s Department of 
Obstetrics and Gynecology from 19(58 to 
1978, and was president of the hospital’s 
medical-dental staff from 19(58 to 1970.

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College Gate 

Teaching Gifted Pupils 
That Learning Is Fun

Eight-year-old Roy Mac¬ 
Millan of Farrow st. was sur¬ 
rounded by girls his age as he 
waited for his batch of corn muf¬ 
fins to come out of an oven in a 
classroom at the Lynch School. 

Roy was in his third class of 
the day, Souper Cook, one of 17 
courses offered in a three-week 
program known as College Gate 
for academically talented and 
gifted children. College Gate at 
Lynch School ended on Tuesday. 

“Cooking is a lot of fun, and it 
doesn’t matter if you’re a boy,” 
said Roy, who was one of two 
boys in a class of 10. “College 
Gate is a lot more fun than 
regular school. My whole family 
likes the pretzels I learned to 
bake, and I’m thinking of having 
a bake sale in the front yard.’’ 

Cooking may have been fun 
for Roy. but he also learned about 
nutrition, cleaning up and various 
kinds of foods. The 2(> other par¬ 
ticipants from Winchester 
discovered the joy of learning in 
courses such as chemistry, elec¬ 
tricity, oceanography, creative 
writing and conversational 
French. 

College Gate is based on the 
premise that learning can be fun. 
“Everyone loves to learn.’’ said 
Director Joseph Harrington, a 
professor of European 
Diplomacy at Framingham State 
College, who set up the College 
Gate program at the Lynch 
School last summer with his wife, 
Brenda. 

“If you say to a kid, ‘you have 
to go to school,’ it can be a real 
downer,’’ he added. “Bui the kids 
in this program are finding out 
just how much fun learning can 
be.” 

“I’ve learned about writing 
newspapers, putting on plays, 
and different strategies for board 
games,” said Samantha Margies 
of Grove st., who will enter se¬ 
cond grade at the Lincoln School 
this fall. “It’s a lot more fun than 
regular school.” 

“Bright kids are too frequent¬ 
ly trapped into courses emphasiz¬ 
ing brains, not hands,” according 
to Harrington. “My philosophy is 
to unite hands and brains, so that 
all of the courses are hands-on 
and include experiments. Kids 
can do anything if you just let 
them try it.” 

One of the best examples of 
Harrington’s philosophy was tak¬ 
ing place last week in (lie eonver 
sational French class which is 
conducted almost entirely in 
French. Seven-year old Christina 
Racek of Arlington st said she 
had very little trouble understan¬ 
ding what the teacher was 
saying. 

“It’s really easy to learn and 
I like being able to speak two 
languages,” she said. “My 
brothers are also teaching me a 
little.” 

During the 55-minute class, 
Ridgefield rd. resident Elizabeth 
Obbard was assisting the French 
teacher. “How do you say four 
walls in French ’” she asked the

class. Seven hands raised eager¬ 
ly to give her the answer. 

Afterwards, Obbard asked the 
children to write the time on the 
blackboard, after she said it in 
French. Again, class members 
responded with enthusiasm, anx¬ 
ious to go up to the blackboard 
and prove their knowledge. 

Seven-year-old Anya 

Schoenegge of Mystic Valley 
pkwy. admitted she had some dif¬ 
ficulty understanding the teacher 
at times. Tm used to my own 
language,” she said. “But it’s fun 
learning another one.” 

College Gate is the first pro¬ 
gram of its kind in 
Massachusetts. “The program 
has been highly successful and 
several others have been molded 
after it,” said Connie Stolow, a co¬ 
ordinator of College Gate. “The 
kids in the program are from all 
over, even beyond Worcester. 
The kids have been delighted with 
it and the parents think it’s the 
best thing that ever happened to 
them.” 

Dr. Harrington said that there 
was a great demand for the pro¬ 
gram. “I was actually first con¬ 
tacted by Dr. David Ackerman, 
who worked with gifted and 
talented students in Newton (and 
is now Curriculum Director for 
Winchester Schools.) He asked to 
set up a College Academy for 
grades 4 to 8 in Winchester. My 
wife and I came to the conclusion 
that it would be more appropriate 
and needed for the younger 
grades.” 

There are currently four loca¬ 
tions for the College Gate pro¬ 
gram in Massachusetts, and 
Harrington hopes to start a fifth 
one next summer. 

“The average class size is 
eight children, and they are 
grouped by grade level,” said co¬ 
coordinator Stolow. The classes 
are 55 minutes long each, and 
each student chooses three 
classes. The program runs from 
9 a.m. to noon, involves 117 kids, 
and offers 27 courses.” 

Stolow said that children are 
admitted to the program based 
on recommendations from 
teachers and parents. “It’s for 
children who are enthusiastic 
about learning in an informal set¬ 
ting,” she explained. “There are 
no tests and no grades, and 
courses such as math and 
reading aren’t offered.” 

“I’d be doing nothing other¬ 
wise,” said 8-year-old Karen 
Munini of Emerson rd. “Here we 
do oragami, and we’re making a 
zoo out of clay. I learned how to 
make pizza and had a great time 
eating it. I wish real school were 
like this. 

Christine Arian of Myopia rd. 
said she liked the more relaxed 
atmosphere of College Gate. 
“You don’t ha\"' to just sit and 
learn,” she said. I’m learning 
about all of the creatures in the 
sea in a class called ‘Snails, 
Whales and Sails.’ It’s a lot easier 
and you don’t have to do spell-

Anyone considering an 
investmeni in commercial 
real estate should be aware 
of the growth of metropoli¬ 
tan areas in the United 
States.

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Oliver W. Wight 


Oliver W. Wight, president of the Oliver 
Wight Companies and author, industrial 
educator and consultant, died in New Lon¬ 
don, N.H., July 24 of cancer after a long 
illness. He was 53 years old. 

Mr. Wight was the husband of Win¬ 
chester native Jean (Obey) Wight. 

An advocate of making manufacturing 
a profession, and a pioneer of production 
planning, scheduling and inventory con¬ 
trol, Mr. Wight was internationally known 
among business executives as the leading 
authority on manufacturing resource 
planning (MRP). 

He was the author of five books on 
manufacturing control and produced a 
series of lecture courses and video-taped 
education programs designed to teach 
plant management and employees how to 
use the MRP II system. 

In the late 1950s, Mr. Wight’s dedica¬ 
tion to professionalism was influential in 
founding APICS, the American Produc¬ 
tion and Inventory Control Society, a pro¬ 
fessional organization devoted to 
manufacturing productivity. He served 
APICS as National Seminars Chairman, 
College Education Chairman, Director of 
Educational Policies, and Vice President 
of Education and Research. He was 
awarded the society’s Certificates of 
Recognition at their 1960, 1963, 1965, and 
1966 National Conferences for his 
volunteer work. APICS today has over 
60,000 members. 

In 1968, Mr. Wight formed a consulting 
company to show manufacturers how to 
use production inventory management 
systems more effectively. Before forming 
his own company, Mr. Wight was 
manufacturing industry education 
manager for IBM, where he was respon¬ 
sible for IBM internal training and 
customer executive courses on computer 
applications in manufacturing. 

Prior to that time, he held positions as 
staff production control consultant for The 
Stanley Works, and inventory manager 
for the Raybestos Division of 
Raybestos-Manhattan. 

In 1970, with the assistance of his 
associate, Walt Goddard, Wight formed 
Oliver Wight Inc. in Newbury, N.H. 
Together, Wight and Goddard began 
teaching the benefits of MRP through 
their “Top Management’’ and “Five Day" 
seminars held in Boston, Orlando, Florida 
and California. Oliver Wight Educa¬ 
tion Associates was created in 1979 with 
Goddard, bringing together a number of 
independent MRP experts from around 
the U.S. 


At the time of his death. Wight was 
working on a book on how American 
manufacturing could meet the Japanese 
challenge through the use of MRP II. The 
new book, tentatively titled “We Can Beat 
Japan, is scheduled for posthumous 
publication. Wight was particularly pro¬ 
ud of the fact the MRP and MRP II were 
“home-grown American” products. 

For the past several years Wight wrote 
monthly editorial columns for three 
business publications: Modern Materials 
Handling, Infosystems and Purchasing 
Magazine. 

In 1976, Wight formed Manufacturing 
Software Systems Inc., with the assistance 
of Darryl Landvater, to provide “con¬ 
sumer reports” on manufacturing com¬ 
puter software. 

In order to reach what he called the 
‘‘critical mass” of manufacturing 
employees, Wight formed, again with Dar¬ 
ryl Landvater, Oliver Wight Video Pro¬ 
ductions. located in Essex Junction,Vt., in 
1979. this company produces videotaped 
education courses for use by companies in 
teaching their supervisorsand other per¬ 
sonnel how to use MRP to boost 
productivity. 

Oliver Wight Limited Productions was 
created in 1981 to publish books on produc¬ 
tion management written by Wight and his 
associates. This company is currently 
publishing “DRP: Distribution Resource 
Planning — Distribution Management’s 
Most Powerful Tool.” 

Born in Bridgeport, Conn., Mr. Wight 
was a 1951 graduate of New England Col¬ 
lege, Henniker, N.H. In addition to his ac¬ 
tivities as a teacher, consultant, and 
author, he was also a noted collector of 
classic, antique cars and motor boats. He 
and his family made their home in 
Blodgett Landing, N.H.. on the shores of 
Lake Sunapee. 

Mr Wight is survived by his parents 
Charles W. Wight and Roberta Shipman 
Wight of Port Richey. Florida; his wife, 
Joan; two daughters, Peggy Jordan and 
Roberta (Bindy) Obey; and four step¬ 
children, Dana Scannell, Wendy Morse. 
Jill Scannell, and Brian Scannell.

N.H.

White, did want 
the job but was not nominated because 
Murphy claimed he was not a registered 
voter, making him ineligible for the twist 
No one at the meeting checked into the 
claim.

For two 
vears. he was an assistant secretary in 
President Jimmy Carter's sub-cabinet as 
the general manager of the U S. Dept, of 
Housing and Urban Development s New 
Communities Development Corp., carry¬ 
ing out programs of grants, loans and loan 
guarantees to assist new communities. 
For 12 years before that, he was the ex¬ 
ecutive director of the Massachusetts 
Housing Finance Agency, and was respon- 
sible for creating and administering the 
first mixed-income housing program in 
the country. 

After leaving the Carter administra¬ 
tion. White took a position as president and 
chief executive officer of BMFC Inc., a 
Boston-based mortgage and investment 
banking firm, where he was responsible 
for financing and mortgage activities. He 
left that position in 1983 and is now senior 
real estate advisor for the firm. 

One resident who was in the audience 
Monday night. Allan Rodgers of McCall 
rd . said that White’s experience made 
him "a uniquely qualified individual. He 
would be really helpful to the Housing 
Authority." 

But Selectman Michael Saraco said 
that White was merely a puppet for an un-

still a lot ot litter around. “I see all the 
bottles and cans that are delivered < back 
to the storet and you’ve got to assume 
that the bill’s been having some impact 
because they'd probably be in the street 
otherwise.

But aside from the fact that many 
customers just don’t want to be bothered 
returning their bottles and cans, an 
added hassle, say many merchants, is 
that the bottles are supposed to be rinsed 
before they are returned. 

Says Murphy. “Regulations say the 
bottle must be brought back clean mo 
product left in it), but that’s a gray area 
and a judgment call by the retailer.” he 
said. “It’s difficult to have any unifor¬ 
mity. and we (at Purity Supreme! are 
taking back all bottles within reason. 

Another source of dissatisfaction is 
the fact that a price increase ac¬ 
companied the deposit charge. “Tonic 
cost 45 cents before the bill and should’ve 
gone up to 50 cents," said Polvere. In¬ 
stead. tonic now costs 55 cents. 

“The companies say the rise in price 
is a result of the facilities they need to 
handle the incoming bottles but I don’t 
believe it." he continued. “If the com¬ 
panies didn’t want the bottle bill passed 
it wouldn’t have passed."

And Murphy, obviously irate, protested 
that “Mr. White is not a registered voter. 
He just bought a house here on March 22. 
1983. Mary Meader has been a 20-year 
resident of the town, and she’s a Town 
Meeting member." 

Three selectmen and one Housing 
Authority member tried to delay taking a 
vote for one week, until they could in¬ 
vestigate all three candidates. But with 
Murphy warning time was of the essence 
and a bare majority of the combined 
boards pushing for action, the vote came 
Monday 

On a 5-4 vote. Housing Authority 
members Murphy, Joseph Riga, and John 
Regan and Selectmen Michael Saraco and 
Mark Lombardi closed off nominations 
with only Meader's name submitted. 

The minority. Selectmen Edward 
O’Connell. John Williams and Alan Mac¬ 
donald and Housing Authority member 
Herbert L Hamilton, refused to vote for 
the appointment of Meader once the 
nominations were shut off to the other can¬ 
didates. Instead, they voted “present." 

So on a 5-0 vote, Meader was selected 
as the person to fill the unexpired term of 
the late John Henry Van Dyke, a Housing 
Authority member who died a month ago. 
His term will expire in 1987. 

Murphy explained that after Van 
Dyke's death on June 21. the Housing 
Authority decided to place an article in 
local newspapers asking for candidates. 

The article was printed on July 14, she 
continued, and stated that there was a Ju¬ 
ly 20 deadline.

the increase. “There hasn’t been one for 
a while. I was expecting it." he said. 

Purity Supreme s Murphy also points 
out that there’s no monetary advantage 
to the retailer as a result of the bottle 
bill "It actually costs 2.7 cents to handle 
each bottle and we are only getting 2 
cents, so there’s really an increased cost 
to the retailer." he said. 

He explained that the retailer is just 
performing a service to the customer. 
And for some like Ken Johnson from 
Ken’s Main st Pizza and Subs, this 
service is a voluntary one. "I reimburse 
customers, but I do it as a courtesy 
because I only have one vending 
machine and therefore am not liable to 
do so," he said. 

But some kids at the Winchester Boat 
Club seem to be making out with the new 
law.

After the deadline, she continued, the 
Housing Authority had only heard of one 
candidate. Meader. so they voted on July 
21 to choose her. 

When O’Connell pointed out the WHA 
had received a letter from the Seniors 
Assn, nominating Craven on July 25, and 
a letter from White the same day, Murphy 
retorted. “It said in the newspaper July 
20. People had an opportunity to do this. 

“Time is of the essence in this thing," 
continued Murphy. “It is urgent this ap¬ 
pointment be made tonight. State law says 
we have to make the appointment 30 days 
after the vacancy." 

Selectman Macdonald, an attorney, 
read over the state law and commented, 
“I’m telling you, Mary, the state is not go¬ 
ing to tell us the 30 days is over, at least 
not on my reading." 

Macdonald, along with O’Connell and 
Williams, felt it would be better to delay 
the vote. 

“I hate to be rushed into anything, I 
don't want to do it," said Williams. “Let’s

The license 
granted to Ruggles and Bowker will ex¬ 
pire on Oct. 30. 

Ruggles explained the three video 
machines would be located in the south 
wing of the Sports Center, near the fire 
exit. No smoking or refreshments would 
be allowed, he promised, and both he and 
Bowker would be in the store to supervise 
the game-players. 

In a prepared statement, Ruggles 
noted that he and his partner didn’t want 
to start an arcade, they simply wanted to 
draw more business to their sports shop. 

“A small store like ours needs business 
to make it." said Ruggles, explaining that 
he hoped the video games would draw 
customers to “stimulate the sale of sport¬ 
ing goods to make our business a pro¬ 
fitable enterprise. 

“We feel we should be allowed io go 
with our business decision as long as we 


get a complete list of candidates, see if 
they are legitimate candidates, and then 
vote on it next week " 

Housing Authority member Hamilton, 
the sole member appointed by the state, 
agreed. "In view of the change in cir¬ 
cumstances since our vote," said 
Hamilton referring to the two new applica¬ 
tions. “I would like the vote to be defer¬ 
red." 

But Hamilton’s fellow Housing 
Authority members were against deferr¬ 
ing anything. 

“The Winchester Housing Authority 
has suffered the loss of not only a person, 
but of a vote." commented Regan. “We 
have budget items coming before us. deci¬ 
sions that have to be made. I don’t think 
we can delay any longer." 

Selectman Michael Saraco said that a 
delay would only give more time to peo¬ 
ple trying to keep Meader out of the job. 

“I’ve heard word of a lot of activity 
stirred up around town,” said Saraco. 
“There have been a lot of back-door

comply with the rules and regulations." 
Ruggles said. “We feel we have the 
perfect location, and the perfect store, for 
the games. 

“We could argue all night on the pros 
and cons of playing the games," added 
Ruggles. “There is ample evidence that 
playing improves hand-eye coordination. 
Others would argue that time could be bet¬ 
ter spent in other pursuits, like reading. 

“That could also apply to other ac¬ 
tivities, like watching TV or playing video 
games at home — but we agree." con¬ 
tinued Ruggles. “That’s why the games 
will be supervised by both of us." 

Most of those in the audience argued 
the pros of playing video games, however. 

“I think these games are a pleasant, 
positive pursuit," said James Aylward of 
Oxford st. 

“I’m a commercial airline pilot, and 
my son graduated from the Air Force pilot 
school in April," he said. “My son’s 
graduating class had a Pac-Man in the 
quarters, and the top three pilots were the 
top three Pac-Man players. I fly interna¬ 
tional routes, and we practice on a multi¬ 
million dollar simulator we call a Pac- 
Man because it’s just like playing 
Pac-Man. 

“I’m not saying playing Pac-Man will 
make you a good pilot," concluded 
Aylward. “But I find it a harmless pursuit. 
I find it a pleasant pursuit, and I think that 
it poses no danger to the community." 

Joan Johnson of Arlington st. also 
defended both video games and Ruggles. 

“I am here on my own, but I feel I 
represent a vast number of people in town 
who are not opposed to the games but. due 
to inertia, didn’t come here tonight.” said 
Johnson. 

“Mr. Ruggles has supported every 
civic and charitable event in town for a 
number of years,” she continued. “It’s 
time the town supported him by giving 
him the license." 

And by their 3-2 vote, that's what the 
selectmen did. 


shenanigans to come up with a last-minute 
nomination to keep Mary Meader off this 
board.

from Brown's former operation in 
Woburn. 

For those 20 years, animals were 
brought to the kennel, not only by dog of¬ 
ficers but also by kind-hearted and often 
anonymous animal lovers. Brown fed the 
animals and, in many cases, nursed 
them back to health. Before placing the 
dogs and cats, she saw to it that they 
were neutered and had their shots. 

State law mandates that local pounds 
keep strays for ten days but after that 
period ends, many pounds either sell the 
animals to laboratories or put them to 
death. 

“For some of the dogs, it would have 
been definite death if I weren’t there 
because there is nobody else to place 
them in homes," Brown said. 

Winchester’s dog officer, Nick Molea, 
had avoided putting his strays to death 
by taking them to Brown. And even after 
Brown lost her kennel of 20 years, Molea 
noted, Brown still helped him find homes 
for strays by working through 
newspaper ads and telephone calls. 

But Brown said it is difficult to keep 
her operation going now that she can’t 
take in new animals. Selling the strays 
from her kennel was her method for pay¬ 
ing for the Globe ads as well as for the 
food and rent. "If I can't take them in, 

I can’t make the money to pay for the 
rent or the ads," she said. 

All of which leaves Brown searching 
for another kennel to house her animal 
shelter. The shelter probably won’t be in 
Winchester as there is nowhere isolated 
enough to keep barking animals. 

Brown said she would like to keep the 
shelter in the area, perhaps in Woburn, 
Sloneham or Reading. But while she has 
found a few suitable sites, she said they

"Being a so-called well-to-do communi¬ 
ty, we are penalized," said Saltmarsh. 

On a per capita basis, we pay some of 
the highest taxes of any community in the 
state, at least in the top 15,” said 
Saltmarsh. “Not only do we pay higher in¬ 
come taxes, but we pay high capital gains 
taxes, taxes on unearned income, sales 
taxes. 

“Here we are, a town contributing an 
inordinate amount of money into the state 
coffers, and we aren’t getting back our 
fair share," he said. "We are continually 
bailing out the poorer communities. We 
have an obligation to do that, but I think 
it’s gone beyond that point."
